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FOREWORD 


Publication of volume 2 of The Papers of Zebulon Baird Vance is particularly 
gratifying. Volume 1, edited by Frontis W. Johnston, appeared in 1963 during 
the centennial of the Civil War. Over a period of three decades several editors 
attempted to continue the project. In 1983 Gordon B. McKinney, then a member 
of the history department at Western Carolina University, agreed to assume 
responsibility for producing a letterpress edition of the Vance Papers. A grant 
from the National Historical Publications and Records Commission delayed work 
on the letterpress edition so that Dr. McKinney and Dr. Richard M. McMurry 
could prepare a microfilm edition of the Vance Papers. The Papers of Zebulon 
Vance (Frederick, Md.: University Publications of America, 1987), consisting of 
thirty-nine reels, brought the microfilm edition to a successful conclusion. 

Upon accepting a position in Washington, D.C., Dr. McKinney was unable 
to begin work on the letterpress edition. No progress occurred until Joe A. Mob- 
ley assumed responsibility for the Vance Papers in 1991. Mr. Mobley, a senior 
editor with the Historical Publications Section and a careful student of the Civil 
War, brought years of editing experience and research to the project. He faced 
a formidable task. From more than three thousand potential documents, he had 
to choose a small fraction to transcribe, edit, and annotate for printing. Mr. 
Mobley’s astute judgment is evident throughout this volume. 

Students of North Carolina history, southern history, and the Civil War need 
no introduction to Zeb Vance. Arguably the most popular figure in the state’s 
history, Vance was elected governor in the midst of a conflict that deeply divided 
North Carolina. The problems Vance confronted as the state’s chief executive 
in 1863 challenged his vast political and administrative skills. Internal dissent, 
demands from the Confederate government in Richmond, military operations, 
war-weariness and poverty at home, shortages, slave unrest, and reversals on the 
battlefield combined to make Vance’s governorship one of unrelieved crisis. With 
great skill Mr. Mobley offers researchers and readers of this volume a vivid portrait 
of Vance’s forceful leadership at a tumultuous time in the state’s history. Mr. 
Mobley received both his B.A. and M.A. in history at North Carolina State 
University. He is author of a number of other works published by the Division 
of Archives and History, including James City: A Black Community in North 
Carolina, 1863-1900 and Ship Ashore! The U.S. Lifesavers of Coastal North Caro- 
lina. 
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Other members of the Historical Publications Section who helped in the 
preparation of this volume include Lisa D. Bailey and Sandra T. Hall. Besides 
the State Archives in the North Carolina Division of Archives and History, the 
following repositories gave permission to reproduce Vance papers from their col- 
lections: William L. Clements Library, University of Michigan, Ann Arbor; Spe- 
cial Collections Department, Duke University Library, Durham, N.C.; Manu- 
script Department, Harvard College Library, Harvard University, Cambridge, 
Mass.; Library of Congress, Washington, D.C.; and the Southern Historical Col- 
lection, University of North Carolina Library, Chapel Hill.

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INTRODUCTION 


The year 1863 marked a turning point in the fate of the Confederate States of 
America and the history of the state of North Carolina. The year also constituted 
a milestone in the career of Zebulon Baird Vance. In 1863 the Confederacy came 
face-to-face with the reality that in all likelihood it could not win its indepen- 
dence through battlefield victory. The Army of Northern Virginia’s failure at the 
Battle of Antietam and the subsequent issuance of the preliminary Emancipation 
Proclamation in September 1862 had ended for all practical purposes any pos- 
sibility of foreign intervention on behalf of the Southern cause. Resounding 
Confederate defeats at Gettysburg and Vicksburg in July 1863 reinforced that 
fact and proved the power of the Federal army, which—with the aid of the 
Federal navy—began tightening its coils upon the Confederacy from the north 
and west and along the Atlantic coast.! 

In North Carolina conscription, wholesale desertion from Confederate ranks, 
fears that the Emancipation Proclamation would incite slaves to insurrection, 
inflation, shortages, speculation, illegal distilling, a tax in kind, battlefield losses, 
and Federal raids into the state’s interior all contributed to a decline in the will 
of North Carolinians to wage civil war. Amid such sudden change and disruption, 
the young Zebulon Baird Vance found himself confronting a myriad of problems 
and challenges the like of which he had never faced before and could not have 
foreseen when he became governor of North Carolina in early September 1862. 

The problem of conscription into the Confederate army excited more discon- 
tent among North Carolinians and caused more difficulty for their governor than 
perhaps any other single issue in 1863. The Confederate Congress passed its first 
two conscription laws in April and September 1862. The first act drafted into 
the army all white men between the ages of eighteen and thirty-five, and the 
second extended the age limit to forty-five. Many Southerners considered the 
laws a violation of individual liberty, and they bridled under the exemption 
legislation that immediately followed each of the acts. Some attempted to use 
the exemption laws to avoid military service. The poor considered the provision 
for the hiring of substitutes to favor the wealthy; and in North Carolina, following 
the enactment of the second conscription act, the issue of substitution led to 
confusion and controversy over the draft’s constitutionality. The trouble began 
when Chief Justice Richmond M. Pearson of the North Carolina Supreme Court 
ruled that substitutes were not liable for conscription according to the act of 
September 1862, and moreover the men for whom they had substituted could 
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not be legally drafted either. Pearson issued writs of habeas corpus and ordered 
the discharge of a number of men who had previously hired substitutes.” The 
nonslaveholding populace also proclaimed its outrage over the Twenty-Negro 
Law, which exempted from military service the owner or overseer of any plan- 
tation of twenty or more slaves and increasingly led the lower classes to view the 
war as a struggle to preserve slavery and benefit the rich. “The poor Soldiers is 
fiting for the rich mens Negroes,” complained one farmer to Vance in January 
1863.4 

When Vance spoke after the war about Confederate conscription, he ac- 
knowledged the devastating impact it had on Southern morale and commitment 
to the war effort. “It was,” he declared in a speech in Boston in 1886, “perhaps 
the severest blow the Confederacy ever received, as it did more than anything 
else to alienate the affections of the common people, without whose support it 
could not live for a day. It was not only regarded as a confession that the new 
government was not able to depend upon the voluntary support of the people, 
with which it so triumphantly started out ... but it opened a wide door to 
demagogues to appeal to the non-slaveholding class, and make them believe that 
the only issue was the protection of slavery, in which they were to be sacrificed 
for the sole benefit of the masters.” 

Closely associated with the disruption wrought by conscription was the im- 
mense problem of desertion. From the time Vance took office as governor, the 
difficulty of controlling desertion unmercifully plagued him. He first authorized 
the militia to arrest deserters but soon was thwarted by Chief Justice Pearson, 
who issued writs of habeas corpus and ordered the release of those arrested on 
the ground that the state militia had no authority to arrest Confederate soldiers. 
Such action, Pearson argued, was the responsibility of the Confederate govern- 
ment.® In response to Pearson’s ruling, the governor applied to the legislature for 
authority to arrest deserters and asked for a law against harboring them. But the 
state lawmakers denied his request “on much the same grounds as those assigned 
by The Chief Justice, to wit, that it was the business of Congress to provide for 
the execution of its own laws.” Vance then ordered the militia just to “aid the 
Confederate officers as a posse when requested” in the apprehension of deserters. 
“In the meantime,” Vance wrote Jefferson Davis on May 13, 1863, “news of 
Judge Pearson’s decision went abroad in the Army in a very exaggerated and 
ridiculous form, soldiers were induced to believe that it declared the conscript 
law unconstitutional and that they were entitled if they came home to the pro- 
tection of their civil authorities—Desertion . . . broke out again worse than be- 
fore.”? When the Home Guard, composed of men not eligible for the draft, 
supplanted the militia in July and attempted to make arrests, the chief justice 
ruled that the Home Guard also had no authority to apprehend Confederate 
deserters and conscripts. In December 1863 the legislature passed a bill that 
authorized the governor to use the Home Guard to arrest deserters and recusant 
conscripts. Meanwhile Vance’s public proclamations urging deserters to return 
to their regiments had brought some success.® 
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Yet the difficulties of conscription and desertion continued to weigh upon 
Vance. The protest, civil unrest, and armed conflict excited by those problems 
reached a pinnacle in the Quaker Belt of the state’s Piedmont, where such peace 
societies as the Heroes of America defied conscription, concealed deserters, and 
called for a return to the Union. Equally disruptive was the violence that took 
place in the Mountains of North Carolina, where a strong unionist element also 
resisted Confederate authority. At Shelton Laurel in the Mountain county of 
Madison, the clash between Confederate supporters and tories or unionists re- 
sulted in a massacre in which Confederate troops summarily executed a number 
of prisoners suspected of guerrilla activity." 

Like the chaos and resentment created by conscription and desertion, the 
issuance of the Emancipation Proclamation in its final form by the Federal gov- 
ernment in January 1863 did much to instill disillusionment and weaken war 
support among the common people in North Carolina. The proclamation 
alarmed the nonslaveholding citizenry by reinforcing the concept that the war 
was not being fought for independence or states’ rights but for the preservation 
of slavery.!! Abraham Lincoln’s edict for black freedom also created within the 
state—among slaveholders and nonslaveholders alike—a chilling and widespread 
panic that slaves would be incited by news of the proclamation to rise up and 
murder whites.'2 Such fears were enhanced when Federal troops, who had oc- 
cupied eastern North Carolina since March 1862, began enlisting slaves into 
black regiments.'? As a result of the white fear of slave violence, the General 
Assembly in February 1863 passed a special law that gave the governor authority 
to order the immediate convening of special courts of oyer and terminer for the 
swift trials of slaves accused of murdering whites.'* 

The Confederate government’s enactment of a tax in kind led to further public 
disaffection with the war. In April the Congress passed a law designed to over- 
come growing inflation in Confederate and state paper currency. The act pro- 
vided for a graduated income tax and a 10 percent tax in kind on agricultural 
products. The Southern public generally acquiesced in the income tax, which 
was low and ineffectually collected. The tax in kind, however, resulted in con- 
siderable protest, as agents of the Confederate bureaucracy efficiently canvassed 
the states to appraise crops and to collect large quantities of foodstuffs.!° “The 
Confederate Tax in Kind will produce dissatistion if not oppersition from the 
people,” wrote one Caswell County farmer to Vance. “There seems to be no 
escape for us from these sore troubles but to make peace with the North on the 
best terms we can.”!6 Shortages of various kinds—cloth and cotton and wool 
cards, for example—were a part of day-to-day life in the Tar Heel State, although 
an anticipated food shortage failed to occur in 1863. The Impressment Act passed 
by the Confederate Congress in March allowed Confederate officers to impress, 
with compensation to owners, food, forage, livestock, and other private property, 
as well as blacks (slaves and free). Those resources were used for the subsistence 
and assistance of the army.!?7 Many North Carolinians objected to the measure 
as a violation of states’ rights. To ensure that North Carolina retained enough 
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food to feed its poor, the legislature passed a law permitting the state to purchase 
supplies and hold them in reserve “to prevent suffering in the families of soldiers 
and consequent disquiet and desertion in the army.” But an abundant harvest 
and citizens’ hoarding in response to the Impressment Act produced a surplus 
“that the fear of famine kept out of the market.” Consequently, Vance wrote to 
Secretary of War James A. Seddon, “It affords me great pleasure to assure you 
that the crisis in regard to provisions in this state has passed over, and the con- 
viction is now firm in all minds that there is not only enough but to spare. | hope 
to be able to turn over some 250,000 lbs bacon and some corn to the Confed- 
eracy.”!8 The problem of shortages also was partially alleviated by Vance’s de- 
ployment of purchasing agents to England and his skillful management of several 
state-owned blockade-runners, including the famous Advance, to obtain supplies 
for North Carolina’s soldiers and civilians.'? 

Still, the impressment of supplies and of slaves to work on fortifications con- 
tinued to alienate many North Carolinians from the Confederate cause. In ad- 
dition to impressment and certain shortages, speculation, inflation, and illegal 
distilling of corn and grain particularly rankled the poor. Fueling the dissatisfac- 
tion were the heartfelt losses of loved ones on distant battlefields and the raids 
and threat of full-scale attack by the Federal troops occupying eastern North 
Carolina. As statewide disillusionment grew, more and more North Carolinians 
began to favor peace negotiations with the North. Their ever-increasing concern 
ultimately forced Vance to confront the peace issue. 

In fact, the greatest personal quandary that Vance faced in 1863 was deciding 
whether to support the movement within his state to end the war with a nego- 
tiated peace or to continue to back the administration of Jefferson Davis in its 
effort to carry on the conflict until a war-weary North cried “enough” and ac- 
quiesced to an independent Confederate States of America. “The decision filled 
many anxious days,” historian Richard E. Yates has written, “for the popular 
young governor knew well that his political future was at stake.”’° Since the 
beginning of the war, support for secession and the Confederacy had been far 
from unanimous among North Carolina citizens. As the people became increas- 
ingly despondent and disgruntled over battlefield losses, conscription, desertion, 
threat of slave attack, tax in kind, impressment, and other issues, they began to 
agitate publicly for an immediate peaceful conclusion to the fighting. Those who 
sought peace with the Federal government found a spokesman in William W. 
Holden, editor of the Raleigh newspaper the North Carolina Standard. Holden 
began calling for peace negotiations, and organized peace meetings convened in 
many communities. Resolutions adopted at the meetings denounced Confederate 
despotism and advocated peace talks with the Federals. North Carolinians 
staunchly loyal to the Confederate cause (supporters of the Confederate party) 
saw the peace movement as a treasonous effort to reconstruct the old Union and 
demanded that Vance subdue Holden and his followers. Confederate officials in 
Richmond also became alarmed at the unrest stirred up by the editor of the 
Standard.*! Jefferson Davis wrote to the governor on July 24 to inquire whether 
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rumors were true that “Holden is engaged in the treasonable purpose of exciting 
the people of North Carolina to resistance against their government, and co- 
operation with the enemy.””? 

In early August Vance traveled to Richmond to confer with Davis about 
Holden and the peace advocates. Returning to Raleigh, the governor composed 
a letter to be made public that denounced the peace movement but did not 
attack Holden personally.”? Dissuaded from publishing the letter by the promi- 
nent politician William A. Graham, Vance instead called a meeting of Graham 
and other Conservatives (the party to which both Holden and Vance belonged) 
to develop a policy to combat the peace initiatives. Principally on the advice of 
Graham, Vance issued a public proclamation discouraging peace meetings but 
not criticizing Holden.” 

Shortly after the proclamation appeared, Georgia troops passing through Ra- 
leigh broke into the Standard office and scattered Holden’s papers and the ink 
and type from his press. The ransacking soldiers, from the command of General 
Henry Benning, were responding to resolutions adopted in Virginia by Confed- 
erate army officers most of whom were from North Carolina. The resolutions 
called for the suppression of Holden and the peace proponents. On the day 
following the attack on the Standard office, allies of Holden sacked the office and 
destroyed the presses of the State Journal, a Raleigh newspaper that had joined 
the campaign to gag the Standard. The trouble intensified when angered soldiers 
from a passing Alabama brigade announced plans to seize Holden, whose friends 
vowed to protect him. During all three altercations Vance personally managed 
to calm mobs and restore quiet in the capital. 

Holden himself expressed gratitude for the governor’s actions in preventing 
bloodshed and preserving public order. He promised to support Vance as long as 
the state’s chief executive adhered to the true principles of the Conservative 
party. No more local peace conventions convened, but in the November elec- 
tions the peace faction of the Conservative party—again urged on by the Stan- 
dard—won six of the ten seats in the Confederate Congress. Holden renewed his 
attacks on the Confederate government, protesting such violations of personal 
liberty as conscription and impressment. In December he began calling for a state 
convention to initiate peace negotiations directly with the Federal government 
in the hope of bringing an unpopular and devastating war to an end. He vowed 
to oppose Vance in the gubernatorial election of 1864 unless the incumbent 
governor supported the state convention. Vance, however, refused to endorse 
the calling of a state peace convention, and he soon broke off relations with 
Holden.’¢ 

Despite his break with Holden and the peace proponents and his general 
support of the government in Richmond, Vance frequently quarreled with Jef- 
ferson Davis, Secretary of War Seddon, and other Confederate authorities over 
the conscription of state officials, deployment of North Carolina troops, the 
impressment of forage and supplies, and the general intervention of the Confed- 
erate government into state affairs. Although the governor disagreed with Chief 
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Justice Pearson’s interpretations and attempted to have them overturned by the 
full court, he nonetheless defended them as state law and refused to allow Con- 
federate officers to ignore the writs of habeas corpus. That posture brought him 
into considerable conflict with the government in Richmond. Displaying an im- 
petuous and stubborn temperament, Vance also was quick to take offense at 
policies and acts that he felt slighted him or his state. Outraged that North 
Carolina’s soldiers were not receiving the recognition they deserved from the 
War Department and the Virginia press, he angrily told Seddon that “such things 
are hard to bear” but “The troops from N.C. can afford to appeal to history: I 
am confident that they have but little to expect from their associates.””’ 

Nevertheless, by the end of 1863 Vance clearly had confirmed his loyalty to 
the total Confederate war effort. Although at times he may have seemed publicly 
in favor of peace negotiations between the Confederate and Federal govern- 
ments, his motivation for endorsing those talks was merely to quiet the growing 
dissatisfaction within his state over continuing hostilities. Vance was convinced 
that the Lincoln government would never agree to a peace that included Con- 
federate independence and left slavery intact—a condition upon which the Davis 
government uncompromisingly insisted. Therefore, the governor sincerely be- 
lieved that peace meetings between representatives of the governments in Rich- 
mond and Washington had no real chance of success, even if the Lincoln ad- 
ministration would agree to negotiations. But despite that belief, Vance 
maintained that the Davis government should make a propaganda show of trying 
to hold such talks in order to regain the declining support of the populace. “After 
a careful consideration of all the sources of discontent in North Carolina,” he 
wrote Jefferson Davis on December 30, “I have concluded that it will be perhaps 
impossible to remove it except by making some effort at negotiation with the 
enemy... . I am promised by all men who advocate this course that if fair terms 
are rejected it will tend to greatly strengthen and intensify the war feeling and 
will rally all classes to a more cordial support of the government. . . . I have not 
suggested the method of these negotiations or their terms, the effort to obtain 
peace is the principal matter.””® Thus as the year drew to a close, Vance remained 
committed to the Confederacy and its resolve to win its independence. With 
that position firmly in mind, he turned his attention to the coming gubernatorial 
campaign for his reelection in 1864.

EDITORIAL METHOD 


The documents currently known to exist in the papers of Zebulon Baird Vance 
for the year 1863 total approximately 3,606. The largest single repository for 
those materials is the State Archives, North Carolina Division of Archives and 
History, Raleigh. That facility houses three major collections pertaining to 
Vance: the Governors Papers, the Governors Letter Books, and Vance’s private 
papers. The rest of the Vance papers reside in various collections throughout the 
United States. Of the number extant, 406, or about 11 percent of the total, have 
been transcribed and printed in this volume. The rest are listed in a calendar at 
the end of the book. The calendar catalogs the papers chronologically in the 
order in which they are arranged within a collection. Listed first are the Gov- 
ernors Papers, then the Governors Letter Books, followed by Vance’s private 
papers, and lastly all other repositories. 

Perhaps the most difficult task in editing a selective volume of papers of a 
significant historical figure is the problem of determining what to include. Any 
selective process is necessarily subjective. Nevertheless, the editor has established 
and adhered to certain guidelines in deciding which documents to include in 
The Papers of Zebulon Baird Vance. Because volume 2 deals exclusively with the 
year 1863, those letters and other manuscript items that best reveal Governor 
Vance’s actions, thoughts, and ideas during that crucial period of the Civil War 
have been chosen. More specifically, the editor has transcribed materials that 
pertain to the major political, military, and administrative decisions of the state’s 
chief executive. The topics of states’ rights, war disillusionment and peace, con- 
scription, desertion, habeas corpus, and fear of Federal attack predominate. Let- 
ters written by Vance received priority over those written to him. Of the 406 
letters, telegrams, proclamations, and memorandums published herein, 203 are 
from Vance. Virtually all surviving correspondence known to have been created 
by Vance in 1863 has been printed. The few exceptions include routine com- 
missions, appointments, proclamations, and other documents merely requiring 
his signature. 

The editor has made transcriptions for this volume from manuscript sources 
only. None comes from printed matter such as newspapers, published records, or 
other documentaries, although some of the same documents may be found in 
other printed works. For example, Vance’s addresses to the General Assembly, 
which already appear in Legislative Documents published by the state of North 
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Carolina, are not contained herein unless they also exist in manuscript form in 
the original records of the General Assembly. 

Although in deciding which items to publish in volume 2 the editor has 
concentrated on materials that deal with major decisions and problems of a 
governor and state at war, he could not exclude entirely letters from ordinary 
folk—farmers, businessmen, soldiers’ wives, and troops in the field—if the reader 
was to derive an accurate and complete picture of the tumultuous circumstances 
amid which Vance led his state in 1863. Therefore, the editor has transcribed 
and printed a sampling of documents that he considers representative and graphic 
in describing the deprivation, fears, and war support of ordinary North Caroli- 
nians—at home and on the battlefield—who constantly bombarded Vance with 
their complaints and pleas for help. The quantity of such correspondence is so 
large that the incorporation of all of it alone would have required several vol- 
umes. The editor hopes, however, that researchers seeking further sources on the 
home front and war sentiment among the populace will find assistance by con- 
sulting the calendar for such subjects as destitution, poor relief, salt, distilling, 
blockade, tax in kind, disaffection, conscription, desertion, peace, habeas corpus, 
and civil unrest. 

The difficulty of selection also involves some technical decisions. In cases 
where multiple copies of the same document exist, the editor has used the copy 
of earliest origin. For instance, a letter in Vance’s own handwriting would be 
transcribed rather than a clerk’s copy of the same correspondence. Along these 
same lines, an explanation of the Governors Letter Books, located in the State 
Archives, needs to be made. During Vance’s years as governor, clerks penned 
into large books copies of many of the letters that he sent and received. Often, 
those letter book entries are the only known surviving copies of the correspon- 
dence. Soon after the Civil War Federal troops confiscated the letter books, 
which had been moved from Raleigh to Greensboro for safekeeping. Union of- 
ficers shipped the books to the War Department in Washington, D.C. North 
Carolina’s subsequent efforts to recover them proved unsuccessful until 1886, 
when the federal government agreed to provide the state with certified hand- 
written copies of the letter books. Then in 1962 the North Carolina Department 
(later Division) of Archives and History applied for and received the original 
books. In volume 2 of The Papers of Zebulon Baird Vance the transcriptions from 
the letter books are made from the original versions prepared by Vance’s clerks, 
although the federal copies occasionally were used to aid in deciphering difficult 
handwriting. Researchers who compare the letter book entries contained in this 
volume with those in the microfilm publication entitled The Papers of Zebulon 
Vance (Frederick, Md.: University Publications of America, 1987), compiled by 
Gordon McKinney and Richard McMurry, will find that they sometimes differ. 
The microfilm edition was filmed not from the original letter books but from the 
federal copies made in 1886. The differences usually are minor but at times are 
serious, as in instances of misspellings and of words or sentences left out by the 
Washington scribes. 
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Although the Vance papers have been transcribed and printed as exactly as 
feasible, a number of editorial adjustments and devices appear throughout volume 
2 to provided continuity and assist the reader. Margins, indentation, and place- 
ment of elements have been standardized. Misspellings and punctuation have 
been retained except when the misspelling was so flagrant or the punctuation so 
erratic or bizarre as to be unintelligible or misleading. In such cases silent emen- 
dations have been made. Commas, double commas (,,), colons, or semicolons 
clearly intended to end a sentence or indicate an abbreviation have been replaced 
by periods. Small dashes, at the bottom of a line and end of a sentence (_), also 
have been converted to periods. Long dashes (—) are retained whether they 
come within or at the end of a sentence. Flourishes and other extraneous marks 
have been eliminated. [Sic] indicates only factual errors and words that are re- 
peated in error (“the the,” for example). Superscript characters have been 
brought down to the line and followed by a period. Angle brackets (< >) 
enclose letters and words canceled by the writer but still legible. Interlinear 
insertions appear within solidi (/ /), and all editorial insertions have been ital- 
icized and placed in square brackets ([ ]). Inferred readings also are in square 
brackets but in roman type. [Illegible] indicates words that cannot be deciphered, 
and such terms as [faded] and [torn] appear where appropriate. All notes follow 
immediately the document to which they refer. 

Zebulon B. Vance frequently made endorsements on the backs of letters he 
received. In those notations he usually gave instructions to clerks or aides for 
responding to the letter or for filing the correspondence. Because those endorse- 
ments (some brief, others having several sentences) include significant infor- 
mation about Vance and his mind-set, the editor has placed them—with the 
designation [Endorsed|—at the end of the document on which they were written. 
Some letters received have been published herein mainly on the basis of what 
Vance’s endorsement reveals. Endorsements other than those by the governor 
also have been included when they provide information not already given in the 
item. The editor has noted enclosures with the heading [Enclosure] and placed 
them immediately after the correspondence that they accompanied, regardless of 
the date on which the enclosure was written.

Graves has been bound over to appear before Hon. M. E. Manly one of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court of North Carolina, at Hillsboro, on the r5th. inst. 
for examination. | will this day notify Mr. Geo. V. Strong C.S. District Attorney, 
and ask him to cause the attendance of such witnesses as he may deem proper, 
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& would thank you to order the attendance of the soldiers mentioned in the 
letter to the Richmond Enquirer, a copy of which you were good enough to 
enclose me. 

I trust Sir, it is not necessary for me to assure you that the greatest motive 
actuating me in this matter is my earnest desire to see all the forms of law and 
liberty observed, so long as I have the honor to preside over the destinies of a 
people, distinguished as law loving and law abiding, and in nowise to screen the 
guilty. 

Reciprocating in the highest degree, the sentiments of esteem and consider- 
ation proposed in your letter.

The people of Johnston County owe allegiance first to North Carolina secondly 
to the Confederate States, and accordingly, to my Humble judgement protection 
is due from North Carolina to her Citizens even against the injustice of the 
Confederate authorities; but so far from the State protecting Johnston County 
and equalizeing her among her sister Counties, the State itself seems at the 
present time to be almost as injust as the would be Aristocratic and demanding 
Horse leeches of the Confederate Service. Not long since a man, who said he 
had authority from the Commander at Goldsboro, but who could not read his 
own instructions, having never had the blessing extended to him of learning his 
letters came to this his native County with and armed force to press and take 
our wagons & mules from us, his particular friends he passed by lightly, those 
whom he before had old grudge against, he robed of all they had in the way of 
teames, and if they objected he threatened them should they not hush there 
complaints to take <them> and force them into the Confederate Service 
thereby implying it was a bad place; which according to Assy Biggs' is treason. 
Such men appear at our homes with bayonets and demand that we /feed them 
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&/ give them quarters and tell us if we refuse the[y] will press what they demand, 
and in addition to this when every wagon mule &c is gone comes the Governor 
with his bob tail malish demanding half of our able bodied slaves, which the 
Confeds have had for seven weeks, when they released those from Wayne in two, 
to work at a place which a yankee, as mean as they are positively refused to have; 
and then we have the Editor and scribling correspondent declareing that the 
slave owners must feed all the poor, and sustain the Confederative Government 
& Gov Vance: afterwards comes the sheriff in loud tones demanding his taxes, 
and the speculator demanding his profits, and after the whole set is done with 
us, we are left beggars: but this is not the worst; if they can take what we have 
in the way of teames and make us feed them while on such expeditions we fear 
it will not be long before they will demand what we have provided for our families 
& the poor. We would feel safe if we could get to Wake County or others of our 
neighboring Counties, above or further below, as it appears all the mallice is 
against old Johnston, but we will first appeal to you our noble and good Goveror 
to do us justice and protect us in our personal liberties and let us fair eaqualy 
with our sister Counties; should you fail comply, we must as a free people either 
move to Wake or to Orange where I am happy to say, I would feel secure. Should 
we not be granted that boon, having not returned our teames where with to 
move, we must throw ourselves upon the back of the great Humbug and seceed 
from our good old mother North Carolina which we so much love Of course no 
one at this day, will deny our right, Garenteed to us by the noble blood of South 
Carolina Please let me know wether we shall plant any crops this year, or shall 
we all plunge head long into anachy & confusion and the strongest take all and 
let the helpless perish as they deserve for being helpless and Weak.

Sir 

I beg to trouble you in regard to a matter of great importance to the Army— 
The increase of desertion—In most of the midland and lowland counties of this 
state I shall be able to make arrests and prevent serious combinations of them 
by means of the local militia with the occasional assistance of the regiment of 
conscripts at this place. But in the mountains of the West the case is different. 
The enforcement of the Conscript law in East Tennessee has filled the mountains 
with disaffected desperadoes of the worst character, who joining with the de- 
serters from our Army form very formidable bands of outlaws, who hide in the 
fastnesses, waylay the passes, rob, steal, and destroy at pleasure. The evil has 
become so great that travel has almost been suspended through the mountains. 
The Militia has become too feeble to resist them, as that section has turned out 
its proportion for the war with the greatest patriotism & unanimity. I propose to 
organize about two hundred men, put them under the command of experienced 
officers, arm and equip them at State expense, if the President will accept them 
into Confederate Service, and pay them only when actually engaged. 

I hope the Department will acceed to the proposition, the impunity which 
the deserters enjoy and the contagion of their example is operating most ruinously 
upon the efficiency of the Army to say nothing of the injury to property and 
citizens of that section. 

I am now maturing a vigilant system of general police for the whole state for 
the prompt arrest of deserters and conscripts, which my Adjutant General! will 
submit for your approval soon and perhaps ask your assistance. | also intend to 
urge upon our Legislature, soon to re-assemble, the passage of a law disfranchising 
all who illegally avoid their duty in the public defence

Some time since when in Richmond,! I had the honor to mention to the 
President the subject of enforcing the conscription in Counties wholly or in part 
under the control of the enemy.’ In view of the difficulty of the case, I asked his 
consent to raise by volunteering all the troops I could in such of our eastern 
counties. 

To this he consented, and under my authorities some four or five companies 
have been raised and the volunteering is still going on. 

The enrolling officers have however applied to me for instructions, thinking 
it their duty under orders to conscript all they find of the proper age and to 
prevent any more from volunteering. 

Having only a verbal understanding with his Excellency, I thought it best to 
lay the matter before you and have the written consent of the Department, so 
as to avoid any appearance of conflict, and relieve the enrolling officers— 

The policy is so obvious that, I need not dwell upon it. A large proportion 
can & have been obtained where it would be impossible to enforce the law. 
Where it can be vigorously executed of course it is best that it should be done. 

Allow me to hope that it may not be inconvenient for you to give me an 
early reply

Dear Sir 

I deliberately forebore voting in the Governor’s election—because I could not 
satisfy myself how I ought to vote. I foresaw your election. Your being in the 
army was a strong reason for thinking that we felt and thought essentially alike 
on public affairs. My only source of hesitation was in the conduct of some who 
were supporting you. Your Inaugural removed all my fears. It seemed plain that 
your election under the very circumstances which had attended it was the most 
fortunate event for the State. From that time | have ranked myself among your 
supporters. You have a difficult position to fill and the support you are entitled 
to in endeavoring to fill it properly, is not a suspicious cautious and critical one 
but a hearty and generous one. You have to combine two hostile parties into 
energetic and successful resistance to the common enemy—to carry/the State / 
triumphantly and as safely as possible through this great revolution—save her 
from internal truly patricidal war—and leave her with a record of wisdom and 
valor and patriotism which shall be a new and enduring base for a united proud 
and glorious career in the future; Our State has heretofore lacked unity of feeling 
and State pride. These spring mostly from a community of inheritance in great 
names and glorious memories—and that this war and your administration must 
supply her with. The attempt to realize this idea will be itself a title to fame, and 
success will give you a place in history such as no previous Governor of N.Ca. 
has been in a position to think of. Circumstances have made possible to you 
what would have been impossible to another. You can keep alive patriotism and 
crush treason boldly without fear of consequences Boldness will conquer and 
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confirm the attachment of all friends of Southern Independence and if there be 
among your present supporters any who are not so (which | do not assert) they 
dare not desert you for in that event they could only go to the enemy who is 
not/now/strong enough to protect them—desert you they will when that op- 
portunity occurs do as you may. I am in a position which is agreeable to me and 
as | have no favor to ask of you I feel no delicacy in addressing you as I do. I 
wish to aprise you that until I shall see strong proof that your purposes have 
become different from what I now believe them to be you may rely on my dis- 
interested sympathy and co-operation.

Thus the whole arm bearing popoluation may be promptly com- 
manded for the temporary emergency.

On this subject, I wish to defer to your judgment and wishes 
of which I should be pleased to be advised. Before receiving this letter from Genl. 
Lee, I had taken the liberty respectfully to suggest for your consideration a call I 
had made on the Govr. of Va. for the aid of the militia and to request if it met 
your approbation, that a similar call should be made in N C by the State on its 
militia and by the Con. Governmt. on the conscripts—By such means, | hope 
adequate aid may be obtained to repel the threatened invasion of your State

Sir, 

] have to thank you for your long explanatory letter of the 3d. inst. In relation 
to operations in North Carolina, owing to the positions of the enemy, the features 
of the country, and the strength of our army in that State, we can only at present 
expect to act on the defensive. I hope we shall be able to obtain troops for that 
purpose. I have relied much on the troops of that State turning out for its defense, 
and have heretofore found that they have cheerfully and promptly done so, when 
necessity required. If you think any benefit will be derived by sending an officer 
to Raleigh to inspirit or encourage the people, I will detach from this army, Major 
Genl. D. H. Hill, a native of North Carolina, and a most valuable officer, for the 
purpose. By cooperating with the Governor and State authorities, great advan- 
tage might be gained. At this distance, I do not see how offensive operations 
could be undertaken with advantage, as the most we could hope for would be to 
drive the enemy to his gunboats, where he would be safe. The assignment there- 
fore of any of our active force to North Carolina would be to withdraw them 
from the field of operations where, as far as I can yet discover, they may be / 
much/ needed. Genl. Burnside’s! army is increasing rather than diminishing. The 
troops from in front of Washington, and the Upper Potomac, that have not made 
a junction with him have been moved down towards Stafford. Genl. [Henry W.] 
Slocum’s Division is at Accoquan and Dumfries, General [Franz] Sigel’s corps is 
at Stafford C. H., Genl. [Robert H.] Milroy has moved down as far as Martinsburg. 
From the letter of Mr. Jones,? which you sent me, it seems that reinforcements 
from Yorktown and Gloucester are being forwarded to him. I have not however 
yet heard of their arrival. It is very clear that Genl. Burnside will not advance 
towards Richmond unless he is reinforced. If he determines to go into winter 
quarters, I think it probable that a part of his force may be sent South of James 
river, but if he does not, he must be strengthened rather than weakened. Before 
the battle of the 13th. of Dec. I think his force could not have been less than 
one hundred and twenty thousand men. It may have been more. Since then, 
Genls. Sigel’s, Slocum’s and [John W.] Geary’s forces have joined him. Taking 
the lowest number, his force is double that of this army. You can judge then of 
the propriety of weakening it, if it is to keep the field. I have always believed 
that Genl. Foster’s? force has been much overrated. The reports from citizens, 
however intelligent and honest, cannot be relied on. Had Genl. Foster received 
all the reinforcements that have been reported since this army recrossed the 
Potomac, he ought to have the largest /Federal/ army now in the field. I am not 
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certain that he will attempt any expedition, except those of a predatory character. 
I think he will rather be deterred, than encouraged, by the result of his late 
expedition, especially when he considers the probability of reinforcements being 
sent to North Carolina. It is as natural that he should be preparing for defense 
as offense. It is proper, however, that we should be prepared, and we ought to 
concentrate there as large a force as possible; and to be successful in our opera- 
tions our officers must be bold and energetic. Information should be obtained by 
our own scouts, men accustomed to see things as they are, and not liable to 
excitement or exaggeration.

I have on hand Provisions that cost about $3,000.00 

Debts due from County Agents $20,000 & Salt enough on hand to pay all 
the debts against me. I am now making 300 bushels per day—with pans enough 
up to reach 350 Bus per day—At present and for the past week the Military 
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Authorities have had my Steam Boat that supplies the Riverside Works with 
Water—it is a drawback of 80 bushels per day. I hope they will soon return the 
Boat, but have no assurance of that. I am selling the Salt now at $5, per bushel, 
and if allowed to go on without interruption believe that in four months I can 
pay back all the money drawn from the Treasury. 

At a meeting held on the coast—at your request—by the Salt makers—it was 
decided that it costs $8, pr bushel to make Salt. I have no advantage over them 
except the labor of conscripts—which cannot amount to 50 on the bushel. 

For some time it has been impossible to ship Salt on either the Wiln. & 
Weldon or Wiln. & Manchester Roads, and I have sent none than the proper 
proportion of Salt to Counties that could be reached by the Cape Fear River and 
the Wiln. Charlotte & Rutherford R. Road. 

I will make up to the other counties as soon as it can be shipped. I deemed it 
unwise to keep Salt here while threatened by the enemy. | have and shall still 
make every exertion to make all the Salt I can—it is now abundant in this Market 
and selling from 8 to $10, pr bushel. 

Several of the Counties on and near the Wiln. & Weldon R. Road are suf- 
fering for Salt and cannot get it for the want of transportation. If you could send 
a train for that purpose it would be a very great relief to the people

You are 
aware, I suppose that he does not desire them. 

Permit me to ask your concurrence in a plan we desire to adopt here for the 
arrest of deserters and recreant conscripts. It is to ask you to send home some 
one of our weakest regiments with yet a complement of efficient officers, to be 
stationed at some central point, where it could cooperate with and take charge 
of our Militia Patrols. We need an addition to a few regular troops, especially 
efficient officers to take charge of the various detachments. In this way the reg- 
iments could soon fill up its own ranks with conscripts and if necessary return to 
duty and another one sent.! 

Should this be practicable and meet your approbation | would respectfully 
suggest the sending of the 16th.

In accordance with the terms of an agency conferred upon me for & in behalf 
of the State of N.C. the nature of which may be seen from a copy of the papers 
on file in the Executive department at Raleigh, I left Charleston S.C. on the 
26th. of Oct 1861 under authority from the Secretary of the Navy in the Con- 
federate States Steamer “Nashville” & arrived in England on the 21st. of Novem- 


ber. 
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No arms were then to be had, but I gave an order to a Manufacturer, who 
delivered to me on two separate occasions 1760 long Enfield Rifles, with bayo- 
nets, nipple keys, moulds etc: etc: for which, including freight to Nassau & in- 
surance I paid out the sum of £6500. sterling placed in my hands by the State 
authorities £6285.11.6 which left a ballance of £211.2.6 in my hands after paying 
£3.6.0 to the Bank the English tax on the foreign bills of exchange, which sum 
of £211.2.6 I retained in part payment of the last half of the sum of £500. agreed 
to be paid to me for my services & one half of which, to wit; $1250 had been 
paid to me before leaving Raleigh, which leaves due to me from the State, 
£38.17.6. But this is not the object of my letter. 

I shipped the arms from London nearly twelve months ago, viz on the 3oth. 
of Jany 1862, on board the Steamship “Southwick” bound for Nassau New Prov- 
idence, where they were consigned to Henry Adderly & Co, from whom I have 
a letter informing me of their safe arrival there, & that they were reshipped for 
the Confederacy & I presume for Charleston (tho they do not say so) in the 
vessels & at the times following, that is to say,

They do not state whether they reached the Confederacy nor have | ever recd. 
from Gov Clark! or yourself any acknowledgment of their receipt, tho’ | hope & 
believe that they have reached their destination, as I have never seen mentioned 
the capture of any of the vessels above mentioned. I should feel better satisfied 
however to be aprised by Your Excellency. 

I was not able to carry out that portion of the contract providing for the 
purchase of arms & munitions to the extent of $200,000 on credit, & to be paid 
for on delivery in a Confederate port. The fact that the State refused to take any 
part of the risk of running the Blockade, but threw the whole of it upon the 
sellers of the articles, while the Confederacy was taking the whole risk, defeated 
this matter. Had the State sent out a few hundred thousand dollars of her six pr. 
ct. bonds having 30 yrs to run I might have bought the articles by depositing 
them as collateral security or sold them at about 35 pr.ct discount. I could do 
the same now. N.C. bonds can be so used when Confederate bonds wd. not be 
available. The first will be taken, but not the last, until our independence is 
acknowledged. I mention these facts that you may know how to proceed if the 
State sd. now or at any future time desire to buy in Europe either arms, munitions, 
Blankets, hat, shoes uniforms or the like & I avail my self of the opportunity of 
writing to tender my services to the State if she should need any arrangements 
to be made—any such stocks sold any such purchases made. A letter will always 
reach me addressed to the care of “John Wilson Esq 93 Great Russell Street Blooms- 
bury London’. 

The intelligence of the defeat & flight of Burnside” has been recd. here with 
every demonstration of pleasure; & the backbone of the Northern war party is 
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considered as broken. Lincoln’s proclamation declaring the negroes free where 
his edict will be about to use his own language, as effective as a “Papal bull 
against a comet” & retaining men in slavery where he has power to give them 
liberty is regarded as on a par with the rest of his <illegible> acts & has excited 
the most general & profound detestation. But there will not yet be a recognition 
of the South. England is the stumbling block in our way. The English people, | 
believe sympathize with us, that is to say all but the Exeter Hall Party,’ but the 
government is too well pleased to see both North & South exhausted to stop 
the strife. Besides the longer it lasts the greater will be the development of the 
cotton production of India & the rest of the world, which England delights to 
witness, as it tends to make her independent of the Confederacy. The people of 
the South will I trust be no longer deceived by such false hopes—will realize that 
they have no friends among the crown heads of Europe—that they must rely 
upon themselves for deliverance from the hated thraldom of the Yankee Union 
Similar success to that of Fredericksburg will do more to bring about the solution 
of our difficulties than all the powers of the Earth. None of the governments of 
Europe have ever prosposed to mediate because they cared any thing for either 
North or South, but simply because of the distress among their cotton operatives, 
which /Excited/ their serious alarm. This is what has stimulated the Emperor 
Napoleon for starvation and revolution are synonymous terms in France. But 
that he may not be urged faster than he desires in his scheme of American 
mediation lest it may embroil him with the U.S. & affect his role in Mexico he 
has just demanded of his Chamber of Deputies a large grant of funds to relieve 
the distress prevailing in the cotton manufacturing districts, & he & all the 
leading men of the Country are heading lists for voluntary subscriptions, by which 
enormous sum will no doubt be raised, where the accumulations of wealth are 
so vast as in this country. I regret to say therefore that I see no prospect of any 
efforts being made in Europe to bring the war to a close for an indeffinite period 
in the future.

I have an opportunity to write you by a vessel to leave to morrow— 

After all sorts of detentions and difficulties I at last have succeeded in reaching 
this place and shall proceed as soon as possible to the place of destination— 
There I expect to join Mr. S.! 

There are some articles of importance here which I might send by an early 
opportunity if I can dispose of some of the scrip—which I have a fair prospect 
of doing—Should I dispose of it—I shall take the responsibility of doing so as 
the prices will be cheaper when put to you at a Confederate port than if sent by 
the terms of the contract—I am assured by the most substantial news that I shall 
find a good market for the script—tho it may be necessary to go beyond the point 
named—I am satisfied that the plan started on, is not practicable—The blockade 
is now so successfully run by certain owners—with steamers—as to make it unwise 
to adopt any other mode—These owners and their agent here have in the most 
cordial terms assured me—that freight destined for the use of the state shall 
always have preference of private freight and at half price—say at present 15 
pounds sterling per ton. A calculation on this basis will discover that the cost 
taking into consideration the insurance of said vessels will be less than by that 
mode—The regular & numerous steamers from Europe direct to this place and 
the facility afforded Gout freight—or state, renders it easy to put goods here & 
at reasonable prices—and when here—the same facilities daily increasing—if we 
hold Wn. & Ch—will put them in port at home— 

So if Mr S. has not satisfactory evidence of his ability to execute the contract 
in terms—lI shall in the discretion allowed me urge a change so as to put the 
goods in separate parcels here and from here by several steamers—in limited 
quantity on each to confederate ports. There is no news here-except the strand- 
ing of a Yankee transport near here with a loss of a large number of horses. 

I shall probably be obliged to go to Europe to sell the scrip—tI shall at once 
advise you of my success—and as soon as I can be more useful in the state I beg 
you will advise me that I may hasten my return We have just learned today of 
the advance on Wilmington and we feel the deepest anxiety. I shall write you 
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by another opportunity in a day or two by which time I expect to be able to 
leave here.

The officers controlling them are pressing corn and forage at prices 
less by one half than the current rates in that country. As that country was almost 
ruined by drouth last season, there will be the greatest difficulty in feeding the 
wives and children of the absent Soldiers. 

I respectfully submit sir, that these horses ought not to be quartered in Sec- 
tions, where they will cause distress. | am now purchasing corn at State expense 
in the East for the relief of that country. | would suggest that horses to recruit 
be sent to that region where there is a great abundance likely to fall into the 
hands of the enemy, to forage under the protection of our troops. Earnestly 
hoping that you will see proper to order the removal of these horses, | remain

Yours accompanying the orders &c received this morning.'! My proclamation? 
will appear in the morning papers, and every thing that I can, shall be done. 

I recd. information this morning from Wilmington that Genl. Whiting’ had 
Seized all the teams, hands and boats belonging to the State Salt Agent and 
completely stopped the works. This is a great calamity to our people, to stop the 
making of 350 bushels of Salt per day right in the midst of pork packing season. 

I can scarcely conceive of any such emergency as would justify it. A little 
trouble on the part of Genl. Whiting’s Quarter Master would have enabled him 
to press teams in the adjacent counties, and a requisition upon me for labor would 
have furnished as much as he wanted, as was done with Col. Sterns. 

Let me ask you to have these hands and teams restored to the Agent, unless 
it be impossible to supply their places in time. It is almost as important to the 
State, as the safety of the city, as our people cannot live without the Salt.

A cavalry company will be ordered 
to report to you, and I have authorised Gen. French’ to send a force to Wilkes 
County & that section—* A man has been caught attempting to get there with 
his arms, ammunition &c. last Wednesday I think. He has been tried, convicted 
and will be executed today.

I had the honor to complain to his Excellency the President, and your im- 
mediate predecessor Mr. Randolph,' in regard to the manner of enforcing the 
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Conscript Act in this State, & of disposing of the men in regiments, during the 
month of October last.2 I am compelled again, greatly to my regret, to complain 
of the appointment of Col. August? as Commandant of Conscripts for North 
Carolina, who has recently assumed command here. 

Merely alluding to the obvious impropriety and bad policy, of wounding the 
sensibilities of our people by the appointment of a citizen of another State to 
execute a law, both harsh & odious, I wish to say Sir, in all candor that it smacks 
of discourtesy to our people to say the least of it. Having furnished as many (if

| was assured by the President, far ahead of all others in the number raised under 
the Conscript law—the people of this State have justly felt mortified in seeing 
these troops commanded by citizens of other States to the exclusion of the claims 
of their own. This feeling is increased & heightened into a very general indig- 
nation when it is thus officially announced that North Carolina has no man in 
her borders fit to command her own Conscripts, though scores of her noblest 
sons & best officers are now at home with mutilated limbs and shattered consti- 
tutions 

Without the slightest prejudice against either Col. August or the State from 
which he comes, I protest against his appointment as both unjust & impolitic. 
Having submitted in silence to the many, very many acts of the Administration, 
heretofore, so calculated to wound that pride, which North Carolina is so par- 
donable for entertaining, it is my duty to inform you that if persisted in, the 
appointment of strangers to all the positions in this State and over her troops, 
will cause a feeling throughout her whole borders, which it is my great desire to 
avoid. 

Trusting Sir, that you can appreciate the feelings of our people, and will 
pardon the frankness with which I have spoken, I have the honor to remain—

Proclamation by ZBV A&H:GLB 


A Proclamation 


Whereas, it has been made known to me that a large number of soldiers from 
our Armies are absent from their colors without proper leave in this /the/ hour 
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of our greatest need, and it being confidently believed that a large majority of 
such, were impelled to this by a natural and almost irresistable desire to see their 
friends & homes once more after so long an absence, and not because of a 
cowardly determination to leave their brave comrades to share all the dangers 
and hardships of the field alone. And whereas, Maj Genl. G. W. Smith in com- 
mand of the Department of North Carolina, by consent of the Secretary of War, 
has published an order declaring that all who may voluntarily return to duty by 
the roth. day of February next, shall be received into their several commands 
with no other punishment than a forfeiture of their pay for the time they have 
been absent without leave: and declaring further that all who do not so return 
by the said roth. day of February, shall, when apprehended, be tried for desertion, 
and upon conviction be made to suffer death: 

Now therefore, I, Zebulon B. Vance Governor of the State of North Carolina, 
do issue this my proclamation to all soldiers from this State, serving in the Army 
of the Confederacy, who are now illegally absent from their colors, commending 
them to return to duty with their comrades, and exhorting them to avail them- 
selves of this opportunity of saving their friends from the disgrace and infamy 
which will cling forever to the name of a deserter from his country’s cause and 
themselves from a felons death. Many after carrying their country’s flag in tri- 
umph through various bloody conflicts and making themselves a name, of which 
their childrens, children might have been justly proud, have forfeited it all by 
absenting themselves at a moment when their own State is invaded, and about 
to be desolated by a brutal, half savage foe—Now is the time to reinstate them- 
selves, by a prompt return to duty. I appeal to them to stand by their country yet 
a little longer, and not to sully by desertion the bright and glorious reputation 
of the State, which they have helped to win on a hundred hard fought fields: 
And I appeal to all good and loyal citizens throughout the State to give their 
influence to induce these men to return—Let no one unmoved by this appeal to 
his patriotism and honor, suppose that he can remain at home with impunity; 
the full powers of the State authorities, aided if need be by the Confederacy, 
shall be put in force to arrest him and bring him to punishment after the roth. 
day of February next,! and there shall be no rest for the deserter in the borders 
of North Carolina. And let none excuse their desertion by declaring that they 
go home to take care of their families, they will add nothing to the comforts of 
their families by hiding like guilty men in the wood by day and by plundering 
their neighbors by night, they only bring shame and suffering upon the heads of 
the innocent, and their little children, when grey headed old men, will have the 
finger of scorn pointed at them, and the bitter taunt will ring in their ears, “Your 
father skulked in the woods, to keep from fighting for his country. 

The State is now trying to provide food for your families, and each county is 
making a similar provision, and as your Chief Magistrate, | promise you that the 
wife & child of the soldiers who are in the Army doing his duty, shall share the 
last bushel of meal & pound of meat in the State. 
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Let ever patriot in the land assist with all his influence in the execution of 
this proclamation, and our victorious ranks will again be filled, and our country 
soon be rid of the enemy 

In witness thereof Zebulon B. Vance, our governor, Captain General and 
Commander-in-chief hath signed these presents and caused the Great Seal of the 
State to be affixed.

Dear Brother: 

Your letter afforded much pleasure, and bro’t vividly to mind times that are 
past & gone never to return. In all the ups and downs that have befallen us in 
this life, I have never forgotten our boyhood. The Old farm & orchard, the 
roaring French Broad, the rocky mountains, the fishing frolics and mad swimming 
spells in the river—these all occur to my mind often, and I think how changed 
things are now. “When I was a child, I tho’t as a child & spake as a child, but 
now that I am a man, | have put away childish things.” Previous to getting your 
letter | had written you touching the Brigadiers place, stating that 39th. N.C. 
was with me.! Since then I have also asked for the 60th. N.C. approved by Maj 
Gen McCown’ & I judge by Gen Cheatam,’ comdg our corps at present. I am 
obliged to you for getting the Legislature to interfere, altho the petition may not 
carry the point. A letter from you to Genl Bragg* would have weight. If it did 
not get my Brigadier commission, it would at least (1 think) keep me in command 
of the Brigade. We have no news of importance. There was pretty warm firing 
this morning on Murfreesboro pike, but what caused it we cannot tell. Morgan, 
Wheeler, Forrest & Wharton’ are on the alert & it will be hard to trap them. 
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The Yankees will find it difficult to advance now, as the roads are awful. This 
shows the wisdom and sagacity of Gen Braggs movements. It would seem as if 
our falling back was unfortunate, but I think it was wise. The enemy to Mur- 
freesboro had fine pikes from all directions & was closer to his base. Here he will 
soon strike dirt roads & the worst in the world, besides the country is eat up. 
Well we are of necessity now a defensive army, and when the enemy advances 
he will have to bring his supplies 55 miles, which is a heavy job & gives our 
cavalry a chance to give them “fits.” So mote it be. Gen Bragg’s Head qrs /are/ 
at Tullahonia Tenn. I am very pleasantly situated now—have a nice tent, stove, 
bedstead, table &c. and a fine Adjutant General. John Davidson® is near by & 
is as cheerful as ever. Harvey’ is at Murfreesboro sick & wounded. I will write 
again soon. Judge Davidson’ says never to mind that “waning”; that all will be 
right. Go ahead as you have began & my word for it all will be right. Tell sister 
Hattie? to write if you are busy.

Yours by Lieut. Commanding Poindexter C.S.N. has been recd. in regard to 
iron for the completion of the gun boats on the Roanoke. 

The question is an interesting one to me indeed. | have offered the whole of 
the iron of the Atlantic and N.C. Road within our lines below Kinston, some 
fifteen miles, but this you say cannot be got for want of transportation 
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The small amt. at [blank] Station, not enough for your purposes, is held by 
Col Whitford the Prest. for the repairs of his own and our other roads who have 
no reserved iron: and our roads as you are aware are fast wearing down under the 
great amount of running they are compelled to do. Such being the case, you may 
percieve my embarrassment—I am of course exceedingly anxious for the com- 
pletion of the boats And the railroad men say to give up this Iron would soon 
render it impossible for them to repair and in case of such an accident (by no 
means unusual) as the burning of a bridge they would be powerless to rebuild. I 
have referred Lt. P. to Col Whitford again instructing him to give up the iron if 
in his opinion it can be safely done, otherwise to retain it. 

I know what else to do for the best. 

I am still confident in the opinion that on a proper application to Gen Smith, 
the iron below Kinston could be sucured and if so the whole difficulty would be 
solved

Sir: 

I desire to call your attention to a matter of much concern to the public 
interest. 

In order to enable the armies at Fredericksburg, Richmond and other points 
having R. Road communication with this section to obtain the necessary supplies 
of Corn &c, all the horses, mules &c of this Dept. have been sent to a consid- 
erable distance—to be foraged until Spring—from the line of this R. Road (Va 
& Tenn Road). In thus distributing these animals—after over-stocking almost 
every part of Virginia—it became a matter of necessity to send some of them to 
portions of North Carolina, where both grain and long forage were abundant. 
But unfortunately there is a great indisposition on the part of the people there, 
to sell their produce for Confederate money, at any price, and | desire to ask 
relief at your hands, in the form of authority of some kind, for impressment. This 
authority you can limit with such restrictions as will make it entirely certain that 
no injustice will be done to your people. If some step of this sort is not taken 
promptly, and we should be compelled in this portion of S.W.Va. to bring the 
horses in the service of the Govt. back to this section, and thus consume the 
forage which is essential to the wants of our armies elsewhere, it is manifest that 
the most serious detriment to the public service, must occur. 

Knowing your disinterested patriotism not only from your public character, 
but also from a personal acquaintance, which I had the pleasure of having, while 
we were both members of the old Federal Congress, and your full and entire 
devotion to our cause, which is not the cause of a State but of the whole South, 
I have taken the liberty of addressing you upon this subject. 

I shall forward this to you, after having referred it for the consideration of the 
General Commanding this Military Dept.

Your communication of the 28th. ulto.' asking for authority from me to im- 
press Corn & forage for the use of a number of Calvary horses belonging to your 
command has been received. 

I am sorry that I cannot consistently with the duty | owe my own people, 
comply with your request—The horses are unfortunately in the midst of a section 
which was almost ruined by drouth last summer which concurring with the di- 
minished amount of labor in that region has produced such a scarcity of Corn as 
to render the certainty of suffering imminent among the women and children 
unless relief be afforded them. With this view I have been authorized by the 
Legislature and am now actually engaged in removing Corn from the Eastern 
counties up the line of our central road to prevent starvation there. So far there- 
fore from granting authority to anyone to impress corn there, | had some days 
before the receipt of your letter addressed the Secy of War asking for the horses 
to be removed as a matter of humanity. I at the same time suggested that they 
be ordered into Eastern North Carolina, where corn is not only abundant but 
liable to be destroyed by the enemy and it is our object to consume as much of 
it as possible. 

You do me no more than justice in your estimate of my desire to serve the 
cause in any possible way, which good opinion I hope will be in no wise changed 
when informed of my great anxiety to protect the wives & children of our soldiers 
from sufferings for want of bread. 

Allow me to say that I am sure you are not aware of the conduct of the men 
in charge of these horses. I am informed by citizens that they are under no sort 
of controls. They feed their horses on the ground—wasting more than half in 
the mud, at night they ride them all over the country, frequently breaking open 
granaries, drinking & insulting citizens and making themselves a terror to the 
whole population. I trust you will enquire into these reports, and have the evil 
corrected if true. 

Assuring you of my gratification in hearing directly from you after having read 
so much of your gallant exploits in N. Western Virginia, and hoping that some 
day we may be able under happier auspices to renew old associations

I was loath to believe so, and from the first was 
of the opinion that the raid? was only for plunder and that the whole matter was 
probably exaggerated. I hope now that quiet and order are restored in that region, 
and have to return you my thanks for the very prompt and energetic aid offered 
by your comand in producing this state of things. 

I was fearful in the great excitement prevailing among our people, that the 
misguided people of Laurel might be dealt too harshly with, and warned the 
officers to be cool & just. I was therefore sorry to learn this morning, that Col 
Allen? had hanged several of the captured prisoners. I hope this is not true, as it 
would be much better to have them dealt with by the law. 

In regard to removing them into Kentucky, | approve of the plan, provided 
they desire to go. I would not wish however to excite the women & children or 
old men, if they desire to remain. As the law ought to be strong enough to keep 
them in subjection. 

I hope Col. McElroy‘ will take proper steps to prevent the escape of his pris- 
oners—

Sir: 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 3oth. ult.,’ 
accompanied by a copy of Resolutions passed by the legislature of your State, in 
reference to the procurement of machinery and wire for the manufacture of cot- 
ton and wool cards; and in reply, beg leave to state that, in December last, 
pursuant to an act just previously passed by the General Assembly of this State, 
I purchased, on behalf of the State, a half interest in what was known as the 
“Pioneer Card Manufacturing Co.” then located at Cartersville, Ga., at the price 
of $60,000. At the time of the purchase, the property of the Company consisted 
of one machine for setting the teeth of cotton cards, and one for card clothing 
for factories—a lot of wire said to be enough to make some 12,000 pairs of cards; 
all of which, I believe, had been brought in from the United States, at consid- 
erable expense to the enterprising parties /who/ imported and transferred them 
to the persons of whom the State purchased. They also had a steam engine, and 
a small stock of leather and other materials necessary in the business of the 
Company. 

The great object the State had in view in purchasing an interest in the Com- 
pany, was to get the imported machine to duplicate it, and by putting more 
machines in operation, to be able, after a time, to manufacture cards enough to 
supply, in a great measure, the wants of the people of our State, for that indis- 
pensable implement of domestic manufacture of cloth. 
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The machinery and stock of the Company have been removed to this city; 
and the manufacturing is now carried on in the State Armory buildings, which 
are located inside the Penitentiary walls. We have commenced to make ten new 
machines in the State Armory Shops; but none of them are yet in successful 
operation. The old machine when in operation, turns out about 24 pairs of cotton 
cards per day, which we sell at $6. per pair, for leather or skins suitable for making 
others—giving a preference in making sales, to widows of deceased soldiers and 
wives of soldiers now in service. We cannot yet approximate a supply even to 
those classes of our people. The original stock of wire has not yet been exhausted; 
but our Master Armorer, (who is also Superintendent of the card manufactory,) 
says he can draw suitable wire in the Armory. 

The State being only half owner of the card manufactory, and as all the ma- 
chines we can make for a considerable time to come, will be required to manu- 
facture enough cards to supply the wants of our own citizens to sell any of the 
machines would be considered unfair to the other part owners, and to our own 
people who have so much need of cards; yet I cannot permit the State to be even 
a partner in selfishness, and refuse to a sister State the privilege of inspecting, 
taking the dimensions and making drawings of one of our machines, that she 
might have others made; and though to grant this privilege may be viewed by 
the individual part owners, as derogatory to their interests, yet, if your State will 
send a competent mechanist here to inspect, take the dimensions and make 
drawings of our machines, he shall have every facility afforded him to accomplish 
that object. In this way I presume your State could have machines made in some 
machine shop within her own limits, or elsewhere in the Confederacy. 

The machines are small, but quite complicated. A good machinist will, how- 
ever, find no difficulty in making them. They require but little power to run 
them. 

I regret that I do not have it in my power to do more for your noble State in 
this regard. I shall at all times, however, be glad to give you any information in 
my power, and to render you any assistance which my obligations to the other 
partners in the Company, will allow.

Yours of the 3oth ulto.! asking what appointment have been made by the 
War Dept. which pertained to the Executive of this State and what regiments 
this power extended to and upon what grounds this claim of the Executive rested, 
has been received. 

I have the honor to enclose herewith a list of the regiments which the Gov- 
ernor of this State claims to exercise the right of appointing officers in. This 
claim rests on the ground that these regiments were organized originally for the 
period of the War under a state law and the governor was required by that law 
to commission the officers and to fill vacancies therein. The remaining regiments 
from this State in Confederate service known as “Conscript regiments” were 
originally twelve months men and the appointment of these officers is given to 
the President by an act of the 16th. April 62 and is conceded by the State 
authorities. 

Permit me to remark that whilst there is no particular importance attached 
to the matter, yet the foregoing distinction has been so far observed by my pred- 
ecessors and the War Dept. and a departure from it now could only create dis- 
satisfaction and confusion. 

The enclosed extract of a letter from Col. Avery’ 6th. N.C.T. will give you a 
particular case, to which among others my former letter referred. The case of Lt. 
Col. Moore was not complained of, as I had thro’ a misapprehension recom- 
mended him myself. 

Allow me to disclaim, Sir, most emphatically, an intention to charge you with 
a disposition to “trench upon my prerogrative”. I have seen no evidence of such 
intention in any part of the official intercourse I have had the honor to hold 
with you. My former letter was based upon the supposition that you were unac- 
quainted with the status of the troops from this state in the matter of commis- 
sioning officers &c

A Mr John Wilson a citizen of Bertie Co. writes that all communication 
between his county and the contiguous counties beyond the Chowan River has 
been forbidden by your order and that in consequence large supplies of pork, lard 
&c are prevented from coming into our lines. He also states that Capt. Newhart 
of the Cavalry, intrusted with the execution of your orders in that region, has 
seized some twelve or fifteen thousand pounds of meat, brought across the river 
by loyal citizens and confiscated to the use of the troops as lawful prize. If all this 
be not according to your orders permit me to request you to look into the matter 
and to see that no wrong is done to loyal citizens; and if done by your order, | 
hope you will pardon me for suggesting that no prohibition should be laid on 
the trade with loyal people across the river & Especially upon the getting out of 
all manner of provisions and Army supplies. 

Supposing that the scope of your orders must be misapprehended and that you 
intended very properly only the suppression of illegal traffick with the enemy, | 
am content merely to call your attention to the matter

Some six or eight weeks since | invited your attention to the importance of 
the Rail Road connection to be made by the Confederate Govt. under act of 
Congress between Danville Va and Greensboro N.C. and invoked your aid to 
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command the slave labor requisit for its early completion. You then declined any 
impressment in this request under the conviction that with adequate energy on 
the part of the contractors a sufficient number of slaves might readily be obtained 
at not unreasonable rates. Will you excuse my again asking your attention to this 
subject and soliciting a reconsideration of your decision. I am assured that every 
effort has been made and that rates exceeding in liberality current prices for hire 
have been freely offered without success in obtaining the required labor. Some 
impression has prevailed that Slaves employed in this locality had peculiar fa- 
cilities of escaping and hence the unwillingness of their owners in Eastern Coun- 
ties to hire them to the Contractors. Besides there is a general disinclination to 
hire servants to be employed on works of this character where large numbers are 
assembled. Serious delay must therefore occur unless the authority of your State 
can be exercised to provide an adequate number of slave laborers for the work. 
In consequence it is respectfully submitted to you to determine whether the 
importance of this work, does not justify, if it does not require such exercise of 
your authority. Full hire shall be paid and every care possible shall be taken to 
provide for the comfort and safety of the slaves. 

In connection with the same subject allow me to ask your attention to a 
petition which, I understand has been presented to your Legislature seeking such 
change in the charter of incorporation for the connecting road as will allow 
conformity of guage throughout & prevent the necessity of break at Danville. 

The importance of this in view of the usefulness of the road for military 
operations needs no comment, but in reference to the future advantage of the 
road to your State interest, I may be permitted to suggest that a break at Danville 
could only operate injuriously as, it would tend to make that place more decidedly 
a depot and a place of transfer. All considerations seem to recommend the pro- 
posed change of charter and it would be gratifying to this Department if you 
could concur in this view and lend your potent influence to induce the amend- 
ment.

Dear Sir, 
I see in your message a recommendation of a means of <abs> settling the 
very difficult question of suspected characters,! which certainly vexes us <very> 
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much without our being able really to effect any/thing satisfactory/. When they 
are sent to me, I generally feel inspired to discharge them, <without> but such 
course is hardly fair to the outposts, whose safety is frequently endangered by a 
man, against whom nothing positive can be proven. Ours and others are often 
cut off by means of information thus conveyed, though often time, I admit, by 
their own negligence 

The Legislature is too jealous of power after the present emergency. I sym- 
pathise with their jealousy of the Confederate government, because, that 
<power> /government/ is distant, and overwhelmed with business, so that power 
entrusted to it must be executed through agents, who are often times, wanting 
in direction but I do not see the same reason for jealousy of the State authorities. 
Bad times are coming here, for the Yankees seem to have selected this State and 
Louisiana for the practical experiment of arming the negroes in the midst of the 
white population. From all appearances the “[blag flag]”? is imm[’anent]. 

Unless there be constitutional impediment in the way, I would take the liberty 
of suggesting, that the Legislature authorize you <to> not only to suspend the 
Habeas Corpus as to all persons suspected of siding the enemy, but of declaring 
Martial Law <in> to such offences, in the invaded portion of the State. Let 
them stack on as many people as they think necessary to watch you, in the shape 
of a “Commission” or “Council,” only give the power to somebody. It may seldom 
be necessary to punish people, but it is very frequently necessary to keep them 
for a while, where they can do no harm to our outposts, for nothing demoralises 
the outposts men, than to have a man sent back among them, whom they believe, 
but can not exactly prove, to be friendly to the enemy. Now that the /Yankees/ 
have openly declared the reign of terror, | fear more of our people, will succumb 
to fear and be as dangerous to us, as though they were regular traitors. 

In view of <the> this enforcement of Lincoln’s proclamation, among the 
negroes, | think that the Legislature should take some step calculated to en- 
courage our people and add to the confusion of the enemy, and [increase] the 
dissatisfaction, which we know to exist, by adding thereto the powerful notion 
of /the/ fear of consequences. The Legislature do not seem to understand the 
cause of dissatisfaction against them in the army. It is not, that we object to this 
or that, particular measure, for we are not in a position to judge of the advantage 
or disadvantage of such measure, but it is because they give us no word of en- 
couragement, nor manifest any of that enthusiastic detestation (or hatred) of the 
enemy <,> for his outrages, which animate us, who witness them. I trust sin- 
cerely that they will not adjourn without having a full and free expression of 
opinion, upon the one subject, upon which we should all agree, viz the conduct 
of the Yankees i in our State. Surely the letter from Elizabeth City, published in 
the Standard, ought to make their blood boil.’ Should the President turn over 
the officers captured, to the State, the interesting question arises how they are 
to be disposed off.* They are “alien enemies,” and as such it is doubtful whether 
they could be tried by a Civil Court; at all writs according to the form of the 
<Civil> /Common/ law, it is very doubtful whether they could be convicted. 
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But they are subject to Martial (not military) Law, and can be tried by a “Military 
Commission.” I think the Legislature should authorize you, /as/ Commander in 
Chief, to organize such a court and have them tried and executed. Even if it were 
never done, the authority to do it, would cause the boldest of them to <hesita> 
waver, at the prospect of capture and ignominious death. The fanatics will be 
much bolder by <dispotion> disposition, but the vast majority of their officers 
are not fanatics on the subject of arming the negroes, and all who are not so, 
will be made cowards. 

With <the> best wishes for the success of our joint efforts to drive united

I have your letter of yesterday,! I am sorry for you if you are annoyed as much 
as | have been by such letters as Mr Wilsons to you. My orders are not to let 
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persons known to be disloyal, and persons who are entire strangers in the com- 
munity pass the Chowan—but all persons of good character and standing for 
adherence to our cause, can cross— 

As regards produce—beef-pork & Salt and other necessary articles to the 
country and for their own use, my orders are that loyal citizens be encouraged to 
bring them over or to go for them, and that they be given aid, support and escorts 
for protection—in short assistance in any way—But I have said men must not 
be permitted to carry over, wherewith to purchase these things, any Cotton, 
Tobacco or other produce that is contraband. 

The pickets there once captured or claimed to have captured some pork which 
was sunk? by the owners and which they said would have fallen into the hands 
of the enemy but for them. I have instructed them this was wrong, even had 
they taken it from the hands of the enemy, because it does not belong to them, 
but to the Government. On this capture I presume Mr W’s letter is founded. 

It was ordered to be returned to the owners—My orders give every aid and 
assistance to all good people in their legitimate pursuit without let or hinderance; 
and in some instances when trading with disloyal citizens on the other side; 
countenancing illegal traffic in order to get things absolutely necessary. 

Of course I cannot prescribe to Capt Newhead’ what he shall do in every 
instance and have told him to use common sense and sound discretion

I have the honor to acknowledge the receiption of your letter of the 4th. inst.’ 

invoking the aid of the authorities of the State to procure labor for the comple- 
tion of the Danville rail-road, & also asking my influence with the Legislature 
in securing the guage of that road to correspond with that of the Virginia roads. 
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The object is a most important one and commends itself strongly to my favor. 
But under all the circumstances I feel compelled to decline impressing slaves to 
aid in its completion. For many months past the Eastern part of this State has 
been furnishing labour upon all the public works from Wilmington to Petersburg 
and no less than twenty counties are now so employing their slaves. In the region 
through which this road runs there are very few slaves and the very existence of 
the people require them to labor on their farms. 

In addition to the fact, that this road is viewed with almost universal disfavor 
in the State, as entirely ruinous to many east of it, and that the charter never 
could have been obtained, but as a pressing War necessity. I feel it due to candor, 
that I should add, there exists a very general impression here that upon the 
completion of the Danville Connection, as it is termed, the eastern lines of our 
roads would be abandoned to the enemy. How far this opinion does injustice to 
the purpose of the War Dept., I am not able to say, I merely state the fact. For 
these reasons with the additional one that the road is constructing by private 
contractors I do not feel that I could be justified in forcing the labor of citizens 
upon it. I assure you I regret this exceedingly, not only on account of the im- 
portance of the work itself to our military operations; but also because it is ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant for me to refuse to do any thing whatsoever which is re- 
quested by the Confederate authorities and regarded as important to the General 
cause. I would suggest however that a large a large [sic] number of free negroes 
might be obtained in the adjoining counties of Virginia and North Carolina. 
And if this species of labor could be made available my assistance in gathering 
it up shall be promptly rendered. In regard to the guage of the road, | have to 
say that the proposition to make it conform with the Virginia Roads, had been 
disposed of in the negative before yours was received.

My dear Sir, 
Your letter? was of such a character & required so many questions answered 
that I could not find time in my office to answer it sooner without slighting 
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important matters as I shall even now be compelled to do to a greater extent 
than is desirable did leisure permit. 

I have persistently regarded you Col, <as> an injured man, and had it ever 
been in my power it was my intention to have given you such a position as could 
have enabled you to reinstate yourself in the public estimation. Associated with 
you in the defense of New Berne, I found you always energetic and efficient. For 
weeks we laboured almost alone, (with our regiments) in reconnoitering the 
localities and preparing /the defenses/ on the right of our position. The drill and 
discipline of your Regt. appeared to equal that of any other of the Brigade (Gen 
Branches)? for the period of its organization. In regard to your conduct on the 
field, I can say that on Wednesday evening previous to the battle of New Berne 
your regt. was thrown forward to Fishers landing, four or five miles from the main 
body, without support, where you sustained a severe fire of shell from the enemys 
gun boats under circumstances well calculated to demoralize raw troops, which 
position you left only by orders, falling back in order to the breast works. On the 
day of battle on the Friday succeeding, I was not in observing distance and 
therefore did not see you or your regt, but having defended you in the court of 
enquiry afterwards held to investigate charges affecting you & Lt. Col Craton,* 
I heard most of the evidence given before it, and can say that while there were 
some things tending to impeach your judgement I heard nothing which I thought 
could fairly impeach your courage. Nor did any thing appear /up/ on the inves- 
tigation so far as | remember, which <ought> /might/ not ordinarily have hap- 
pened to any brave man leading his regt. into their first fight against superior 
numbers, and through the still more trying scenes of disorderly retreat. Such has 
been my unwavering opinion, often freely expressed. 

The court I think was a fair one, though in as much as there were also charges 
against your Lt Col Craton there was necessarily some feeling in the regiment 
which more or less coloured the statements of the witnesses. At that time you 
had also become unpopular in your regiment from some cause, and the fact of 
your being a minister, coupled as it generally is in such cases with the idea of 
such a character being incompatible with a military command, increased the 
general disposition to censure and criticism which was evinced by almost every 
one connected with the matter. These things all rendered it difficult indeed for 
you to get your case fairly stated to the public, and the election for officers coming 
off so soon thereafter by which you were deprived of your command (apparently 
(though not necessarily by any means) disgraced you. 

That all these things taken together should affect your reputation as an officer 
and a man of courage, to some extent, I do not wonder, when | consider that in 
our gallant an chevalrous South the reputation of a soldier is almost as delicate 
as the virtue of a woman; afd especially when we consider that so few will take 
the trouble to investigate for themselves the facts in the case of a man who is 
down. But why /these/ allegations should affect so seriously your character as a 
christian and a minister, I confess I am at a loss to know, seeing that they do not 
charge you even, so far as | know with any breach of the decalogue. 
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Men are sometimes however the victims of circumstances, and such I believe 
you now to be. Being once under the weather, there are many pious [souls] in 
the world who think their best way to show a detestation of bad people is to kick 
the man whom every one else kicks. I prefer if I can with justice, to lend a 
helping hand. 

Let me assure you in conclusion that I would rejoice to see you on your feet 
again, reinstated in the confidence of your people; and wiser from the lessons of 
the past, serving your country again, with usefulness in this the hour of her 
need—

We have at this time 5 negro men in our jail—all committed in the last three 
days—the two first committed on tuesday—charged with the killing of their 
Master Mr. Stroud! in the south western corner of the County—the other three 
committed today charged with the killing of their Master Mr. Lockheart? in the 
North Eastern part of the County—. Both are said to be brutal murders without 
provocation & in both cases the slaves confess to the killings— 

As you might suppose the community is much excited and I am told a strong 
disposition prevails to take the matter in hand & execute the slaves without 
waiting the action of a court. I hope no such step will be taken—but I think in 
times like this it is very desirable that a trial should be had at the earliest day 
and the punishment should be prompt. | think a letter from you giveing the 
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assurance of an early trial would quiet the excitment and be most acceptable to 


all.

I have taken the liberty, as the County Attorney for Orange in the absence 
of the Solicitor for the Circuit, and at the request of many of our citizens, to 
address you upon the state of affairs in our County; and urge you, if compatible 
with your sense of duty, to commission some one of our Judges to hold a Court 
of Oyer & Terminer here without delay—' Within the last ten days two most 
atrocious murders have been committed by slaves upon their masters, both highly 
respectable citizens of the County, & the excitment among our people is nec- 
essarily very great—Seven are now in jail, and three more will be brought up 
today— Nothing but the hope & expectation of their having a speedy trial 
prevented their instant execution—Next week is County Court & I fear if this 
expectation of immediate trial is disappointed, summary justice will be executed 
upon them, without regard to law—This should by all means be avoided if pos- 
sible, but cannot, I fear, unless the course suggested can be adopted—

When I wrote Gov Vance (at the request of some of my neighbors) I was 
under the impression that at the late Session of the Legislature an act had been 
passed authorizing the Governor to issue commissions for the holding of Special 
Courts for the trial of criminal cases.! 

Gov Graham was under that impression: and I hope it may turn out to be 
so—. There is no pretence whatever that there exist in this community or County 
any “conspiracy or plot” for rebellion and murder in any part of the slave pop- 
ulation—. 

The killing of poor Stroud & Lockheart—two slaveholders in our County last 
week—is to be regarded as far as I can learn—as just a singular coincidence Yet 
nevertheless our entire population desires an early trial and prompt punishment 
if to be had—. No “five Justices” can hardly ask for a Court of Jail delivery as 
provided for in the act mentioned by you—.’

Mr. Nash informs me that he has received a communication from Col. Barnes 
in reference to the court proposed to be held in this county for the trial of certain 
slaves charged with capital offences: from which I infer that Col. B. may have 
overlooked the act of the last session of the Legislature pertaining to courts of 
oyer & terminer, as he refers to section 41 Chapter 107 of Revised Code for the 
authority of the Governor to commission a Judge to hold such court—! It is 
possible that a commission under that act may be sufficient for these cases, but 
I doubt it—From /what/ I learn, they are cases of murder with possible accessories 
both before & after the fact; and as the statute in the Revised Code relates only 
to cases of conspiracy &c, it is questionable whether a court with adequate powers 
can be constituted under it—The act of the last session, according to my recol- 
lection gives more ample authority.? | beg therefore that you examine it, and if 
it be as I suppose, that you will make out the commission under it. Or perhaps 
upon examination you may deem it proper to make out commissions under both 
Statutes—I trouble you with these suggestions, because it /is/ imperative there 
shall be no mistake in the holding of the court—For the public excitement 
against the criminals can with difficulty be controlled—

I had the honor some three weeks or a month ago to address you, res[pJectfully 
asking the removal of a lot of broken down Cavalry horses, from the North 
Western Counties of this state of Genl Jenkins’ command, which were devouring 
the substance of a people threatened with famine. I have not had the pleasure 
of receiving a reply to that letter.! 
I beg leave to inform you that their depredations are still continued and that 
they have become not only a nuisance, but a terror to the community and enclose 
you a letter from Col. Forkner? of the 73d. N.C. Militia, giving evidence of their 
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behaviour. With every possible disposition to aid in the support of the army, | 
have the strongest reasons conceivable—the existence of my own people—for 
declining to permit these horses to remain in that section of the State. When 
the question of starvation is narrowed down to women & children on the one 
side and some worthless Cavalry horses on the other, I can have no difficulty in 
making a choice. Unless they are removed soon, | shall be under the painful 
necessity of calling out the Militia of the adjoining Counties and driving them 
from the state. I hope however to be spared such a proceeding

I ascertain from the reports of Maj Whitfield QM that 133,000 bushels of 
Corn were in store in this city on the 3d. instant—that his receipts to the 22d. 
instant inclusive were 26,000 bushels, that his transfers and issues were 74,300 
bushels, leaving 84,700 bushels in depot. | further ascertain the daily average of 
these receipts to be 1,300 bushels and transfers and issues 3,715 bushels and that 
at the same rates of receipts and issues the stock of Corn in this city <would> 
/will/ be exhausted in 35 days from the 22d. instant. I apprehend that the transfer 
of Corn from this city to Genl. Lee’s army will be greater in future because of 
the recent occupation of the “Northern Neck” of Va. by the enemy, and because 
of the increased remoteness from the army of the Corn remaining in Essex & 
Middlesex Counties. I also apprehend that under existing arrangements for trans- 
porting Corn from Tawboro [Tarboro] & Weldon to this city the receipts will be 
less. Maj Whitfield reports 9,400 bushels as the receipt of Corn for the week 
ending the 22d. of February, but with the railroad transportation now employed 
in this service, I believe that the maximum weekly delivery of Corn in this City 
from Tawboro & Weldon will be 8,200 bushels. I requested Col Wodley A AG, 
to provide sufficient transportation to secure the daily delivery in this city from 
Tawboro of 4,000 bus of Corn. I do not doubt but that Col. Wodley has dis- 
charged his whole duty in the premisses I believe that the want of the necessary 
rolling-stock by the roads between Tawboro & Richmond is the only reason why 
the transportation has not been provided. 

I am informed that for some months past a portion of the rail-road transpor- 
tation of North Carolina has been employed under the orders of his Excellency 
Governor Vance, in removing the surplus Corn of eastern North Carolina to the 
western portion of that State. The Corn of eastern North Carolina has already 
been greatly reduced & the amount remaining is not beyond the necessary de- 
mands of the armies of the Confederate States. These demands require that 
30,000 bushels of Corn shall be brought from this section to Richmond very 
week. The posts of Wilmington & Petersburg & those intervening must be chiefly 
sustained by this Corn. The post at Raleigh <is> /should/ depend<dent> upon 
it. Shipments of Corn are made from Weldon to the army under the command 
of Genl Pryor? & the army in North Carolina cannot be sustained without the 
Corn of this section. 

The officer in charge of the post of Kingston [Kinston] reports that “forage is 
becoming exceedingly scarce as the authorities at this place have allowed too 
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large a quantity to be sent to the western part of the State.” When a proper 
representation of these facts is made to the patriotic Governor of North Carolina 
I believe that he will arrest the further removal of Corn necessary to the armies 
of the Confederate States, and give all of the assistance in his power to divert 
the transportation now employed in this service & necessary to place this Corn 
within reach of these armies

I regret that a great press of business accumulated by a recent absence from 
home, renders it out of my power to attend your meeting, especially so, as it was 
called by Mr Webb! at my request. | am compelled therefore to put my propo- 
sition before you in writing. 

The great necessity, of both the country and Army renders the subject of 
transportation of the most vital importance and it was with the view of doing 
something if possible, to increase the power & efficiency of your Road that | 
asked Mr Webb to call this meeting. Being the main trunk road of the State, 
into which all the other roads discharge themselves it is not to be wondered at 
that it should have proved itself unable to meet the demands upon it. Without 
intending any reflection whatsoever upon the management of the Road, it may, 
I think be fairly said, it is overtaxed and is clearly unequal to the task of trans- 
porting the freight which is waiting upon it. The supreme importance of that 
required for the use of our Army, is acknowledged, whilst the wants of the State 
in corn for the poor, and the Cotton bought to redeem our obligations abroad, 
are scarcely less so. I am able to see but one remedy and that is to permit the 
Atlantic and N.C.R.R. Company to take charge of and work the Eastern section 
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of your road from this place to Goldsboro for such length of time and under such 
terms as you may think best. Having the unemployed rolling stock and employees 
Sc. | am convinced that Company can work it well and that it would give the 
balance of your road the motive power to put new life and vigour into its oper- 
ations 

With my limited experience in railroad matters, I shall not argue the propo- 
sition. I could give gentlemen of your experience no new light, I am confident. 
But I am assured by four fifths of all railroad men with whom | have conversed, 
that the arrangement could be made without loss to your road and with infinite 
advantage to the public and would be greatly superior to the plan proposed in 
lieu thereof—of running cars of other companies over it by permission. | beg 
leave also to remind you of the very great importance of prompt and regular 
communication, in a military point of view between this place and Goldsboro, 
which we now do not enjoy. I am aware Gentleman of the extreme repugnance 
with which an independent rail road Co would regard a proposition to farm out 
a portion of their road to another on various accounts. And I should feel great 
delacy in making the proposition, did I not sincerely believe that the public 
interest, before which every minor consideration must give way, imperatively 
demands it. 

Trusting that you may so regard it and if so, confident that you will promptly 
give the proposition at least a trial.

Yrs per Maj Carrington! was duly recd. and with enclosures has been carefully 
considered. The matter has given me much embarrassment. In the interior of 
the State there is much suffering for bread already and will be more on account 
of the failure of the crop from drouth. And the Legislature made a large appro- 
priation of money to enable me to purchase corn and transport it west to feed 
wives and children of soldiers. I had only secured about 50000 bushels very little 
of which has been removed for want of transportation. To surrender the whole 
of this and cease buying more, would so effectually close up the chances of the 
people for bread that I feel great reluctance in doing so even for so vital an object 
as the feeding of the Army. I however agreed with Major Carrington to exchange 
corn bushel for bushel at Charlotte, to turn over a part of my transportation and 
in consideration of the fact that with my Agents and teams now in the field, | 
could secure much that he could not reach, I agreed to continue purchasing and 
to turn over to him as the necessities of the service might require. 

This arrangement was the very best I could consistently make; for I do assure 
you Sir that the suffering of my people will be very great indeed if the State 
should afford them no relief I feel that I ought not to abandon them—and in 
preventing suffering in the Soldiers families I am greatly promoting the efficiency 
of the Army itself. | am now organizing a corps of provision Agents throughout 
the interior to see what can be bought and how much is hoarded that may be 
seized and trust that the result may be such as to enable me to surrender to the 
Army the whole crop of the east

I regret to learn from your letter of the 25th. ultimo! that such serious oppo- 
sition is entertained by you to the continuance of the Horses of a portion of 
Genl. Jenkins Command in the Western Counties of N Carolina—I had com- 
mended your previous letter to the attention of the Genl. Commanding that 
Department with the hope that the evil complained of would be enquired into 
and if found remediable would be corrected. Doubtless it has been continued 
only from the necessity of the Case. The truth is that the large number of Cavalry 
in the Mountainous regions of East Tenn and Va. could not be subsisted there 
during the winter and it was deemed imperatively necessary that most of the 
men should be dismounted and the Horses sent to more distant regions, less 
exhausted by being ravaged or drained by the struggling armies, for subsistence 
and preparation for the approaching Campaign—It was supposed and indeed 
strongly represented that the Counties on the Eastern Slopes of the Mountains 
in N C would afford abundant supplies and easily had forage for them, <but only 
to> and that benefit would result from sending them there not only to the Horses 
but to the people around in affording them a market for their surplus grain and 
forage—Only a moderate number however were sent there and more were scat- 
tered about in the various more distant Counties of Virginia along the valley 
and the Mountain <Counties> Districts—Complaints similar to those addressed 
to you have come up from various Counties of this State where they have been 
collected, for the products of the last season were scant almost everywhere, and 
some irregularities are but too apt to occur with the rather irregular and partially 
disciplined cavalry men sent with the Horses. But our authorities have been 
content with the effort to redress them by appeal to the Officers or the Com- 
manding Generals and no effort has been made or intimated of a purpose to expel 
them by force—They are it will be recalled, not as Your Excellency supposes 
broken down Horses, nor can they be considered as Va. Cavalry, tho lately en- 
gaged in that State—They are Horses of the Cavalry of the Confederate States, 
engaged for the common defense as well of N Carolina as <any> /every/ other 
State and placed where they are to preserve them in a state of efficiency for our 
further struggles in a common cause | trust therefore Your Excellency will forbear

Wilmington is poorly for- 
tified. What they have been doing so long is the mystery to me. What a worthless 
people we are. When millions are at stake, work cannot be got or where the 
laborers are procured, nothing is done. 

_ Fort Caswell is particularly weak & I fear would be untenable unless the rear 
traverse is complete. Genl. Whiting has written to me several times in regard to 
a negro force. He is very urgent to get 500 negroes for two weeks. If you would 
make the requisition, they would doubtless be procured without difficulty. 

Com Lynch is very anxious to get the rail-road iron at or near Laurensburg & 
belonging to the Wilmington & Charlotte R.R. He thinks that he will have to 
abandon his gun boats, unless he can get this iron. 

If I can safely leave here, I will do so soon

Your letter? by Mr [Joseph] Hine was duly recd. and read as well as my limited 
education would permit. 

I have just seen Col August? & he agrees to detail all your hands as desired— 
I hope by this means you will be enabled to keep, /in wood and keep/ the works 
going during the summer. We shall need every bushel we can get next fall. 
Notwithstanding that Salt is now down to $5. per bushel in Wilmington for 
domestic & $8 for Turks Island,* the packing season having passed. I am glad 
that you have succeeding in getting some of it away. I had entirely dispaired of 
getting any over the Va roads, seeing how difficult it is to get our own roads to 
do any thing here at home. | think your suggestion a good one about hauling 
across the mountains to Morganton or near there. If you should think it indis- 
pensable I will order my quarter master to buy up or hire & establish a line of 
wagons to run regularly from the works during the summer and fall to the R. 
Road. It would be first necessary however to secure protection from the military 
along the Tennessee border, as I learn that travel is very insecure there and 
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frequently outrages are perpetrated on passengers. I have no doubt but this could 
be done. I don’t know how your corn is to be got to you when the salt can’t be 
brought here. If no other way be possible it might be taken up the Western Road 
and the salt waggons might load over with it. This would be slow and precarious 
but the works must not stop. I will also try the quarter master Genl. if he has 
any corn in Western Virginia to exchange with you which would be a mutual 
accomodation. This is the best plan if he should have any in that section. 

Rest assured that every thing possible shall be done to keep you going and to 
sustain your efforts in this most important branch of subsistence.

I beg leave to ask your favorable consideration in the case of Col. Mallett, 
late commanding the Camp of Instruction! near this place, who will hand you 
this, and make known the circumstances of his case. 

His conduct whilst in command, I believe, gave general satisfaction: He or- 
ganized a Camp Guard of some 600 men, who were duly officered by his assistants 
and drill masters and rigidly disciplined. Ordered suddenly into the midst of the 
severe conflict at Kinston, their conduct was such as to elicit the praise of veteran 
troops and the whole country. Their heavy losses show the gallantry of their 
bearing and their leader. Col. Mallett was severely wounded, from which he is 
now slowly recovering. On hobbling back to Raleigh, he finds himself superseded 
by Col. August, and an order directing his command to be disbanded & placed 
in various regiments as Conscripts! What is to become of him? I respectfully 
submit that it is a great hardship upon these brave men and their officers, after 
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having been associated together for eight or ten months and fought together on 
the field, to be now scattered among strange regiments, their officers conscripted 
and their efficient and gallant Commander turned out of the service. 

In view of the hardship of the cause and the meritorious conduct of both men 
& officers, 1 am constrained, in spite of my general indisposition to form new 
regiments, to ask you first to retain Col. M. in command of the Camp as here- 
tofore, whence he could be easily sent to any point where he might be needed; 
or if this cannot be done | ask that he may be sent into the field with his entire 
command, having Col. August to form a new guard from the new Conscripts. 

It is one of the finest bodies of men in the Southern Confederacy and on their 
own account should not be separated.

I venture to make a request of you that I think will conduce to the public 
welfare as it certainly will to the credit of our State. 

Quite a considerable body of troops raised in the mountains of N. Carolina 
are now in East Tennessee, they consist of Col. Allens regt., Col Loves, Col Folks 
(cavalry) Col Palmers’ regt. Col Thomas battallion, in all some 4000 men.’ 
Guarding bridges mountain passes and keeping the population in check, they 
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have been subjected to but little discipline necessarily and their proximity to 
their homes causes constant desertions and in some cases almost complete dis- 
organization. I ask that they may be sent somewhere else further from home and 
placed in more active service. Numerous petitions to this effect reach me from 
both citizens and soldiers and from all I can learn they will reflect but little honor 
upon the state and do little for the cause unless this is done. | know the men 
General, and they are as good material for soldier as there is upon the continent 
and under other auspices would shed as much glory upon the name of North 
Carolina, as their brothers have in Virginia and Middle Tennessee. 

I have the honor to bring this matter to the attention of the President, but 
he did not think proper to interfere with the disposition of the troops in your 
Department.

Some time since I [sent] to Europe, Mr John White as agent for this State for 
the purpose of effecting a loan and purchasing supplies for the soldiers of N.C. 
who by agreement with the Confederate Government has undertaken to equip 
her own troops. I directed him to communicate with you and obtain your advice 
and assistance which I hope he has done I have not heard from him since he 
reached Liverpool and therefore know not how he has succeeded. Last week | 
met with the Hon Francis T. [C.] Lawley—z29 Barkley Square London, who 
suggested that if a power of attorney were sent to you and he were to take the

matter in hand, that he could perhaps secure a loan for this state of one million 
dollars on favorable terms, by the means of some official and family influence 
which he could bring to bear. Fearing from his long delay that Mr White has 
been unsuccessful, I have concluded to try Mr Lawley’s plan, if you will so greatly 
oblige me and the State which I represent in the manner he proposes— 

I accordingly enclose herewith a power of Attorney! authorizing you to rep- 
resent me in the matter and also letters to Mr White and Col. D. K. McRae 
(whom I afterwards sent abroad on the same business) instructing them to sus- 
pend their own efforts and permit the new attempt to be made. 

The terms proposed were eight percent interest on bonds redeemable in Cot- 
ton at the present prices in the Confederacy (about 17 to 20 cents) to be delivered 
at Wilmington N.C. within three months after a treaty of peace &c. You can 
issue the bonds yourself having them printed &c all at my expense of course. 
Presuming that you are fully posted on matters of news, I will only add that we 
are all cheerful and hopeful of our affairs and will go into the Spring Campaign 
with life & vigor

His Excellency Governor Vance has received information that certain sol- 
diers, belonging to the brigades of Generals Ramseur and Hoke! are now under 
arrest and are being tried for desertion. 

His Excellency is deeply pained to learn this and directs me to communicate 
to you the facts and circumstances connected with the return by these men to 
the Army. 

While Major General G. W. Smith was in command of this Department he 
caused an order to be issued extending a full pardon (except forfeiture of pay for 
the period of unauthorized absence) to all enlisted men absent without leave, 
who should voluntarily return to their respective commands, on or before the 
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toth. day of February. Upon consultation between Genl. Smith & the Governor 
it was thought that a proclamation by His Excellency appealing to the patriotism 
& State pride of absentees would induce their speedy return to duty. A 
proclamation? was accordingly issued and the reasonable expectation as to its 
effect was fully realized and hundreds were induced to return to their colors— 

The period at first limited was so brief that numbers in remote parts of the 
State were unable to comply. With a knowledge of this fact and in conformity 
with an order of Genl. French another proclamation was issued extending the 
time to the 5th. of March—It is true that General Smith’s order could only 
extend to his own Department, but his Excellency thought it right to extend it 
to all North Carolina soldiers— 

Copies of the order of Gen. Smith and the proclamations of the Governor 
are herewith enclosed. 

In the opinion of His Excellency the punishment of these men would be a 
gross violation of justice and good faith and he enters his most solemn protest 
against it. 

In issuing these proclamations he was actuated by a sincere and earnest desire 
to promote the interest of the public service and he had reason to believe that 
his course would meet the approbation of the Confederate authorities and he 
trusts and believes that in this reasonable hope he will not be disappointed—He 
will not allow himself to doubt but that your sense of justice and right will induce 
you to cause all such soldiers to be immediately discharged from arrest

Dear Sir— 

Having from absolute necessity been forced into measures not at all pleasant 
to obtain something to eat by the cruel and unfeeling Speculators who have been 
gathering up at enormous prices, not only bread stuffs but every thing even down 
to eggs Chickens & Vegetables to carry out of our State for the purpose of 
Speculating upon them We feel it /now/ our duty Honored and esteemed Gov 
to inform you truthfully of our proceedings and humbly pray to inform us whether 
or not we are justifyable in what we have done—and if not for Heavens Sake 
tell /us/ how these evils are to be remedied. 

We Sir are all Soldiers Wives or Mothers our Husbands & Sons are now 
separated from us by this cruel War not only to defend our /humble/ homes but 
the homes & /property/ of the rich man and at the same time that we are grieved 
at this separation yet we murmur not—God bless them our hearts go with them 
and our prayers follow them for Heavens protection through all the trials and 
difficulties that may surround them, but Sir we have to live and we must live 
while they are gone from us and that too without much or in many cases any 
assistance from them for how far will eleven dollars go in a family now /when/ 
Meat /is/ from 75 to $1[.]oo pr pd flour $50 pr bll. wood from 4 to 5$ pr load, 
meal 4 an[d] 5 dollars pr bushel, eggs 50 to 60 cts pr doz chickens $7[.]oo pr doz, 
Molasses $7[.]oo pr gal rye 20 cts pr qt. & and, addition to that we are willing 
and do work early and late to keep off starvation which is now staring us in the 
face, but the government only allows us 50 cts a pr for lined pants and 75 cts for 
coats and there are few of us who can make over a dollar a day, and we have 
upon an average from three to five helpless children to support and still we 
complain not at Government prices if we can only get bread divided among us 
and meat at a reasonable price but Sir many of us work day after day without a 
morsal of meat to strengthen us for our Labors and often times we are without 
bre/a/d Now Sir how We ask you in the name of God are we to live. 

Laboring under all these difficulties Sir we as we have told you in the com- 
mencement of this letter were from Stern necessity compelled to go in serch of 
food to sustain life and some forty or more respectable but poor women started 
out backed by many citizens to get food we took our little money with us and 
offered to pay Government prices for what we took but the Speculators refused 
us any thing or even admittance into their premises We then forced our way in 
and compelled them to give us something & we succeeded in obtaining twenty 
three blls of flour two sacks of salt about half a bll of molasses and twenty dollars 
in money, which was equally divided among us in the presence of our highly 
esteemed friend and Lawyer Blackmen, besides many other gentlemen of good 
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and high standing in society. Now Sir this is all we done and necessity compelled 
us to do it and the reason we have addressed you Sir is that we understand that 
we have been reported to you as plunderers of the town disturbing the peace and 
quiet of the community, but Sir we have honestly told you the whole proceeding 
and we now pray your protection or a remedy for these evils—we as much as any 
one deplore the necessity of such proceeding and do humbly pray you in behalf 
of our helpless children to so fix the prices of bread and meat that we can by our 
own labor gain an honest portion of that which sustains life— 

To whom else can we go but to you our highly esteemed and cherished Gov 
to redress these evils. You were the choice of our Husbands and Sons and we too 
look up to you Sir with perfect confidence as being able and willing to do some- 
thing for us—we ask not charity we only as[k] for fair and reasonable prices for 
provisions and leather for Sir many of us have been shoeless this whole winter 
except the cloth shoes we can make for ourselves which are no protection even 
against the cold, in conclusion Sir we humbly beg you after carefully and prayer- 
fully considering our letter to let us hear from you—you can address Mary C

Yours of the 7th. inst,! enclosing letters from Lt. Col. Cook & Genl. Jones,’ 

in relation to impressment of forage by a detachment of Gen. Jenkin’s Cavalry, 
has been received. I am sorry to see that the charge of impressment is denied 
upon the authority of “Sergt. Hale”? the concurrent testimony of the citizens of 
about twenty Counties, with at least fifty letters to that effect in my office would 
seem to be Sufficient to establish a fact of general notoriety. These men were in 
service detachments operating in as many different counties and Sergt. Hale 
hardly could know what they were all doing at the same time. Their method was 
to go to a farmer’s house and tell him they wanted corn at $1.50 per bushel and 
if he did not sell they would take it. In some instances their Quarter Masters 
attended public Sales and publicly notified the assemblage (most of them families 
of absent Soldiers) that they need not bid for the corn, that they were determined 
to have it! Yielding when resistance would have been useless, they (the Cavalry) 
took the corn at such prices as they saw proper to pay, and this is not impress- 
ment! I beg leave also to assure you that the imputations indulged in by Genl 
Jones & Lt. Col. Cook against the loyalty of the people of that region (I suppose 
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also on the authority of Sergt. Hale) are entirely without foundation in fact. The 
refusal to take Confederate money (if such was the case) originated solely in the 
fact that they did not have the corn to sell. Neither North Carolina money or 
gold could buy an article which was not in the Country. That country to my 
personal knowledge may safely challenge any Similar region in the South to show 
a better muster roll in the army. But that is not the matter at issue. | complain 
that a large body of broken down cavalry horses are in No. Carolina eating up 
the substance of the people in a region desolated by drouth and reduced to the 
verge of starvation, impressing it at prices /about/ one half the market rates— 
the people or the horses must Suffer. I ask for the removal of the horses. It is 
denied or refused. That is the question. I beg leave to disabuse your mind of the 
impression which it seems to entertain, that I object to these impressments be- 
cause they were for Virginia cavalry. By no means. I did not term them such, at 
least did not so intend to term them. I have no prejudice against the troops from 
any state engaged in defending the common cause. But | am unwilling to see the 
corn taken from the mouths of women and children for the use of any troops, 
when these troops might be easily removed to regions where there is corn to sell. 
And | earnestly request once more that they may be so removed.

About the rst. of Jany. a call was made in Anson County for slaves to work 
on the defences around Wilmington. The people very generously responded to 
the call, with the distinct understanding that the negroes were to be returned within 
four (4) weeks. Many of the largest slaveowners in the county, who have done 
nothing for the cause, sent none of those sent, many ran away at the expiration 
of their /time/ & went home. Several of us have negroes in Fort Caswell yet & 
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when, through our agent, we attempt to ascertain <of> the probable length of 
time they are to be kept, or whether we are to receive compensation for their 
labor, we receive nothing but insult from self important & impertinent officials. 
If they had been Called for, for 3 months, they would have been sent as readily, 
but the bad faith with which it has been managed has caused a great deal of 
complaint, & if they get anymore negroes from Anson Co. they have them to 
steal. They promised weeks ago, to get slaves from other counties to relieve ours, 
but it is yet neglected. I am willing & anxious to do all I can for the Cause, but 
our families have rights & they must be protected, & hence I appeal to you. I 
understand the most of the negroes yet retained belong to men who are in service. 
If the rights of our families are to be violated, or they are to be robbed of the 
means of support, at the pleasure of unfaithful, insolent, & impudent military 
officials, then the end of this struggle is not far distant. Feeling assured that you 
will give this matter due attention I subscribe myself with sentiments of very 
high esteem your most obt svt

Your letter to Col. August, of the 2oth. inst.,! has been referred to this Bureau, 
and I regret that circumstances have arisen impairing that harmony necessary for 
a proper execution of the law of Conscription. 

So far from opposition we have calculated on your assistance in this matter, 
and I had already written to the Commandant of Conscripts for N. Ca. “that 
whenever the wishes of his Excellency, the Gov’r, can be accorded with, without 
clear infraction of law, it is desirable so to do.” The law exempts Judicial and 
Executive officers of State Governments, except those liable to militia duty. This 
you will readily perceive must be the rule of guidance for the agents of this 
Bureau, and there are no means, short of supernatural power, for them to know, 
outside of the law, of such employees your Excellency wishes to be exempted. 
Hence forbearance is respectfully asked until reference can be had with this 
Bureau, with which you are cordially invited to correspond, believing that be- 
tween us of the same State, no difference can occur in such matters the legality 
of which is left to your judgment. 

Col. Mallett has been ordered to relieve Col. August in his duties as Com- 
mandant of Conscripts in N. Ca.

The application recently made by Genl. Edney! of your State, sustained by 
your endorsement, seeking that effective measures be taken to repress and disarm 
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the bands of marauding deserters and refugees represented to be collecting in the 
mountains of your Western Counties, has been submitted to the President and 
received the attentive consideration of the Department. It is not deemed Judi- 
cious to assent to the suggestion of the petition presented by Genl. Edney that 
the Conscript Law be suspended in the Counties west of the Blue Ridge in your 
State, and that local organizations of the Militia or State Forces be formed to 
operate against these marauding Bands. In addition to the objection, that the 
Conscripts of this District, when safely available, might thus be withdrawn from 
the calls of the public service, when they are now so needed, it is feared, that 
the use of these men exclusively or mainly against the marauding and disaffected 
classes of their vicinity might engender the worst sort of civil strife and lead to 
inextinguishable feuds and mutual reprisals to the grievous affliction and waste 
of the whole region. It has been thought a wiser course to order Genl. Donelson,’ 
in whose Command the District lies, to send an efficient officer with an adequate 
command to search through the <Counties> mountainous disaffected localities, 
capture <and> /or/ disperse all outlying Bands and, seeking the aid of the en- 
rolling officers of the District, to conscribe and send to the remoter Armies all 
of Conscript ages believed to be dangerous or disloyal. At the same time partly 
to cooperate with him, but mainly afterwards to report similar manifestations 
and preserve order, it is suggested that all the loyal citizens, not liable to con- 
scription, should be organized into troops “for local defence & special service” 
to remain quietly at their Homes when no danger existed, but to be liable be 
called into service whenever occasion demanded These if promptly formed might 
act at once with Genl Donelson’s Command, but in any event, it is hoped, may 
be constituted in time effectually to keep down any future uprisings or collections 
of marauders. Should they prove inefficient or inadequate for such purpose, Con- 
scripts collected from the loyal portion of the neighboring people will be detailed 
to join and act under such organizations so long as their services may be necessary. 
In this mode, the Conscripts will be retained at command, nor will they be 
formed into separate organizations, from which when once formed of Conscripts, 
experience has shown they cannot be withdrawn without difficulty and seeming 
injustice, especially to the officers. 

Sincere solicitude is felt by the Department for the relief of the District re- 
ferred to, and it has dictated the measures suggested. It is hoped they will prove 
effectual and at the same time meet the sanction and cooperation of your Ex- 
cellency

Dear Sir: 

Your letter of the rath. inst.! reached me after an unaccountable delay of 
twelve days. I have taken a few days to consider, & inquire into the condition, 
personnel, & c. of the forces proposed to be placed under my command. I am 
fully satisfied that they cannot be rendered efficient. If I were to accept the 
proposed position, I should meet disappointment & mortification. The Rangers 
will succeed in limiting the depredations & outrages of the few miserable “Buf- 
falos” who infest that section, by waylaying the roads & killing some of them, 
now & then. But no military enterprize, that would reflect credit on a com- 
mander, is possible. Large forces of the enemy, by land and water, completely 
environ & possess that whole section of country. There is no room for retreat, 
except across the Chowan river, near its mouth—& I believe /that no/ emergency 
could induce the larger part of the Rangers to cross the river. They would sooner 
disband & go home-leaving the commander to be held responsible for calling 
down upon the people a raid which could do nothing to repel or punish. These 
forces are not disciplined, & with their ideas of the conditions & purpose of their 
organization, could not be rendered obedient to orders, while they remain about 
home. An officer of military experience, who has seen some actual service, might 
inspire a degree of confidence & impress them with his authority—& in that 
way avoid, to some extent, the difficulties that would beset a mere civilian placed 
over them by the Governor. Allow me to suggest Maj. J. W. Hinton, of Col. 
Shaw’s Regiment.’ He would, probably, be pleased with a command in the neigh- 
borhood of his family. The Rangers are of service to the people East of the 
Chowan, as a sort of police force, & ought to be kept there for that purpose. But 
they can do nothing for the Confederacy, at large. 

If | were to accept the command of such a force, it would certainly involve 
my personal ruin, at once; as your knowledge of my location will readily convince 
you. But I would not let any personal consideration influence my conduct, where 
I had a reasonable assurance that I could render any substantial service to my 
country. 

Please, express to the Governor my grateful appreciation of the confidence & 
regard implied in tendering me the command—& my regret that circumstances 
forbid my accepting it.

Your letter of the 25th. inst! is to hand, asking my “forbearance” in reference 
to the conscription of certain officers and inviting my correspondence in refer- 
ence thereto. | avail myself of that invitation to make myself understood in the 
matter. You say that you have calculated on my assistance instead of my oppo- 
sition in this matter. You may so calculate with perfect confidence. The fact that 
the conscript law has been more faithfully executed in N.C. than any other state 
in the Confederacy, and that no other Southern executive (So far as | am aware) 
has used the whole power of the State Militia to execute it, might be taken as 
an earnest of my intention to sustain the Government, so far as it may be right- 
fully done. But I cannot go beyond this. Though heretofore I have not belonged 
to that class of politicians who made the “night (and day) hideous” with cries 
for State rights and was rather accused of Consolidationism. Yet I am not quite 
willing to see the State of North Carolina in effect blotted from the map and 
her government abolished by the conscription of her officers The clause of the 
law quoted by you can easily be made to effect that, for the Militia law of the 
state expressly provides that in “Case of invasion or ensurrection, No body shall 
be exempt from duty” of course then every body is liable to conscription. 

The Governor is Commander in chief and all officers of the Militia are of 
course liable to Militia duty and therefore to conscription also. You are already 
enrolling our Magistrates who comprise our Courts of Pleas & Quarter Sessions, 
lay our taxes, assess property for taxation, provide for the poor and preserve the 
peace generally, and with them their executive officers—the Constables, also the 
police officers of our cities and corporations. Now Sir, after these and the Militia 
officers have been taken by the Confederacy, will you please to inform me what 
remains of the boasted sovereignty of the States? Do not reply <that> by saying 
you have not enrolled the Militia officers—you claim the right to do it and may 
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undertake it at any time. God forbid that the rights and honor and the existance 
/itself/ of the State should rest only upon the grace and mercy of a Bureau of 
Conscription. The rights of the States certainly rest upon a more solid basis than 
this. You also say that there are no means short of supernatural power by which 
you can know of the officers & employees of the State, to which my letter to 
Col August referred outside of the law. That may be. In fact I do not know that 
it is <necessary> /required/ <for> /of/ you to know what officers are necessary 
to the ordinary operations of this state government. But it is certainly the business 
of the Chief Magistrate of the state to know, and it is especially his duty under 
the Constitution to see that they are not interfer<r>ed with in the discharge 
of their appropriate functions. I cannot therefore recede from the position before 
assumed, that it is my duty to resist the conscription of all state officers and 
agents whose services are necessary to the proper and due administration of the 
affairs of the State and of which necessity her authorities must of <the> course 
be the Judges. Neither can the claim, plain and obvious as it is, be permitted to 
rest upon the grace of Congress as exemplified in the Exemption bill or the 
discretion and good will of those intrusted with the execution of the law, but 
upon those high and inalianable rights which by the genius of our government 
are deemed inherent in and inseparable from the sovereign character of the state. 
If it is the intention of the Confederate authorities to to carry the execution of 
the law of Conscription beyond this I should be glad to be so informed at as early 
a day as possible. This city is to be stripped of its police officers tomorrow and 
the Magistrates of many of the counties are already ordered into camp, and | 
desire the question settled. Assuring you of my desire that harmony may continue 
to exist as heretofore and of my great desire to assist in attaining an Independence 
by any possible means in the power of the State of North Carolina consistent 
with the preservation of liberty itself—I am General .

Sir, 
I have this day addressed a letter! to Gen Rains, chief of Bureau of Conscrip- 
tion in regard to the enrolling of certain state officers, but as the case is urgent 
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and may assume important proportions, I have thought it best to address you 
directly and beg your attention thereon at as early a moment as your heavy duties 
may permit. 

The extreme rigour and—I am proud to be able to add—good faith with which 
the conscript law has been executed in North Carolina, has stripped it so bare 
of its laboring and official population, as to render its further operation a matter 
of anxiety in various respects. In addition to sweeping /off/ a large class whose 
labor was I fear, absolutely necessary to the existence of the women & children 
left behind, the hand of conscription has at length laid hold upon a class of 
officials, without whose aid the order and well being of Society could not be 
preserved nor the execution of the laws enforced; and whose conscription is 
insulting to the dignity, as it is certainly violation of the rights and Sovereignty 
of the States. Having heretofore exerted the utmost powers with which | am 
entrusted, and even exceeded them, according to a recent decision of the Chief 
Justice of the State, in the execution of this law, at this point I deem it my duty 
not only to pause, but to protest against its enforcement. In my letter to Gen 
Rains I assumed the position that the Confederate authorities should not con- 
scribe any officers or agents of the State whose services were necessary to the due 
administration of the government, and that the State authorities—not the Con- 
federate—must judge of this necessity. In this class | should certainly place 
Justices of the Peace, Constables, and the Police organizations of our towns and 
cities. There being no attempt made to enroll the officers of the Militia I shall 
not argue as to them, though I understand the right is claimed under the law, to 
conscribe them. 

The Exemption bill of October 11th. 62, provides that the executive and 
judicial officers of the States shall be exempt, except such as may by state laws 
be subject to militia duty. This would render every able bodied man in the State 
liable to conscription as our laws expressly provide that in case of invasion or 
insurrection no person shall be exempt whomsoever. If this construction should 
prevail you will perceive that /it/ is in the power of the War Dept. to abolish the 
State government by a very simple process. But taking it for granted that such a 
construction is not intended, I beg leave to say that the present proceedings of 
the Bureau go very far toward it. I need not inform you of the character and 
duties of the magistracy—you can not /but/ be aware of their importance. | will 
only say in brief, that in addition to their being conservators of the peace gen- 
erally, they constitute our courts of Pleas & Quarter Sessions and have jurisdic- 
tion over a far more extensive and in many respects—more important range of 
subjects than the Superior Courts—in fact the Superior Courts can not be held 
without them. They lay more than half the taxes of the State, assess all the 
property for taxation, provide for the poor (now a doubly important function) 
and in many cases the law requires a certain number to be present to render their 
proceedings valid. The constable is the Sheriff of the magistrates court, and as 
absolutely necessary to the community as the Sheriff himself; since our sheriffs 
can be compelled to execute no process except those addressed to him by a court 
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of record. It is no answer to all this <by> to say, that we have more justices 
than are actually necessary and that some might be dispensed with. The Legis- 
lature of the Sovereign State of N.C. recommended their appointments to the 
Executive according to the forms of the constitution, and it is /to/ be presumed 
they deemed them all necessary, and no one has the right to say otherwise. 

The municipal officers present if possible a still stranger case. The mayor and 
police of this city have been enrolled and ordered into camp, which of course 
abolishes the government of the corporation at once and turns over the inhab- 
itants to a state of lawlessness and anarchy. 

With the magistrates, the Militia, and the municipal officers of our incorpo- 
rated towns, constables & such like officers of the State swept into a camp of 
instruction, I am at a loss to know what would be left of the power or sovereignty 
of this State or any other? So obvious is the great damage and disparagement 
<would> /which/ this lattitudenous construction of the law /could/ work against 
the States, that I can not believe its framers so intended it. And with all due 
respect I doubt the wisdom and the policy of the War Department in urging it 
so far. Having made no question of its constitutionality, and interposed no ob- 
stacle to its faithful execution, but on the contrary, acquiesced in it as a great 
measure of necessity and assisted with zeal in its enforcement, I am content now 
to state my opinions simply upon a fair construction of its terms. And I am quite 
confident, that your sense of justice will not fail to perceive the weighty reasons 
of comity, policy, and respect for States rights—the great democratic doctrine of 
our revolution—which admonish you of the impropriety of alarming the jealousy 
of the States, exciting the murmurs of the people and crippling the security of 
their government, by seizing a few officers who could do little toward increasing 
the ranks, or officering of the army; but who as a part of the government are 
deemed necessary at home. 

Soliciting again your earliest convenient answer, and begging you to accept

I was gratified to 
learn that a commissioner had at length been sent out by the Q. M. General to 
investigate these alleged abuses, and was not surprised to learn that he had flushed 
quite a den of scoundrels and speculators who have been imposing on the public 
for a long time, selling in Charleston and elsewhere supplies bought and often 
impressed, as though for the government. | have not seen the report of the 
commissioner, and can only speak from private information, which says that the 
evidence unmistakeably implicated Captain McCoy,! Commanding the Confed- 
erate prison there, in these disreputable transactions. If true it would furnish the 
department sufficient grounds to do an act, that would afford the most lively 
gratification to the people of North Carolina—the removal of McCoy from his 
present command. 

I assure you Sir, that three fourths of the wide spread dissatisfaction caused 
by suspension of Habeas Corpus, and the arbitrary arrest of our citizens, has arisen 
from the insolence and disrespect of the State authorities exhibited by that man. 
When to this, it is also made known that he is implicated in the villainy which 
has so long abounded there, his removal will become a matter of necessity. I 
therefore feel it my duty to advise and request that captain McCoy be removed.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 3d. instant,! 
and in reply, to say, that no civil or military officer of this State has been enrolled 
under the conscription acts passed by Congress. 
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By the new Code of this State, which went into effect the first of January last, 
“Judges of the Supreme, Superior and City Courts, Justices of the inferior Courts 
and of the Peace, Sheriffs and Deputies, Clerks of Courts and Ordinaries”, are 
exempted from military duty. But by the Statutes of force in the State before 
that time, no civil officer of the State was exempted. 

In a case brought before the Supreme Court of this State last fall, at the 
instance of officers or agents of the Confederate government, to test the consti- 
tutionality of of [sic] the conscription Acts of Congress, it was decided, though 
the point was not directly in issue, that a conscription Act passed by Congress 
requiring the enrollment and forcing into military service of the civil officers of 
a State, would be unconstitutional. 

The decision in that case is quite lengthy, and has not been published, but it 
has been filed in the Clerk’s office here; and I send you a copy’ of the part of it 
which relates to that point.

Proclamation by ZBV AG&H:GLB 


By the Governor of North Carolina a 
Proclamation 


Whereas it has become apparent to me and to all who are interested in the 
welfare of the State and who have any feelings of humanity for suffering among 
their fellow men, from cries which reach us from the poor in all sections of the 
land, that starvation will be the fate of many of our heretofore favored people, 
unless the crime of speculation in the necessaries of life can be arrested: And whereas, 
it is my bounden duty to protect the citizens of the State, of which I have to [sic] 
honor to be the Chief Magistrate, against the evils consequent upon this crime, 
for the utmost of my ability. 

Now, therefore, I, Zebulon B. Vance, Governor of North Carolina, do, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Council of State issue this Proclamation, 
forbidding all persons, for the space of thirty days from the date hereof, from 
exporting any of the following articles beyond the limits of the State, to wit, any 
Salt, Bacon, Pork, Beef, Corn, Meal, Flour, Wheat, Potatoes, Shoes, Leather, 
Hides, Cotton Cloth, and Yarn and Woolen Cloth. 

From this prohibition the following persons are to be exempted. All Quarter 
Masters and Commissary Agents of the Confederate Government and of any 
State of the Confederacy, exhibiting proper evidence of their official character— 

Also all agents of any County, District, Town or Corporation, of other States, 
who shall exhibit satisfactory proof of their Agency for the purchase of such 
articles, for public uses, or for distribution at cost and transportation and not for 
resale or profit. Also, all persons whether residents or non-residents of the State 
who may purchase any of said articles for their private use, of which, before the 
articles are removed, their oath before a Justice of Peace, may be taken as Evi- 
dence. The exception is to extend to Salt made by non-residents on the sea coast 
and in their own works and to cargoes entering a port of this State from abroad. 
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And of said Articles that may be stopped in transitu from our borders are to 
be confiscated to the use of the State. 

The Colonels of Militia throughout the State are enjoined to see that this 
Proclamation is enforced. I Earnestly appeal to all good citizens to sustain and 
aid me in carrying out the object this Proclamation is designed, as far as possible, 
to effect— 

In witness thereof Zebulon B. Vance, Governor, Captain General and Com- 
mander-in-Chief, hath signed these presents and caused the Great Seal of the 
State to be affixed 

Done at our city of Raleigh this the 13th. day of April, A.D. 1863 and in the 
year of our Independence the 87th.

Your letter! has been duly received. 

General Iverson? was appointed a Brigadier upon a strong recommendation 
from Genl. D. H. Hill endorsed by Gen. Jackson.’ 

Mr. Dortch and myself some time ago addressed to the Secy of War a strong 
protest against Gen Iverson’s appointment being made as a North Carolina, ap- 
pointment, inasmuch as he has never been a citizen of our State. I regret to say 
that the Secy’s reply has been highly unsatisfactory, persisting in continuing the 
nomination as made. 

We have heard of a good deal of dissatisfaction with Gen. I. but, so far as | 
am aware, it all rests upon rumor. Your own letter is the only exception, and 
that, you are aware, can hardly be of much use to us. I have for a long time been 
very indignant at the appointment of persons from other States to command Nor 
Ca Troops. But all our efforts so far have been unable to correct the evil—The 
reason is, that our recommendations for high military appointments are ignored 
altogether, and attention is given to nothing but the recommendations of the 
Generals. 

I agree entirely with what you say of Cols Hall* and Leventhorpe, and would 
be glad to aid in their promotion, if my aid were worth anything

On yesterday a load (four Bales, supposed to be about 200 bunches) of Cotton 
Yarn en route to Virginia markets came to Yanceyville, which in obedience /to/ 
your—proclamation I Seized and now hold subject to your order. The Said cotton 
was in the waggon and care of Bedford McCray but belonged to Geo. W Swepson 
of Alamance County, who I learn has been and is still Sending off to Virginia 
large quantities at enormous prices, and refuses to sell at home. This article is 
very much—needed in this County (as we have no Factory in this County) 
especially by the families of Soldiers. If it meet your approbation, it would be a 
great accommodation to sell the above article here at whatever price you may 
see fit to put upon it, which if you conclude to do, please let me know how to 
dispose of it & the price—-whether factory price or the price it sells at here, and 
also whether to Soldiers families alone or to the Citizens indiscriminately. Prob- 
ably it would be best to let Soldiers families have it at our price and Citizens 
another higher price. | hasten to write you concerning this matter as it is very 
probable that application will be made to you by the party to release said Cotton 
from my possession. 

There can be no doubt but that the owner of this Cotton has been and is still 
sending off large quanties to other markets than in N.C. at enormous prices. I 
learn that he expected $15 pr bunch for this lot, a part of which is to Farmville 
Va. and a part to Robt Swepson in Richmond who is agent to sell for said Geo 
W Swepson, the Consequence of which is that our people suffer for the want of 
it, as they are ashamed to asked these prices here & therefore will not sell at all 
Especially is this the case with the poorer clases of our soldiers families whose 
wives & Children are suffering & Shivering /while/ their husbands & fathers are 
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exposing their lives to defend our Country and its rights at only Eleven Dollars pr 
month. 

I am truly glad to see your proclamation and will Say it meets with the ap- 
probation of all I have heard speak of it, only it would have suited us better if it 
had not been limited to 30 days, but continued in force untill revoked when 
circumstances would admit, however you can renew it, or else the parties who it 
is intended to effect will only hoard up till the time expires. 

Pardon me for this lengthy communication.

The 2nd. Sec. of an ordinance of the Convention,! page 129, requires all State 
and County Revenue officers to receive Confederate Treasury notes in payment 
of all public dues. 

The late act of Congress relating to the funding of Confederate Currency, 
provides among other things, that all the issues, dated prior to Decr. 2nd. 1862, 
shall not be fundable after the 1st. day of August 1863. The object of this act is 
to induce the holders of this currency to fund it before the 1st. of August, because, 
after the 1st. of August, it would become less valuable than the new issues fund- 
able in 6 per cent bonds—and thereby diminish the circulation & cause the new 
issues to appreciate. I do not doubt that this act will tend to accomplish the 
objects intended to be effected, but I believe a vast amount of the old 8 per cent 
issue, will not be funded, and will become greatly depreciated below any other 
currency after the rst. Augt., if not entirely uncurrent. 

If these views are correct, it will follow that our taxes, due to the Treasury 
the rst. of Octr. next, will nearly all be paid in this poorest currency. 

Another reason why this State will be likely to have afloat, at the season when 
our Sheriffs are collecting the taxes, a large amount of this old currency, is that 
the Legislature of Virginia, by a recent act, has made only “The Confederate 
States non-interest bearing notes of the denominations of or over five dollars 
dated <dated> and issued on and after the 1 Apl 1863, <shall hereafter be> 
receivable in payment of taxes and other public dues to the State”. This act, by 
which the old issues are not receivable for public dues in Va, is in furtherance 
of the purpose of Congress [blotted] impairing the value of the old issues, and will 
throw many of them into circulation in this State, where they are still receivable 
in payment of public dues. 

I do not think there is any remedy for this evil, excepting by an act of the 
Legislature; and I therefore respectfully recommend that your Excellency con- 
vene the Council of State to consider of this matter

In the case of the State of North Carolina liabilities to Militia duty affords 
but a poor test of the question, which of her state and county officers can we 
spare for the Army of the Confederacy? because, under the Militia law of the 
State no man can ever be called beyond the limits of his own county for the purpose 
of doing Militia duty—The Code? (Ch. 70, S-8) gives to every county at least one 
regiment and provides (S-21) that the place for mustering this body shall be as 
near the centre of the district as possible. By section 36 (which is the only 
provision upon the subject) majors [major generals] and brigadier generals are to 
receive their respective corps only “by regiments”, ‘“‘at the usual place of regi- 
mental musters”. The last Militia Act (September 1861) does not affect these 
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provisions. The only question then which the State has decided in rendering 
certain of her County and general officers liable to Militia duty is—that there is 
nothing in the nature of their duties to prevent them from mustering some half- 
dozen times a year in their respective districts—leaving it to the good senses of 
the various court martials to excuse any such officer as might fail to attend a 
muster because of actual engagment in the duties of his office. It is plain that the 
question as to which of them can be spared for the confederate Army is one 
altogether different and that some officers should be exempted by the President 
under that head of the act of Congress which provides for special exemption “on 
account of necessity’— The Confederate government makes no point as to the 
propriety of changing an officer liable from his age to the Conscription act, for 
one not so liable. Very properly it leaves the selection of incumbents for necessary 
civil officers to the discretion & patriotism of the Several States. If the office be 
one necessary in the machinery of the State, no other question is asked and an 
exemption is granted for that highest of all reasons, recognized in the Act, viz— 
necessity— 

How far that necessity exists in North Carolina with reference to the offices 
of Constables, Coroners, County Trustees, Justices of the Peace and Registers 
will now be briefly inquired into. 

I Constables—Section 38 of the Constitution of North Carolina requires— 
“That there shall be a Sheriff, Coroner or Coroners and Constables in each 
county within this State” Accordingly the Code provides that of Constables 
there shall not be a greater number than one in each Captain’s district, with 
some slight exceptions therein mentioned. They give Bond in the sum of $4000 
and take an Oath of office. Their duties are well known. In all countries where 
the Common law prevails they are the principal and most effective peace officers 
& whatever may be said (and in some instances truly) of the character of the 
persons who fill this office in question—much of the good order and the security 
of English & American society has for centuries depended upon their exertions— 
The nature of their calling demands that they should be active young men, yet 
fully one third of them will be found beyond the age of 45 years. In addition to 
their common law duties, they are required in this State to attend upon trials of 
civil causes before magistrates—serving process & notices and summoning wit- 
nesses and afterwards enforcing the judgments: ch 24 of Code— 

II Coroners—the Section of the Constitution above cited includes Coroners. 
The Code provides that the County Courts, a majority of all the Justices in each 
County being present, shall (respectively) by a majority vote appoint one Cor- 
oner for each County, or if necessary more than one. He gives bond in $2000 
and takes an oath of office: when he succeeds to the duties of Sheriff he gives 
the same bond that the latter does. The Coroner is an officer well known to the 
Common law, honorable and of high antiquity. He holds inquest over persons 
suddenly dead and when it is found that one of these have been slain he sets in 
motion the machinery of justice. He serves all process that is directed against the 
Sheriff, and all process which the Sheriff from interest or other cause of unindif- 
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ferency cannot serve: and when there is no person properly qualified to act as 
Sheriff in any County the Coroner acts as Sheriff. His duties are therefore only 
occasional, but when required they are of the highest importance. The office is 
one quite indispensable. There are generally but one to a county, the exception 
being in a few of the most populous counties. They are generally men of middle 
age—often physicians, and it is probable there are not fifty of them in the State 
who are or will probably become liable to conscription—Code, ch. 25. 

(a) The above contains a brief summary of the position Constables and Cor- 
oners. It seems that upon the merit of the question they should be exempted. 
But besides this it deserves attention that the State which will be allowed to be 
the exclusive judge of what is necessary to preserve its peace, has required by a 
constitutional provision that there shall be Officers of these kinds in each county: 
and the effect of this declaration (as it could not be really) so has not even in 
appearances been affected by a declaration upon the part of the Legislature sub- 
jecting them to the performance of a military duty which is to be done exclusively 
within the limits of the respective counties. 

III County Trustees—These are the Treasurers of the respective Counties, 
receiving and disbursing every year from $5000 to $25000 applied to various 
purposes of County policy. The Code provides that there may be one in each 
County: power is reserved to the County Courts (a majority of the Justices in 
the County being present) to abolish this office and impose its duties &c upon 
the Sheriff. This has been done in several instances, but in general it is found 
impracticable for the Sheriff to discharge this Office in addition to his own. From 
the nature of the Office it is generally filled by men of mature years. Where it 
exists it is quite indispensable, and the competency of deciding in what cases it 
shall exist apart from the office of Sheriff resides exclusively (as must be admitted 
to be good policy) with the County Court constituted as above. The number 
liable to conscription must be very small—Code Ch:29. 

IV Registers—Of these there is one to each County. The office has existed in 
the State, at least since the year 1715. It is his business to keep a register of 
ordinary deeds, mortgages, trusts, bills of sale, & other similar instruments. Some 
of these have a validity for all purposes only from the time of registration and 
no instrument required to be registered can be given in evidence unless this has 
been done. The indispensableness of this Office can be seen at a glance. 

V Justices of the Peace. The Constitution (Sect 33) provides that Justices of 
the Peace shall be commissioned by the Governor upon recommendation by the 
General Assembly, and that they shall hold their office during good behaviour. 
There is no class of State officers, that upon the whole is more important than 
this—and here as in all other communities governed by the common law, it 
embraces a very great proportion of the wealth, intelligence and character of 
society. They exercise to some extent judicial, legislative and ministerial func- 
tions. They are single judges in actions of debt for amounts (in general) of $100, 
they try and decide cases of small infractions of police law: in their assemblies in 
the County Courts (a majority of their number within each county being present) 
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they elect various County officers, lay taxes and regulate their expenditure in 
providing for the poor, for bridges, the expense of Courts &c &c. Ministerially 
they perform a great variety of duties, under the revenue law of the State in 
administering its general police and other matters. Besides this they hold the 
County Courts as Judges, at least three being present. In this State the County 
courts have a large jurisdiction of civil and criminal causes [cases]: and the busi- 
ness done by them is very considerable. With a few exceptions, they have juris- 
diction of all civil causes, and can try and decide all criminal matters, the pun- 
ishment of which does not extend to life or limb. Any Magistrate in commission 
has a right to assist in holding the County Courts, and in some cases to be decided 
by a majority of his brethren—it is made his duty to do so. These courts sit 
quarterly. By the recent State law much of their civil jurisdiction has been sus- 
pended. An act of the last legislature allows one third of the number of Magistrates 
in any county the same power of acting which heretofore had required a majority. 
The number of Magistrates in this State is very considerable, perhaps as many as 
one in every twenty five of the voting population. It is supposed that from two 
thirds to three fourths of them are above the age of 45. A full proportion of them 
are in the ranks of the Volunteers from this State. Much remark has been in- 
dulged in as to the number of persons in the State who have been exempted 
from conscription solely on this account. The number of these has been greatly 
exaggerated. No one can be familiar with the spectacle of a meeting of the 
majority of the Magistrates in a county without bearing in mind how large a 
majority of those present are men of advanced and declining age. 

In considering the question whether the Magistrates shall be exempted from 
Conscription, it is not competent for the Executive Department of North Caro- 
lina to indulge in any private views, (even if he had them) as to the necessity 
for public ends of the present large number of these officers. The Constitution 
has given to him no right to criticise the manner in which the General Assembly 
has performed duties that are delegated to the latter. This instrument has vested 
the power of appointing Justices exclusively in the General Assembly. The duty 
of commissioning such as may be recommended is merely a ministerial one and 
has no discretion connected with its performance. In as much then as the Con- 
stitution has conferred on the General Assembly exclusive, the power of deciding 
how many magistrates are necessary in various counties every private citizen of 
the State and every other department of the Government is bound, in all public 
action, to believe that this power has been wisely bestowed and as wisely exe- 
cuted. Much more must the Executive, in all correspondence, or other business 
with exterior Governments act upon this as a presumption, juris et de jure.‘ It 
would be a matter of first offence for him or any other person, within or without 
the state, in any official transaction to question the good faith, wisdom, or any 
other circumstance of propriety that marks the deliberations or decisions of an- 
other Department of the State Government. Such a principle requires but to be 
mentioned in order to secure universal acquiescence. Under it is clear that all 
State Officers which by the Government of the State or any department thereof 
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(vested with the right of deciding) are declared to be necessary to carry out the 
various functions of the State Government—must be held to be thus necessary 
by all persons and authorities who are willing, in any case whatever to recognize 
and defer to the will of the State

I think that Infantry would be of little service in Moore County without the 
cooperation of Cavalry. I wish to send 25 horsemen and 50 Infantry.! 

This is however, a bad time to weaken my force. I learn that there are 100 
vessels now at Morehead City and that troops are pouring in /from/ Charleston. 
The Charleston Expedition is abandoned and Wilmington and the Rail Road 
are the next object of Yankee Cupidity. Genl. Longstreet wrote to me to ask you 
to call out the militia I don’t know that any good could result from it except the 
Exposure of the skulkers. The men staying at home now are consumers and non 
producers. They ought to be kicked into ranks by some means. One of your 
stirring appeals would do good. Your scathing rebuke of deserters and skulkers 
make even cowards blush. | fear that the discontent and demoralization of the 
troops have been mainly caused by unwise ebillitions of temper on the part of 
our local press. 

Would to God that our Editors could fight the common enemy and let their 
private quarrels lie over. If conquered by the Yankees our doom will be the most 
miserable known in history. There is no insult and no indignity which these 
infernal wretches will not inflict upon us 

I Earnestly hope that you will call out every able bodied man in the State, 
but especially that you will issue a Proclamation in regard to deserters and skulk- 
ers

I beg leave to ask your interference in regard to some irregularities connected 
with the execution of the Act of Conscription in this State. Maj Genl. D. H. 
Hill Comdg. this Dept. in his very commendable zeal to fill up the ranks of our 
Army has virtually superseded the enrolling officers. Numerous complaints are 
made to me that he arrests men and sends them direct to the Army without 
allowing the proper officers to pass upon their claims to exemption, as required 
by the act itself and the regulations of the Dept. thereon. 

In other instances it is complained that the exemptions furnished by Col. 
Mallett and his subordinates have been disregarded and the men forced into 
<into> service notwithstanding. As a matter coming within my own knowledge, 
I also beg leave to say that a number of men have been seized by Gen. Hill and 
conscribed, who were members of a State battalion raised under an act of Con- 
gress, by volunteers from counties within or near the enemy’s line, where the 
enrolling officers could not go to do their duty. | respectfully ask that these men 
should be returned to Captain Whitford! who commands the battalion, and as 
for other irregularities complained of I am clearly of opinion and so request, that 
the best way would be to comply with the law strictly in all respects—that all 
conscripts should pass through the hands of the proper enrolling officers alone 
And the military authorities should not be permitted to interfere with their 
duties, except simply to render aid when required in making arrests. This course 
would, I am confident, give greater satisfaction, be much better for the public 
good, and is besides, what we are entitled to at the hands of the Government

My Dear Sir 

I received your letter! a few days since and have had a fine and full interview 
with our delegation in reference to your position upon the conscript law and 
your correspondence with the department here on this subject and I have the 
pleasure to inform you that your course is approved and endorsed by our dele- 
gation and they will sustain you before their constituents. I rejoice that you have 
taken the bold and manly position you have assumed in this matter. It is just 
and proper in itself and absolutely necessary for the honor of our State. Our state 
has been snubbed and insulted by the official of this Government, until it has 
become intolerable and not to be borne any longer and has the effect to wake 
up our entire delegation, to the point of repelling with indignation any neglect 
of the rights of our state or of its citizens. The tendancy of things here is toward 
a consolodated military operation, ignoring all the rights of the states, and the 
truest and boldest men here in the advocacy of state rights, are the old line Whigs, 
who wish to preserve in tact, the constitution rights of both state and the Con- 
federate Governments. The extremist and ultra friends of state rights, appear to 
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have lost their resoning and are upon the wild idea of revolution, without com- 
pass and are drifting into the vortex of despotism. They shown high capacity for 
the destruction of the old government and now exhibit none for the construction 
of the new one. They succeeded in establishing the constitutional right of peace- 
able secession and recently in the senate they have attempted to organize and 
establish by law constitutional & legal nullification of any and all the powers of 
the Confederate Government, by the State Courts, by organizing the Supreme 
Court without the power of appellate jurisdiction from the State Courts. Fortu- 
nately, we were enabled in the House to defeat the bill for the present, but there 
is no hope of establishing the Supreme Court, without yielding to this miserable 
doctrine, while the senate is composed of its present members. I am disgusted 
with matters here and am greatly inclined not to be a candidate again—My 
situation here and at home is rather unpleasant for a public man. I am looked 
upon here by the peculiar friends of the administration with suspicion and con- 
sidered too sensitive and factious in all matters connected with my state and 
anxious to get up issues with the officials in their treatment towards our state 
and our citizens, and at home, if I may judge from the feelings of the last Legis- 
lature, and from the opinions of the [illegible] in my district I have not the con- 
fidence of the Conservative party of the state. In the remarks I had occasion to 
make in the presentation of the resolution of our General assembly, which | 
thought historicaly true and just, I excited some of our democratic members to 
take issue with me & was unsustained by the rest of our delegation. At the first 
session where the attempt was made to disarm our private citizens, when I at- 
tempted to indicate their rights by a call upon the President for his authority to 
do so I met with oposition from some of our delegation & support from some in 
a tangible [shape] But the unkindest cut of all, taking all things into considera- 
tion, was the action of the last Legislature in importing from another circuit that 
fellow Shipp’ for the judgeship over me & others of the circuit. I did not really 
want the judgeship, but when I found the manner in which things were managed 
in that matter by a Legislature composed of my party friends I felt indignant and 
now feel disgraced in the state and am here subject to the mortification of having 
my course in public affairs repudiated by my own state and party friends. I have 
really been so much depressed by it that I have taken but little part or interest 
in the matters of this session and feel like leting all public matters go to the D— 
and myself to private life I say this much to you, as a personal and political friend 
who knows me well and know the success I have rendered this same Conservative 
party and how little other gentlemen, (who have been promote[d]), have to boast 
of in that way—We are approaching the end of the session & have done but 
little for the public good save the refusal to extend the suspension of the writ of 
Habeas Corpus & to discourage & denounce martial law. We have passed a 
revenue law, which will be [practicaly] oppressive to our Western people and 
favourable to the land & slave interest I did not vote for it & intend to denounce 
it when necessary We are in the hands of the Cotton states and the grain & 
stock farming interest is to be sacrificed to their interest I have scarcely room to 
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express my entire & unqualified approval of your administration. Please give my 
regards to Mrs Vance

My dear Sir 

Permit me to call your attention to a matter of very great importance and 
which demands immediate action. I urged upon the Legislature as you may re- 
member to pass laws making it punishable to harbor conscripts & deserters or 
give them aid in any way. The Legislature through the influence of Mr [William 
A.] Graham, declined to do so, on the ground, that it was the province of Con- 
gress alone to provide for the enforcement of its own laws &c. This seems to be 
recognized among legal gentlemen here as the proper ground. Since the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature Chief Justice Pearson has decided in effect that it was 
not legal for the Governor to employ the Militia in arresting Conscripts and 
deserters—that Confederate officers alone could do so—The effect of these things 
has justified the fears which I entertained. Desertion is alarmingly on the increase 
and their friends and relations openly protect and feed them—The Army is 
loosing almost as many by desertions as it gains by conscription and I am in effect 
powerless. Now will not Congress take some action in the matter? What is re- 
quired is the passage of a short statute against all who harbor, feed or in any way 
aid men to evade the law or to escape capture: and to make some provision for 
employing the militia of the States, by request upon the Governors in making 
arrests &c &c. If this were done I could “clean out” North Carolina with my 
Militia and occasional help from the regular soldiers. Some compensation should 
be given to the Militia for their services.

Sir 

I received a message from you by Judge Ruffin! in regard to supplies for the 
Army and desiring to know if I could not turn over to the Confederacy the stores 
on hand belonging to the State. 

It affords me great pleasure to assure you that the crisis in regard to provisions 
in this State has passed over, and the conviction is now firm in all minds that 
there is not only enough but to spare. The passage of the impressment act and 
the near approach of a harvest which promises to be abundant, have brought to 
light many hoards that the fear of famine kept out of the market. 

The call for aid to the Army has met with a liberal response from our generous 
people and I trust all fears may be dismissed. 

The quantity of provisions on hand were not large belonging to N.C. They 
were purchased under authority of an Act of our Legislature to prevent suffering 
in the families of soldiers and consequent disquiet and desertion in the Army. 
The demand has been much less than I expected, and in a few weeks I shall be 
able to see what can be dispensed with. I hope to be able to turn over some 
250,000 lbs bacon and some Corn to the Confederacy. Precisely how much I can 
not now say. The purchases of Govt. Agents can also be increased when the 
State and most of private individuals cease to be in the market

From the best information to be obtained it seems now pretty /certain/ that 
the enemy has abandoned further attempts upon Charleston and will direct his 
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attention principally to the invasion of North Carolina during this season. I 
desire to say that the coast of North Carolina is very poorly defended indeed. 
The Roanoke, the Tar and the Neuse,! embracing the richest corn growing region 
of the State, upon which the Army of Genl Lee has been subsisting for months, 
have no heavy Artillery for their defence. The attack on Washington? recently 
failed through the defect of artillery and the very alarming inferiority of the 
ammunition. I very much fear that region will not be planted, so disheartning is 
the prospect of defense. One fifth of the care taken in rendering Charleston 
impregnable would be well bestowed in strengthening the defences of Wilming- 
ton, which are now confessedly weak. It is a point equally important in a military 
view, in every respect, and calls as loudly for the protection of the government, 
and yet nearly all the heavy guns of the Confederacy seem to have been sent to 
Charleston, and other points are left to take the chances. An attack upon Wil- 
mington by half the number of iron clads which assaulted Charleston would be 
equivalent to the capture of the city—Can nothing be done to strengthen that 
point? 

From Roanoke Island to the late seige of Washing[ton] the history of the War 
has been a succession of calamities in North Carolina which none but the un- 
generous and untruthful can charge to a want of bravery and patient endurance 
on the part of her people. I shall not pretend to say that our defence is inten- 
tionally neglected, but that it is very poorly provided for is a fact too patent to 
deny and that it can be better provided for, I hope is true—from the fact which 
I am assured is true—that every sea port in our possession is stronger than Wil- 
mington. It is discouraging to know this when we consider what North Carolina 
has done for the cause in men and means. We certainly ought to fare no worse 
than our Sisters. | am again called on by Genl. Hill to call out the Militia. 
Considering that our white male population is already taken to the age of forty, 
that nearly twenty of our richest counties have been stripped of their slaves, that 
over 1500 are yet at work on the fortifications, it seems a physical impossibility 
to prevent a famine should all the balance of our labor be abstracted from the 
farms in the middle of the planting season. Yet I could call them out with less 
reluctance and put raw plowman to contend with iron clad ships of war with less 
regret, if 1 were honestly convinced that every thing possible to do, had been 
done, and that such a course was unavoidable. What the precise resources of the 
Ordnance Department are, of course I do not know. But may I hope, that now 
that the attack upon Charleston is over, the defences of Wilmington and na- 
vagable rivers of this state will receive the Earnest attention of the War Dept., 
and the requisitions of the Generals in command will meet with every possible 
fulfillment? Permit me to assure you in the candor which I usually employ in 
addressing /you/ that an earnest & vigorous effort to defend these exposed points 
would work a most happy effect in the dissatisfied public mind of this people

Dear Governor 
Yours of 23d. inst.! is rec’d. I anticipated your letter by paying the $1400 on 
the Cotton debt. I charge no fee. What I did cost me little trouble, and I did it 
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as a favor to you and others. You & your co-sureties, however, have been saved 
at least $700 if not $1000 by the sale at this particular juncture.? I feel sure no 
such opportunity would have been again presented. If I had desired to purchase 
the establishment for printing purposes, $500 is the most I would have given; for 
the press is an old one and has been very much abused, and as for the type, there 
was not enough remaining to print a 7x9—in brief the office was a total wreck. 
The thieving boys about town had broken into the office and stolen nearly all 
the job-type, rules, composing sticks—and a great deal of the text-type in printing 
a paper—and the balance was in a most perfect state of pi.) But the government 
is rich—in shin plasters—and could well afford to pay a large price for type- 
metal—to make “gudgeons”—“to catch whales”, I suppose.— 

You say you hear that [Allen T.] Davidson, Love,* [Bayles M.] Edney, & myself 
will all be candidates for Congress.—I can only speak for myself. I have said to 
some of my friends that I would serve, provided I should not sufficiently improve 
to return to the army. I abandoned that hope some time since and have resigned 
my commission. I may, therefore, be considered a candidate. I wrote Davidson 
some time ago that I would be a candidate, and requested him to write me 
tendering the matter. He did write me and stated that he knew of no gentleman 
he would sooner support than myself, subject to the condition that he did not 
run himself. He did not say this in terms, but such I took to be the purport of 
his letter. He said he did not care much about running, but he was in the hands 
of his friends and his being a candidate or not depended upon their wishes. Thus 
the matter stands, so far as he & myself are concerned. You say Davidson & | 
“must comp’—that Davidson being the incumbent is entitled to consideration 
&c. A compromise in a matter of this kind can be made only by the withdrawal 
of one <party or the> of the parties in favor of the other. The question then is, 
which of us shall withdraw? The only answer to this question /is/ who is the 
stronger man before the people? This latter question being properly answered, 
the matter is determined. It would become neither Mr. Davidson nor myself to 
answer this question. Then who is to decide? Shall a convention of our friends 
be holden? I think it would be unwise and impolitic at this time, or at any time, 
pending the war, /to hold/ a convention to decide upon the status of different 
candidates. The soldiers in the service could have no voice in the matter and it 
would be unjust to them. It is true a few of our friends, the prominent men of 
the Conservative Party, might hold a consultation in reference to the matter. 
But such a commission would be a delicate matter to them and they might be 
influenced by partialities; so that the result of their consultation might be un- 
satisfactory to the candidate elected to withdraw his name and distasteful to the 
people at home or the soldiers in the Army.— 

Upon the whole, therefore, | have concluded to test my strength with the 
votes of the district. | may be considered fairly in the field. Mr Davidson says he 
<n> is not yet a candidate. Upon the matter of being “horned of’, | am the ox 
more likely to be gored than friend Davidson, who admits that he is undecided 
whether to become a candidate or not. The accident of his being the incumbent 
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does not, in my estimation, of itself, entitle Mr. Davidson to peculiar consider- 
ation.— 

If there is such a thing as gratitude in this degenerate age, | think I could 
without impropriety make an appeal to some of my friends to give me the weight 
of their influence on this the only occasion I have ever asked anything at their 
hands. But I shall make no special appeal. What I have done in time past was 
done from the promptings of duty. What sacrifices | made were made cheerfully— 
with no view to a quid pro quo.—l have learned by experience, that if one does 
not paddle his own canoe, the same will not be paddled at all_— 

Popularities in times like these are deceptive—he that floats on the top of the 
waves of popular favor to-day may with all his hopes and aspirations be submerged 
to rise no more tomorrow, however well he thinks he may be watching his corks. 

As for Love and Edney, neither of them can make anything like a decent 
showing. Love is making a few friends, as one of the board of Examination of 
Conscripts by exempting well men from conscription and by playing the petty 
demagogue generally in the district. But original secession sticks to him like the 
shirt of Nessus.’ Edney is not /worth/ penning a paragraph about. He came home 
a week or two ago and told the people that he had induced the President to 
suspend the execution of the Conscription act West of the mountains. But the 
publication of the Sec of War’s letter to yourself® has given him the lie direct. 
The people are now cursing him. Had he succeeded, the thing would have given 
him no strength in the army, for as you very well know the soldiers are exceed- 
ingly anxious to have the Conscription act rigidly executed and enforced while 
it would have done him little good at home.— 

I was unjust to myself at the commencement of the war by volunteering so 
soon, or I might have obtained a better military position. While my precipitancy 
was the cause of my not obtaining a military position, yet | am inclined to think 
I may be able to turn my mistake to advantage. So far as | know I was the first 
man West of the Blue Ridge that volunteered—I went in as a private and served 
as a private, and I continued in the service until I was disabled in battle—it is 
true my position was an humble one in rank—so much the better with the people, 
particularly with the soldiers—Verbum Sap’ &c 

I am here at home with nothing to do—there is no law business. | wouldnt 
speculate had I the means to do it. Nearly all our friends have some position 
now but poor me. I am a cripple for life. What shall I do? I would not knowingly 
endanger the cause of conservatism—for | am an eternal enemy to original se- 
cession and desire it to be put under foot and kept there, as I think it will be. If 
others come into the field & cause our defeat, I could say to them as Macbeth 
addressed the ghost of Banquo—“Thou canst not say, I did it” &c. 

I have written you freely, dear Vance, and what I have written I wish you to 
regard as confidential. Of course I would like to receive the suggestion of friends 
and am willing to give their advice and counsel due consideration. | do not mean 
to say that my purpose to serve is like the laws of the Nudes and Persians.® If I 
had some good berth in the army, I would much prefer remaining in the service 
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during the war. But I know of no position I could likely get. The North Carolina 
delegation, I learn, have recommended me to the President for the position of 
one of the members of a Corps Court Martial. But I doubt whether I will be 
appointed. I shall be happy to hear from you.—

In consequence of sickness in my family, I left Richmond last friday (yesterday 
week). 

Early in the Session I introduced a resolution instructing the Committee on 
the Judiciary to enquire into the necessity of amending & making more stringent 
the laws in regard to harboring deserters &c. The Committee thought further 
legislation unnecessary & so the matter ended. I fear we shall have serious dif- 
ficulties in some sections of the State in regard to the matter. On being informed 
of your demand that State officers should not be conscripted, I immediately called 
on Genl Raines & insisted that your wishes should be complied with. I procured 
a copy of your letter & laid it before the Committee on Military Affairs, having 
charge of the exemption bill. I have not been informed whether any exemption 
bill has passed since I left. I judge, however, that your demand will be complied 
with. Your Brother [Robert B. Vance] was confirmed Brigadier before I came home.

I would beg leave to call the attention of the Commanding General to /the/ 
state of affairs that exist in the N.C. Regts of this Army, and the crimes which 
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in my opinion have brought it about. I think I am safe in saying that at least two 
hundred men have deserted from the Twenty /four/ Regts in this corps, within 
the last thirty days. This Sir I fear is not the worst of it for unless some prompt 
means <means> be taken to arrest those already deserted, and severe punish- 
ment be inflicted after they shall be caught, the matter will grow from bad to 
worse. In my humble opinion the whole trouble lies in the fact that they believe, 
when they get into N.C., they will not be molested, and their belief is based 
upon the dictums of Judge Pearson, Chief Justice of the State in a recent trial of 
persons who killed some militia officers while in the discharge of their duties.! I 
have not seen the Judge’s proceedings in the case but our men are of the opinion 
that he held that the Conscript Law was unconstitutional, and hence they draw 
the conclusion, that enrolled conscripts will not only be justified in resisting the 
Law but that those who have /been/ held in service by the Law, will not be 
arrested when <the> they desert. This conclusion is bourne out by the facts. | 
have heard from a reliable gentleman that conscripts & deserters go unmolested 
in Yadkin Co. N.C. and Sgt G[rase] of my Brigade, who has just returned, was 
told by the Militia /officers/ of that County, that they should not arrest any more 
deserters in the face of Judge Pearson’s holding, unless protected by the Govern- 
ment, and the boldness of the deserters there, proves that they are acting up to 
their word. Letters are received by the men, urging them to leave, that [they] will 
not be troubled when they get home. 

It would strike me that the holding alluded to, being only the individual dictum 
of one of the three Judges, could be binding only in that particular case. 

What I have stated concerning Yadkin I fear holds good elsewhere & unless 
some check is put upon it, will work great and serious injury to the cause. I would 
suggest that a Regt. be sent to that section of the state to arrest deserters. Any 
efforts to apprehend them between here & home, must be only partial at best, 
& when we get on the march totally impracticable. Unless something is done & 
quickly, serious will be the result. Our Regts will waste away more rapidly than 
they ever have by battle. 

In writing the above I wish to be just to my State & must say that /l think 
too many/ troops of /other/ states of the Confederate States would act as ours 
are, if they thought they could with safety. | am anxious that my State & her 
troops shall not lofs]se the credit they have so justly earned in this war, by the 
conduct of a few bad men.

some 250,000 lbs. of bacon and some corn to the Confederate Government, in 
a few weeks. 
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In reply it affords me great pleasure to acknowledge with grateful appreciation 
this liberal and patriotic offer. The stores will be received whenever your Excel- 
lency deems they can be judiciously transferred, at such appraisement prices as 
may be fixed by the Assessor appointed under the late Act of Congress, for your 
State. You will add to the obligation by giving this Department timely notice of 
the time and place of such contemplated delivery, so that the supplies may be 
duly cared for and forwarded. 

I am happy to hear of the restored confidence of the people of your State in 
the sufficiency of their supplies for home consumption, although I may not agree 
with you as to all the reasons that you state as inducing it. The real scarcity was 
confined to a few districts, but by the unwonted inflation of the currency and 
the exaggerated apprehensions inspired by the invasion of the enemy, the con- 
viction prevailed that it was very general. The alarm, however, caused extraor- 
dinary exertion on the part of all really without supplies to provide themselves, 
and now the truth begins to be realized, that your extensive and fertile State 
cannot be easily reduced to serious want. The relief from such apprehension, 
however unfounded, is a source of great and just satisfaction, and must be spe- 
cially grateful to your Excellency whose exertions have contributed largely to 
relieve the public mind.

A Proclamation 


Whereas, I have learned with great pain that there have been latterly nu- 
merous desertions from the ranks of our gallant army and that there are many 
persons in the country who incite and encourage these desertions and harbor 
and consceal these misguided men at home, instead of Encouraging Them to 
return to duty: 

Now therefore I, Zebulon B. Vance Governor of the State of North Carolina, 
do issue this my proclamation commanding all such evil disposed persons to desist 
from such base, cowardly and treasonable conduct, and warning them that they 
will subject themselves to indictment and punishment in the civil courts of the 
Confederacy as well as to the everlasting contempt and detestation of all good 
and honorable men. Certainly no crime could be greater, no cowardice more 
abject, no treason more base, than for a citizen of the State, enjoying its privileges 
and protection without sharing its dangers; to persuade those who have had the 
courage to go forth in defence of their country, vilely to desert the colors which 
they have sworn to uphold, when a miserable death or a vile, skulking and 
ignominious existence must be the inevitable consequence: no plea can excuse 
it. The father or the brother who does it should be shot instead of his deluded 
victim, for he deliberately destroys the soul and manhood of his own flesh and 
blood. And the same is done by him who harbors and conceals the deserter— 
For who can respect either the one or the other? What honest man will ever 
wish or permit his own brave sons or patriotic daughters, who bore their parts 
with credit in this great struggle for independence to associate, even to the third 
and fourth generation with the vile wretch who skulked in the wood, or the still 
viler coward who aided him, while his bleeding country was calling in vain for 
his help? Both are enemies, sneaking, mean enemies to their country, before 
whom our open foes will be infinitely preferred. Both are foes to their own kin- 
dred and noble countrymen who are electryfying the world by their gallant deeds, 
& pouring out their blood upon the field of battle to protect those very men who 
are sapping the vitals of our strength. And woe unto you, deserters and aiders 
and abettors when peace being made and independence secured, these brave 
comrades whom ye deserted in the hour of their trial shall return honored and 
triumphant to their homes! Ye that hide your guilty faces by day and prowl like 
outlaws about by night, robbing the wife and mother of your noble defenders, of 
their little means, while they are far away facing the enemy, do you think ye can 
escape a just and damning vengeance when the day of reckoning comes. And ye 
that shelter, conceal and feed these miserable depredations and stimulate them 
to their infernal deeds, think you that ye will be spared? Nay: rest assured, ob- 
serving and never failing eyes have marked you, Every one-——And when the 
overjoyed wife welcomes once more her brave and honorable husband to his 
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home, and tells him how in the long years of his absence in the lonely hours of 
the night, you who had been his comrades rudely entered her house, robbed her 
and her children of their bread and heaped insult and indignities upon her de- 
fenceless head, the wrath of that heroic husband will make you regret in the 
bitterness of your cowardly terror that you were ever born. Instead of a few 
scattered militia, the land will be full of veteran soldiers, before whose honest 
faces you will not have courage to raise your eyes from the Earth. If permitted to 
live in the State at all you will be infamous. You will you will be hustled from 
the polls, kicked in the streets, an honest jury will not believe you on oath, and 
honest men everywhere will shun you as a pestilence, for he who lacks courage 
and patriotism can have no other good quality or redeeming virtue. Though many 
of you rejected the pardon heretofore offered you, and I am not authorized to 
promise it, yet | am assured no man will be shot who shall voluntarily return to 
duty. This is the only chance to redeem yourselves from the disgrace and igno- 
miny which you are incurring. Again our troops have met the Enemy and a great 
and glorious victory has been won. But several thousand of our Soldiers fell in 
achieving it for us. Every man is needed to replace the gallant dead, and preserve 
an unbroken front to our still powerful Enemy. Unless desertion is prevented our 
strength must depart from our armies and desertion can never be stopped while 
either through a false & mistaken sympathy or downright disloyalty, they receive 
any countenance or protection at home. | therefore appeal to all good citizens 
and true patriots in the State to assist my officers in arresting deserters and to 
frown down all those who aid and assist them. Place the brand upon them and 
make them feel the scorn and contempt of our outraged people. Unless the good 
and the patriotic all over the land arise as one man to arrest this dangerous evil, 
it will grow until our Army is well nigh ruined. The danger of starvation having 
happily passed away—the approaching and apparently bounteous harvest giving 
evidence of ample supplies for the coming year—our great army in Virginia again 
jubilant over a mighty victory—I am well assured that our danger now lies in 
the disorganization produced by desertion—You can arrest it my countrymen if 
you will but bring to bear the weight of a great, a patriotic and united community 
in aid of your authorities

It was quite rainy during April and I did not make as much Salt as I would 
had the weather been more favorable—The present month promises very well 
now, and I hope this months report will be much better. 

The extreme high prices of Provisions &c—has compelled me to advance the 
price of Salt to $6—per bushel since the first instant. 

Col. [Robert] Strange of the 22d. Regt. N.C.M.—informs me that according 
to his constructions of the late act of the Legislature my employees will not be 
exempt from Militia duty—unless by special orders from you. 

Will you be kind enough to <in> forward the orders to him immediately so 
that I will not be troubled in the matter.

Lt. Ireland presented the sword to me, and I, 
deeming it a tribute due to my State, have ventured to forward it to you, to be 
placed amongst the trophies of the War at our Capital. Lt. Ireland was one of 
the hundreds of heroes that fought under my command on that memorable day. 
I feel proud in being the commander of such troops. To give you some idea of 
the desperate gallantry shown by my Brigade, it lost about 750 out of little more 
than twice that number. The 13th. also captured a stand of colors. You must not 
draw invidious distinctions between my regiments because of these trophies, be- 
cause where /they/ all fought /so/ well it would be difficult to say which fought 
best.

ZBV to Jefferson Davis AG&H:GLB

I recieve information from our generals in the field that desertion is alarmingly 
on the increase in the Army, and have called upon me to use my exertions to 
check it so far as | could among the troops from North Carolina. 

Since my assumption of office my best energies have been faithfully addressed 
to this matter and not without some success. But many difficulties have inter- 
posed. In the first place I found great difficulty in organizing a raw and inexpe- 
rienced Militia so as to make them efficient in arresting armed soldiers, their 
neighbors, friends and kindred. After getting this organization into some shape, 
a rencounter between a squad of my Officers and some deserters and conscripts 
took place in Yadkin County, in which two of the former were killed. The slayers 
were arrested, placed in prison, obtained a writ of Habeas Corpus, returnable 
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before Chief Justice Pearson who discharged the prisoners on the ground that 
the Governor, in the absence of express enactment, had no authority to arrest 
deserters and conscripts, which pertained to the Confederate Authorities alone, 
and therefore these men have committed no offence in resisting an unauthorized 
arrest &c. I had previously applied to the Legislature for authority to arrest de- 
serters and to pass a law making it penal to harbor and conceal them, which was 
declined on much the same grounds as those assigned by The Chief Justice, to 
wit, that it was the business of Congress to provide for the execution of its own 
laws &c. I then applied to Congress by a suggestion to Mr Dortch Senator from 
this State, who informed me that Congress had also declined to take action in 
the matter, for what reason | do not know. 

Balked thus on all my attempts, about to incur the imputation of exceeding 
my rightful authority, and risking my Militia to be shot down with impunity, I 
could but revoke my orders, and substituted merely a command that they should 
aid the Confederate Officers as a posse when requested. In the meantime news 
of Judge Pearson’s decision went abroad to the Army in a very exaggerated and 
ridiculous form, soldiers were induced to believe that it declared the conscript 
law unconstitutional and that they were entitled, if they came home to the 
protection of their civil authorities—Desertion, which had been temporarily 
checked, broke out again worse than before. Letters from Genl. D. H. Hill and 
Brig. Genl. W. D. Pender and others were received imploring me to take some 
steps to stop this fearful evil and restore the efficiency of the Army. My own 
observation convinced me of the importance of their suggestions, and though 
not concurring with them in their estimate of my ability to remedy the evil, I 
yet resolved to do all in my power. I have therefore reissued my orders to the 
Militia, have called out considerable bodies of them to guard the roads, ferries 
&c and issued a proclamation appealing to the people to assist me in the arrest 
and return of deserters and to the extent of my power shall strive to repress this 
fearful danger. Inasmuch as you have power to call out the Militia of the Con- 
federacy for certain purposes, and as no one denies your right to arrest deserters 
from the armies of which you are Commander in Chief, would it not give validity 
to my action if I proceeded under your request or requisition? I do not know 
what steps have been taken by other Southern Governors in this matter, and it 
would seem invidious to make a requisition alone upon North Carolina for the 
militia for this purpose, as implying that there were more desertions from this 
State than any other, which I hope and believe is not true, except in so far as 
our troops are nearer to their homes and therefore more tempted than those 
further South. I refer of course to our Armies in Va and N.C. those in the South 
and West I know nothing about. Even this should not however stand in the way 
of my rendering all possible aid to the Confederacy if necessary that it should be 
done. 

But if you could fall upon some arrangement with the States, all of them by 
which their militia could be legally employed in this service, I know that its 
results would be most happy in this State, and I doubt not equally so in the 
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others. | need not argue the matter, knowing a statement of the facts will be 
sufficient—In this connection I beg leave also to say, that having made arrange- 
ments to capture and restore deserters, it is also equally or decidedly more im- 
portant, rather to remove, as far as possible the causes which move our troops to 
quit their colors. I do not believe that one case in a hundred is caused by disloy- 
alty—have no apprehensions whatever on that score. Home sickness, fatigue, 
hard fare &c have of course much to do with it. The promise of the law of 
Conscription, that the[y] should have furloughs, which has never been redeemed 
is one principal cause beyond a doubt. They invariably offer this excuse when 
arrested. 

How this can be removed and this promise redeemed in the present exigencies 
of the service, I am of course unable to see. Another great cause—in fact almost 
the only one assigned by the last class of conscripts, is that they were refused 
permission to enter the regiments of their choice with their neighbors and rela- 
tions. Large numbers actually threaten to desert before they leave camp and 
generally make good their threats. | have had the honor to urge this matter upon 
your attention on a former occasion, and I am now fully convinced that the 
service loses in attempting to fill up certain regiments first, without regard to the 
wishes of the Conscripts. The remedy is plain here, and we should no longer 
neglect it. 

Pardon this long letter, far exceeding I fear, your ability to read, during the 
exacting pressure of the great events by which your time is engaged and believe 
me to be

The recent demonstrations of the enemy at Vicksburg have probably entirely 
cut off our supply of wool from Texas. 

This being so, unless the small quantities throughout the state, are gathered 
up, and saved, the mills will stop in a short time, and our soldiers will be naked. 
This is a natural and unavoidable result. 
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The best and almost the only way I can devise to gather up this wool, which 
is mostly in small lots, in the hands of families who are keeping it for their own 
use, is to exchange cotton yarns for it. Preparations are already making for this 
thing by mill owners from other states. 

Now if you will assist by furnishing the yarns, it is confidently believed that 
enough wool can be obtained to keep our army clothed through the coming fall & 
winter otherwise I see no possible way it can be done. The matter is before you 
Gentlemen in all its consequences. 

Thankfull for the generous assistance which most of you have heretofore given 
this Department I feel confident that your patriotism and public spirit will not 
fail now—

Governor: 

There is a prospect now, that the ring-leaders of the outbreak on Laurel in 
Madison County will be captured, including William Shelton. One of them was 
brought to jail two days ago. I do not think it advisable to ask you to order a 
Court of Oyer & Terminer for their trial. I think it most prudent to delay this 
until the regular term of the Supr. Court. It may be necessary to remove the case 
from Madison Co. I am informed, that the Military authorities have allowed Col. 
James A. Keith to resign his office, and that too, without any trial for, or inquiry 
into, the alleged Murder of thirteen prisoners in Laurel, by his immediate Com- 
mand. Am I correctly informed on this matter? I suppose you are advised. If he 
has not been tried for this offence, he ought to be held to answer for it before 
our County. He is now at large in Madison County and a highly respectable 
citizen just from the County, informs me that it is suspected that he will decamp 
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to a point beyond the reach of the civil or any other arm in this country. If no 
action has been taken against him for the alleged crime, it is important that he 
be arrested at once and held to answer for his crimes according to law. 

If you can, please advise me, whether J am correctly informed or not, and 
make such suggestions touching the matter as you deem advisable. I shall pros- 
ecute the “Laurel Men,” vigorously and he must share the same fate, if no action 
has been taken against him.

Colonel: 
I am directed by the Superintendent to furnish for your information and guid- 
ance the following decision of the Secretary of War: 


To Bureau of Conscription:— 

The report submitted by you, of the case of John W. [N.] Irwin [Irvin] decided 
by Mr. Chief Justice Pearson in a Writ of Habeas Corpas, has been considered 
by the Department. The act of April 16, 1862, To, (Conscription Act) provides, 
“that persons not liable for duty may be received as substitutes for those who are, 
under such regulations as may be prescribed by the Secretary of War.” 

The regulations made by the War Department are usually promulgated in 
orders. In Genl. Orders No. 64, (8th. Sept.) the Secretary decided that “a sub- 
stitute becoming liable to conscription, renders his principal also liable, unless 
exempt on other grounds.” Again, in General Orders No. 82 (3rd. of Nov. 1862) 
it was published that, “In all cases in which a substitute becomes subject to 
military service, the exemption of the principal by reason of the Substitution 
shall expire.” These regulations of the War Department on the subject of sub- 
stitutes are manifestly within the scope of the power confided by Congress, and 
form a part of the condition upon which every substitute is received. No substi- 
tute could have been received otherwise, than as subject to the regulations thus 
prescribed by the War Department. 

In the absence of any regulation the same conclusion would result from a just 
construction of the legislation of Congress. The conscription act proceeds upon 
the principle that the State may summon all classes of citizens to the common 
defence, and in the present instance it authorized the President “To call out” 
and “put in” the service all those of a class specified in the act, that Congress 
did not exempt. The oth. section of the act authorized the conscript to avail 
himself of the service of the non-conscript for his relief under such regulations 
as the War Department might prescribe, by engaging him as a substitute. That 
the principle on which the legislation of Congress is founded, might not be 
impaired, and that the State should have the services of all for the common 
defence, it would seem to follow that where the liability of the substitute to 
perform military service arose under an act of Congress, and he was no longer 
exempt from military duty, that his faculty of relieving his principal must ter- 
minate. 
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The opinion of Mr. Ch. Justice Pearson is not regarded by the Department as 
a sound exposition of the act of Congress, and you will not regard it in your 
official action as such.

You may rest assured General that 
North Carolina is proud of her sons in the noble army of Northern Virginia, and 
never had she greater occasion to be so than since the recent great battle in 
which they have so gallantly and conspicuous a past. I would it were in my power 
to tell them of the pride and admiration with which the whole state regards their 
noble men whose intrepid columns have so often driven back the tide of battle 
and swept the fields with fire, and with what great and unfeigned sorrow we 
mourn the gallant dead! So great was the slaughter and so noble the victories 
that we almost feel the sadness of defeat. May God continue his blessing upon 
our Soldiers. I send you a few copies of my recent proclamation which | hope 
may be of service. Would be pleased to have copies of your official reports for 
publication

stating that you have been informed that the C & So. Ca R R has not respected 
your proclamations forbidding the exportations of certain articles from the state

While I did not concur in the opinion that the constitution vested in the 
Governor of North Carolina the power to enforce the several proclamations 
issued on this subject, | nevertheless appreciated the motives & objects in view 
and endeavored to enforce their provisions as far as consistent with all my rela- 
tions regarding the wants & dependence of our people upon the grain of a neigh- 
boring state I accordingly instructed the agent of the Road to ship from the state 
only in conformity to the exceptions of the proclamations. This I believe he has 
substantially carried into effect The instances have been numerous under the 
exceptions of the proclamations when the military authorities agents of towns 
counties or private parties for their own consumption purchased & shipped 

In several instances producers—not speculators have been permitted to ship 
on the express understanding that the freight was to be exchanged for or proceeds 
invested in corn or salt to be returned to the state In my absence there may have 
been shipments of which I was not aware While this has been my policy in 
carrying into effect your proclamations, more than five loads of other freights— 
chiefly corn were daily arriving in the state from So. Ca for every one going out 
of prohibited articles /under the exceptions or otherwise/ Concurring fully in 
your patriotic purpose to cheapen subsistance and with every disposition to con- 
form to your views & policy the subject has been one of much embarrassment 
to me. Situated near the border of the state & controling a Road constructed by 
private enterprise, which has created much mutual dependence in the commer- 
cial relations of the citizens of diferent states, greatly increased by the troubles 
of this Country I have encountered complaints from the citizens of both states 
on this subject. 

| have again today renewed my instructions to Mr. Martin agent to ship out 
of the state no articles forbidden by the recent proclamation 
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Shall be pleased to receive any suggestions from you on this subject and while

After many unavoidable delays and dissapointments I have at last succeeded 
in obtaining a loan of money for the State from Mess. Alexr. Collie & Co." of 
London & Manchester, which has enabled Col. Crossan? to purchase a Steamer 
and me a portion of the goods required by the State. The loan or advancement 
made by them is predicated upon the Sale of Cotton at 5 pence Sterling per 
pound. The accompanying papers and documents? will fully explain the nature 
of the transactions terms &c. I consider the Sale as proposed, at least 12 1/2 
perct. better for the State, than the terms made by the Govt. at Richmond with 
Mess. Erlanger & Co.4 

To enable me to carry the negotiations through successfully I found it nec- 
essary to agree to deposit here, Bonds of the State to the Amount of $1,500,000 
as collateral Security without doing so I could not have effected the object of 
my mission. it will be necessary therefore to send me as soon as practicable the 
additional amount of say $1,000,000 until that shall have been done I fear I will 
be unable to command money to make further purchases 

Col. Crossan will take out with him from 100 to 120 tons assorted merchan- 
dise, which will leave of what has now been bought I suppose about 150 tons 
that I expect to ship by a sailing vessel to Bermuda to be there in time for Col. 
Crossans second cargo— 

You will see that I have also agreed to obtain from you a specific and express 
ratification of my acts in all matters and engagements touching the Sale of the 
Cotton &c, all of which I hope may meet your approbation. 

At sametime I have to ask you to send me another commission the one | 
brought with me has by some means been misplaced it cannot be found amongst 
my papers or with the attorney in whose hands I at one time placed it I had 
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retained a copy of it which I have had attested but as many of those who will 
buy the cotton would prefer to see the original have promised that it shall be 
forth comming, that the same words may be used I send a copy. 

Col. Crossan and Capt. Hughes? will explain the difficulties and delays that 
has had to be encountered in making negotiations &c. hoping all may prove 
Satisfactory

I am applied to every day to know if the negroes at work under your command 
cannot be returned to their owners— 

The time for which they were sent down has long since expired and you know 
how very greatly their services are required on the farms. Besides there is always 
great dissatisfaction when they are kept longer than they were told at the start. 
It would almost prove ruinous to Keep them after the wheat harvest begins which 
will be early in June. Reports have from time to time reached me that they were 
Employed in cleaning out the town and waiting on the officers. I directed Adjt. 
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Genl. Fowle to write and ask if this was true and have received no reply. Of 
course you must be aware that negroes could not be taken from the fields for 
such purposes

Col. P. Mallett Comdg. Conscripts for this State has sent me a copy of a letter! 
from your office in reference to a late decision of Chief Justice Pearson in the 
case of Irvin on Habeas Corpus concluding as follows. “The opinion of Mr cheif 
Justice Pearson is not regarded by the Dept. as a sound exposition of the act of 
Congress and you will not regard it in your official actions as such.” 

I do not propose to review the argument by which this conclusion was arrived 
at—A mere statement of the case would seem sufficeint reply. But I wish to 
inform you or rather /to/ remind you, that although the War Department may 
not be bound by the decision of the State Courts, Yet the Executive of that State 
is. Being sworn to execute the laws and the laws being expounded by the Courts, 
an attempt on the part of Confederate officers to seize Citizens in defiance of 
their decisions in the absence of a Supreme Court to decide between the parties, 
might lead to unpleasant and unprofitable consequences. It is certainly no fault 
of this Government that there exists no competent tribunal to decide these issues. 
And it is certainly not unreasonable for the State of North Carolina to object 
when a decision of its cheif Justice is ordered to be disregarded by a Department 
of the Confederate Government invested with no judicial powers whatever. Hop- 
ing and beleiving that you will not compel any resort to such unpleasant steps 
as might result from an adherence to such instructions as those received by Col.

Dear Sir, 

I have received your letter of 13th. inst! and fully appreciate your efforts to 
check the alarming increase of desertion which threatens such danger to our 
cause. 

Orders were long since issued for meeting one of the evils you mention and I 
do not understand how the impression prevails that conscripts are not allowed 
to select their own companies. 

In general order no 82 of 3d. Novr. 1862, par 2d. Sect 5, it is expressly enjoined 
on the Commandant of Conscripts in each State that 

“He will consult the wishes of the Conscripts in assigning them to companies or 
regiments, so far as may be consistent with their proper distribution, and will not 
separate men from the same county, district or parish, if it can be avoided.—The 
same rules will be observed by the commandants of Corps, in assigning conscripts 
to companies.” 

Under this order each conscript can select his company, (unless it be already 
full) and is secure from being forcibly separated from his friends and neighbors 
in service. 

I do not think your suggestions about calling out the militia to aid in appre- 
hending deserters would have as good an effect as the organization of exempts 
under the law providing for local service. If you will refer to act No. 229 of the 
Provisional Congress, approved August 21st. 1862, you will see that volunteers 
may be accepted by the Executive “for such special service as he may deem 
expedient.” If companies of such volunteers could be organised the muster roll 
would set forth under the law, the special service for which they are engaged; 
they could not be assigned to any other duty than that specified; they would be 
paid and fed when called out for that service; and the great advantage would be 
gained of having at all times a body of men already properly organised who would 
be prompt to act for local defence and would be in the Confederate Service, and 
therefore free from the objections made by the decision of Judge Pearson. Will 
you inform me whether in your opinion there would be any difficulty in forming 
such organisations to be composed exclusively of volunteers exempt from con- 
scription. 

If it be impracticable, there would be no other resource than to call out the 
militia, but if feasible, I think these organisations would be more effective. 

You will observe that one great advantage in the local service organisation 
over the militia results from the fact that when the militia is called out, it takes 
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all classes from their labors and strips the country of those whose services are 
very important in other pursuits, while the local service organisation would be 
composed of volunteers only, and would probably leave the most valuable of the 
population available at home for their usual avocations. 

Be assured you needed no apology for the length of your letter, the subject is 
too important and the tone of your remarks too public-spirited and patriotic to 
render your letter otherwise than most acceptable.

Among the many persons illegally arrested in Cherokee County N.C. by order! 
of a Col Lee at Atlanta Ga. on charges of disloyalty were G. L. D. McLelland 
and James M Grant, both beyond the age of forty years. Nothing appearing 
against them they were told that if they did not volunteer in the army they 
should be placed in prison and kept there. 

From the utterly outrageous and illegal manner in which they were seized and 
carried away from their homes, they were justifiable in supposing that there was 
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no longer any protection in the country for the personal liberty of the citizens, 
and they yielded to this tyranny and entered Col Folks battallion in E Tennessee. 

They have asked for their discharge, on the ground that they are not subject 
to conscription and were forced to enter the army under threats of imprisonment. 
Fairness, justice, and self respect on the part of the government demand it should 
be granted, as it is certainly not intended to recruit the army by entrapping the 
citizens.

His resignation was accepted on the 
recommendation of Col Palmer commanding the brigade & Maj Genl Maury’— 
the examining board having reported against his competency. The Adj. & Insp. 
Genl was not aware of the facts of the alleged murder, as applying to this officer 
at the time of his action on the resignation, there being no reference to the facts 
in the papers before him 
In a communication to the department by Lt Col Keith, he claims that Br 
Genl Heth gave him a verbal order to this effect “I want no reports from you 
about your course at Laurel. | do not want to be troubled with any prisoners & 
the last one of them should be killed[’’]—that he went on further to state, that 
he had been troubled with several prisoners from Laurel N.C. and he did not 
want any men brought to Knoxville— 
This statement is supported by the deposition of a Dr Thompson, & Keith 
says in his letter that he can prove it by another witness 
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The communication of Keith & the deposition of Thompson were submitted 
to Br. Gen’l Heth for remarks—He says that he gave written instructions to 
Keith which will be found on the books of the dep’t of E. Tenn.—He admits 
that he told Keith that those found in arms ought not to be treated as enemies 
& in the event of an engagement with them to take no prisoners, as he considered 
that they have forfeited all such claims—But he denies in strong terms the mak- 
ing up of any remarks which would authorise maltreatment of prisoners who had 
been accepted as such, or to women & children

I have been informed that the man Irwin [Irvin] who was released by Chief 
Justice Pearson on Habeas Corpus as not liable to conscription, has been rear- 
rested by you and is now in your custody. I have written to the Secretary of War 
protesting against the order to you to disregard Judge Pearson’s decision and 
notifying him that I was bound by that decision and could not permit his officers 
to disregard it. Until his reply can be received, I have to ask you not to remove 
Irwin from the State. My desire is to arrange this matter amicably, which | know 
can be done, but you are aware that I am compelled to execute the laws of the 
State. 

I beg to recite to you Section 8, ch: 55, of the Revised Code. “No person who 
shall be set at large upon any Habeas Corpus, shall be again imprisoned for the 
same offence by any person whatsoever, other than by the legal order and process 
of the Court wherein he shall be bound by recognizance to appear or other Court 
having jurisdiction of the Cause, under the penalty, of two thousand and five 
hundred dollars, to be recovered by the party agrieved”— Also a late act, Session 
of 1862 & 3 of the Legislature ch: 46, Section 2d., provides that a arrest of the 
party for the same cause upon the “former discharge appearing and if it appear 
that such second arrest and detention was made illegally and with the knowledge 
of the former discharge the party offending shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
fined and imprisoned at the discretion of the Court[’’]. 
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Beleving sir that it is not your desire to disregard the laws of the State, I am,

I have heretofore had occasion to bring to your notice documents showing 
the prevalence of desertion from our army on the Rappahannock, and I regret 
now to be obliged again to invoke your earnest attention to the accompanying 
copy of a letter from Genl. Lee with enclosures which show a fearful increase of 
this great evil. Genl. Lee urges upon you, as well as the Department, prompt and 
efficient measures to remedy the growing mischief. I] have directed from such 
desultory Cavalry as I can command, guards at the various ferries across the James 
and Appomattox rivers, and shall take all measures in my power to intercept and 
send back deserters. I feel assured you will on your part not be wanting in due 
exertion to arrest the evil. A full remedy can, however, only be found in the 
removal of the cause which you will excuse me for saying exists with peculiar 
force among the troops from North Carolina. That cause is I fear the impression 
very generally prevailing, and perhaps by designing persons disseminated among 
the troops from your State, that by the decision of your highest judicial author- 
ities, the Conscript Law has been held unconstitutional, and that they cannot 
justly or legally be detained in service. They think they have only to come within 
the jurisdiction of your Courts to be permanently exonerated from the perils and 
hardships of military life. In addition, there seems to prevail the opinion, that if 
they can reach certain Western counties of the State, they will find no repro- 
bation in public sentiment, but be secure of harbor and protection. This last adds 
/a/ very dangerous feature, threatening the peace and good order of your State, 
to the more general mischief which follows from desertion to the common cause. 
These men going off with their arms and equipment are but too apt to form 
marauding bands in remote districts, which in the present condition of our pop- 
ulation may place extensive districts at their mercy. It is not for me to suggest 
to your better judgment measures of prevention or remedy, but it might be well 
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if your full official influence could be exercised to restrain the too ready inter- 
position of the judicial authority in these questions of military obligation, and 
that if erroneous impressions exist in regard to the true character of the decision 
made by the Chief Justice or other Judge of your State, prompt means should be 
adopted to publish and disseminate juster views of their opinions. A proclamation 
too from yourself, making an appeal to the sober judgment and patriotic feeling 
as well of the soldiers in the field as of the communities at home whom they 
protect, urging the high obligations on the former to defend their country in its 
greatest need and on the latter to discountenance and frown upon all influences 
which spread discouragement or discontent in our army among the conscripts, 
should be issued. On this latter point, however, doubt may be entertained as to 
the policy of exposing by such proclamation the seriousness of the evil, which 
cannot fail to give hope and comfort to the enemy. Your own judgment will best 
decide about this, and to that judgment the whole matter is referred.

Sir, 

The desertion of the No. Caro. troops from this Army is becoming so serious 
an evil, that unless it can be promptly arrested I fear the troops from that state 
will become greatly reduced. Brig. Genl. Lane! reports that on the night of the 
roth. Inst. thirty two men from Co A, 37 Regt. N.C. Vols. deserted, taking with 
them their arms, equipment ammunition &c: they had just been paid off. These 
men are from Ashe Co N.C. bordering upon Grayson Co. Va. 

Capt. Jno. C. Gorman Co. B, 2’Regt. N.C. Troops states, that one of the men 
of his Co who deserted on the roth. of April last had voluntarily returned. From 
him he learns that a great many of the deserters from his brigade cross the James 
River some 40 or 50 miles above Richmond and Lumbertown, and the Roanoke 
at Horse-ford mills in Amelia Co. If local troops in the neighborhood could guard 
these fords and others along the rivers, a great many of our deserters might be 
arrested. The deserters usually go in squads taking their arms and equipments, 
and sometimes borrow from their comrades ammunition sufficient to make 100 
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rounds per man. I think it probable that they pass themselves off as guards or 
patrols in search of deserters. 

I need not enlarge upon the extent to which this evil will grow if not at once 
stopped. I hope that you will represent the matter to his Excy. the Gov. of No. 
Caro. so as to induce him to take active measures in the case, and to enlist all 
the good men in the State to reprobate and discountenance it. I must also request 
that you do everything in your power to remedy the evil.

Your letter of the 23d. inst.! enclosing copy of one from Genl. Lee with 
descriptive rolls of deserters from Genl. Rodes’ brigade, appealing to me for action 
in regard to the best means of arresting desertion in the Army, has been received. 
You will see by copy of my proclamation’ enclosed, that every thing which it 
is possible for me to do has been already done. The most stringent orders have 
been issued to the militia to guard all fords and ferries and public highways and 
every imaginable step taken to ensure activity and obedience and to avoid if 
possible the danger of conflicting with the legal tribunals of the State. I have 
recently written to the President suggesting that he should make a requisition 
upon me for the militia for the purpose of arresting deserters &c to which letter‘ 
I beg to refer you as an evidence of my great desire to put a stop to this evil. I 
regret Sir that you should have deemed it necessary to adopt as an explanation 
of the cause for so much desertion, an idea which has its origin solely in political 
prejudice—the “too ready interposition of the Judicial Authority in these ques- 
tions of Military obligation” and the false construction given to the decisions of 
our Judges, in the army. That such impressions do prevail in the army, I make 
no doubt—You are not the first authority I have had for that fact. But why it 
should exist and how it was first made, I am unable to determine, except upon 
the ground that there exists among our neighbors, “a too ready” desposition to 
believe evil of the State, when it is known that No. Ca. is the only State in the 
Confederacy which employs her militia in the arrest of Conscripts and deserters: 
that she has better executed the conscript law, has fuller regiments in the field 
than any other and that at the two last great battles on the Rappahannock in 
Dec, and in May, she furnished over one half of the killed and wounded, it seems 
strange, passing strange, that an impression should prevail that desertion would 
receive official countenance and protection in her borders. The decisions of our 
Judges have been published in all the papers of our State and any perversion of 
their meaning must be designed and wilful— 
Neither have our Judges been “too ready” to offer them. Heavy penalties, as 
you know, are annexed to the refusal of a Judge to grant the writ of Habeas 
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Corpus and an upright Judge, must deliver the law, as he conceives it to be, 
whether it should happen to comport with the received notions of the military 
authorities or not. I must therefore most respectfully decline to use my influence 
in restraining or controlling that co’ordinate branch of the Government, which 
intrudes upon nobody, usurps no authority, but is on the contrary, in great danger 
of being overlapped and destroyed by the tendency of the times. Whilst therefore 
it is my intention to make every possible effort to sustain the common cause, it 
is my firm determination to sustain the Judicial Authority of the land, the rights 
and privileges of the citizens, to the utmost of my power. By the action of Con- 
gress, no appeal lies from the Sup/r/eme Court of a State to that of the Confed- 
erate states and the decision of the Supreme Court of No. Ca. when formerly 
rendered will be binding upon all parties. I also regret to see that the impression 
will be made by these letters of yours and Genl Lee’s, that desertion is greater 
among the No. Ca. Troops than those of her Sister States, which I have every 
reason to believe is not true. Yet has any other Executive been applied to to issue 
proclamations and employ the militia in arresting it? Has the “too ready inter- 
position” of the Judiciary of So. Ca. and Ga. been rebuked for almost similar 
decisions rendered? Excuse me, Sir, for writing in this /strain/—I feel that our 
exertions are scarcely appreciated properly, and I can but speak plainly when I 
approach the subject

Your Excellency’s letter of the 22nd. Ins’t.! has been rec’d. 

The opinion of Mr. Ch. Justice Pearson in the case of Irvine [Irvin] was sub- 
mitted to this department by the Bureau of Conscription, for instructions, 
whether it was to be taken as a guide for that Bureau in analogous cases, & this 
department returned to the Bureau the directions which are quoted by your 
Excellency. The report of the facts in the case of Irvine was not made & the 
instructions of the department had no reference to the particular case (of Irvine). 
Nor did the Bureau direct the arrest of Irvine It may be that the judgement of 
Mr. Ch Justice Pearson may be entitled to a deference to which the department 
is not willing to concede to his opinion as an exposition of the Statutes. The 
opinion contradicts the practice of the department, the assent of Congress to its 
orders as inferrible from the facts that they have been well known, have been 
the subject of discussion in that body and remain unaltered, and also by decisions 
of other Judges who have refused to discharge persons in circumstances similar 
(so far as can be gathered from Ch J Pearson’s statement of facts, which is not 
precise, in the opinion) to those upon which he was determining. The depart-

ment has had occasion to place before your Excellency its views of the limits of 
the jurisdiction of the State Judiciary in such cases. If Irvine was not legally 
enrolled & placed in the military service by the conscription officers, the de- 
partment will not claim that he was beyond the jurisdiction of the Chief Justice 
& will ascertain by inquiry & afford prompt relief & this without any reference 
to its opinion of the accuracy of his judgement. The department has submitted 
to the discharge of conscripts and soldiers by <that> irregular action, in cases, 
obviously beyond the authority of the local judges rather than incur the anger 
of collision between the Confederate & State jurisdictions But when desertions 
by hundreds & discharges in a far greater number of cases, have been occasioned 
by the undermining influences of judgements, made without authority the /far- 
ther/ submission would be a betrayal of its duty 

The only act of Congress that relates to substitutes is found in the gth. Section 
of the Act of April 1862. This act provides, “That persons not liable for duty, may 
be received as substitutes for those who are, under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of War’—This section suggests the question whether 
the substitute, must not be continually exempt from the military service, to be a 
valid substitute /for one subject/ and certainly that matter was suitable for regu- 
lation The act confers simply, a license or authority to receive substitutes, & 
imposes the obligation upon the Secy of War, to make regulations which shall, 
protect the claim of the Confederate States, to the military service of all its 
citizens, under any contingencies that might arise—This precise subject is matter 
of regulation in other military codes 

The Virginia code prescribes that “Any person other, than a volunteer, who 
shall be detailed or drafted for duty may furnish . . an able bodied man . . well 
clothed . . who shall act as a substitute If such substitute while engaged for 
another shall be called on to perform his own tour of duty the person furnishing 
him shall be required to take his place, or to furnish another substitute’— The 
French code of conscription allows a substitute “who shall be of nonconscript 
age, of robust constitution, of good character, certified by his municipality He 
bears the surname of his principal in order that the latter may be known & 
compelled to march should his substitute desert, or be lost from any other cause 
than death or wounds received in battle within the term of two years”— 

The Bureau of Conscription has ordered Col Mallett not to withdraw Irvine 
from the limits of NC

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 28th.! 
enclosing copy of a communication from President Davis of the 22nd.’ relative 
to permitting conscripts to choose their Regiments 

I take pleasure in informing your Excellency that order 82 Paragraph 2nd., 
Section 5th. Nov 1862 from the Adjutant & Inspector Generals Office has been 
strictly complied with at this Camp. No instructions to the contrary have been 
received from the Superintendant. Conscripts are assigned by “Pro rata distri- 
bution, preference being given to those Regiments that have been upon active 
service since the War began and whose ranks have been thined by many battles.” 
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In accordance with instructions to Commandant of Conscription in order alluded 
to, and quoted by the President (“He will consult the wishes of the conscripts 
in assigning them to Companies and Regiments as far as may be consistent with 
their proper distribution and will not seperate men from the same county district 
or parish if it can be avoided”) it is impossible to gratify the wishes of every 
individual. I beg most respectfully however to differ with President Davis’s con- 
struction of this order. He says “under this order each conscript can select his 
own company (unless it be already full) and is secure from being forcibly seperated 
from his friends and neighbors in the service”. As your Excellency is fully aware 
there are but few if any Regiments in service from this State “already full”. If 
this construction is acted upon will it not interfere with the proper distribution, 
will not those Regiments composed originally of men from eastern counties where 
conscripts cannot now be had be reduced to Skeletons? Permit each conscript 
to select his Regiment, will not those in Virginia now greatly reduced by battle 
and disease be virtually broken up? Most assuredly —While those companies and 
Regiments retained in the State would be full to overflowing. But if this con- 
struction is intended as an order from President Davis for my guidance in future, 
I shall certainly comply. I shall take the liberty however of refering the corre- 
spondence to the Superintendant of Conscription for instructions and will fur- 
nish your Excellency with his reply as soon as possible. It has been, not only my 
duty but pleasure to consult the wishes of every conscript as far as practicable 
and consistent with orders, and never have declined a request to assign a brother 
or relative to the same Regiment, neither have men from the same county been 
seperated unless at their desire. No complaints have been made that I am aware 
of except possibly from those who have been brought to camp by force as recusant 
Conscripts or deserters, such men are not entitled to the privilege “of consulting 
their wishes.”

Dear Zeb, 

In your inaugural address on takeing charge of the affairs of State, I believe 
you stated that you needed real friends to critise your conduct more than mere 
place men to praise and flatter. (These are not perhaps the precise words but 
convey the sentiment as well as | remember) My honest opinion is that you, 
(and all other men of your age) do need those kind of friends, more than those 
friends that always Smile & praise you right or wrong 

I have refrained from troubleing you thus far on account of your being pressed 
with more important business & the advice of wiser heads than mine. And | 
might /add/ of what you suppose, of better friends in this crises. 

My principle object in addressing you now is in behalf of what we call the 
Militia in the west. They are now being called out with gun and ammunition 
and five days rations to hunt deserters. (A useless waste of time in my opinion) 
two or three such calls at this season of the year and their whole crops are lost 
and the Confederacy nor the public will be benefitted very little. Some are of- 
fering five dollars per day to be allowed to remain in their crops. What few 
deserters they succeed in captureing will be of very little service to the army, 
whilst their crops would be of vast importance to their families and this com- 
munity generally. Could you see the straits our people are now reduced to in 
procuring food and clotheing for themselves and families you could better ap- 
preciate their necessity of provideing for the next years supply. Food and raiment

can hardly be bought here with money. Although money is plenty there are 
certain classes that have very little of it. And <not a few> /half of/ the Militia 
are without guns, ammunition and rations that they could carry with them, 
consisting of milk and vegetables with a very little bread and some weeds mixed 
in There is another objection to the Militia being serviceable in catching de- 
serters. The deserters are more numerous & better armed and drilled than the 
Militia is consequently there is more danger of their banding themselves together 
for armed resistance. Then there is strifes and prejudices burning in the bosoms 
of our people that would be easily kindled in to a flame that would be hard to 
extinguish if once fairly turned loose on each other. We have favoriteisms and 
persecutions even in the arresting of deserters. Several deserters have been 
wounded and some killed. I learn one soldier was killed in Henderson [County] 
last week by a deserter and two deserters <probably> mortally wounded. That 
is the first case I have heard of armed resistance. And that was probably occa- 
sioned by the same soldier haveing shot a deserter a few days before rather un- 
necessarily But if the war /here/ gets fairly up which it likely will do if imprudently 
managed, we, I fear will have dreadful times here. My impression is that prudent 
men should be sent from the army to arrest deserters that have no private malice 
to gratify, and men from other sections who have no families nor property in 
reach of those seeking revenge. In that event we would likely have an army 
quartered on us which we are unable to feed besides /our own/ armies are almost 
as anoying and distructive as a yankee army. But who ever are charged with the 
aprehension of deserters should be of a class more suitable than most of those 
heretofore employed in that business or we shall have more trouble than we have 
contracted for. But if the melitia is to attend to it do let them make their crops. 
Six weeks more and the present corn crop is safe so far as working it is concerned 
whilst the deserters caught in that time will hardly render much valuable service 
to any body. Millers Blacksmiths & all other exempts are dragged in to this 
deserter catching The first weeks work in Henderson I learn is two deserters & 
1 soldier killed and none caught. 

Your late Proclamation! to deserters I hardly think will have the effect you 
desired, nor is it exactly like yourself Some of your best friends doubt whether it 
will not do more harm than good both to yourself and the cause you so ably 
advocate. I imagine all good men deprecate the practice (now so common) of 
deserting. But that some deserters are entitled to more simpathy than is mani- 
fested in your late <message> /proclamation/ you yourself will no doubt some 
day or other frankly admit when the excitment of the times passes off and reason 
is once more enthroned. I myself am not particularly interested in the Militia 
nor in desertions I am (as you know) too old for any common Militia and have 
but one son fit for the army. I have no fears of his deserting though he might 
possibly deceive me. But he knows I would not approve of such a thing therefore 
I aprehend there is no danger of his deserting. But he also knows that if he were 
to desert and come home that I would feed & clothe him as heretofore and 
further, he well knows that if I thought his life endangered by his desertion or 
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any thing else I would (if I could) harbor and conseal him, indespite of any and 
all the laws of the Confederacy or State of N.C. with the President and the 
Governor and all their Proclamations to the contray notwithstanding. How could 
I do otherwise and be a natural parent. Zeb. Vance I presume would do the same 
if he ever gets to be the father of a soldier after he is done being Governor 

Some of the deserters are of good families the two young Statons killed last 
week were of respectable and well doing families many others are of good families. 
Want of food and unbearable tyranny by some of the officers are the general 
excuses given, numbers say they will die here sooner than go back, a little re- 
flection may cause them to change their minds. Some are transfering themselves 
to other parts of the army without the knowledge or consent of their officers or 
any body else whilst others are concealing themselves in the mountains. The 
true cause in my opinion in most of the cases is they are tired of a war that they 
can see no hopes of ever being ended by fighting and not a few of them believe 
they nor the South would be benefitted by it if the North was conquered. 
Thousands believe in their hearts that there was no use in breaking up the old 
Government and that secession was wrong at the beginning and can hardly be 
made right by fighting. And further believe that the longer the fight is continued 
and kept up the more and harder the difficulties to settle That the South could 
have got a better settlement at the end of the first year of the war than she could 
at the end of the second year And further that a better settlement can be had 
now than can be had this time next year. The longer we continue the war the 
worse for us as well as the North. But more certainly worse for us as we are the 
owners of the property about which the pretext for the war was made. Haveing 
made slavery the pretext, the world /now/ recognisees it as the actual cause of it. 
Our pretext is accepted as a reality by the North and the balance of the civilized 
world, who in the main are opposed to the institution, its abolition and distruc- 
tion is regarded by many sensible men as certain /& sure/. The only remaining 
question is as to time. And that the time depends all together on the lenth and 
extent of the present war The sooner peace is made /consentably/ the longer 
Slavery may be enjoyed by a gradual extinction, but prolong the war indefinitely 
and all must go together and end at the same time. Men honestly entertaining 
these sentiments (if honest themselves) can hardly change them if they would. 
Sentiments honestly formed can hardly be changed at will nor by force of law 
Military Statute nor mob, hence men ought not to be punished for opinions sake 

Have we no men North nor South with nerve and comprehension sufficient 
to throttle this dreadful war insanity, (for a nation of sane men would be ashamed 
of it) and hold our people until reason can be restored thereby save a remnant 
of our people. In your Message I thought I could see the riseing star when you 
spoke of Habeas Corpus, and the imprisonment of North Carolinians &c. But 
<alas> I greatly fear you have taken the rong end of the track or found the task 
too hurculean for a man of your age—

I received your telegram! respecting the prize steamers in the Blackwater, 
which I hope was founded upon an understanding between the Government and 
yourself. In order to save time, the telegram was sent to the officer in charge of 
the Naval detachment, but with directions that if your authority were questioned, 
to yield at once; as I can recognize but two parties to the present war, namely: 


the Government of the Confederate States, and that of the remaining States of 
the old Union.

Sir, 


Under the instruction of the President, I have the honor to address you on a 
subject deemed by him of grave moment. The /numerically/ superior armies of 
the enemy, confronting us in the field at all the most important points, render 
essential for success in our great struggle for liberty and independence, greater 
concentration of our forces and their withdrawal in a measure from the purpose 
of local defence to our cities and least exposed States. Being the invaded country, 
it is impossible throughout the extent of our limits to maintain permanently 
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without dispersion, which causes weakness every where, adequate force at the 
numerous points where we may be attacked. The recent raids of the enemy, in 
different portions of our productive but thinly populated districts, strikingly il- 
lustrate both our liability to distracting and desolating invasion, and the imprac- 
ticability of affording from our armies, with sufficient promptness, the soldiers 
necessary for prevention or punishment. It becomes essential, therefore, that the 
reserves of our population capable of arms, yet required for the useful operations 
of society and the maintenance in the field of our embodied forces, should be 
relied on for employment in the local defence of important cities, and in repelling 
on emergencies the sudden or transient invasion of the enemy. How best to 
organize such reserves and make them most effective, has been the subject of 
consideration with the Department, and I venture to present some suggestions 
for your consideration and action. 

The Militia of the respective States might on occasion be called out, but this 
would be attended with the serious evil of being dilatory in execution and by its 
generality be exhaustive of the already diminished population engaged in the 
necessary work of production and supply. The difficulty of assembling, and after 
discharge reassembling them, would probably induce their retention on each call 
beyond the time strictly necessary. Experience, too, has not shown this kind of 
force to be very reliable or efficient, as it is difficult, from the want of previous 
preparation and cooperation, to inspire them with confidence in their leaders or 
themselves. Local organizations or enlistments, by volunteering for limited pe- 
riods and special purposes, if they can be induced, would afford more assurance 
of prompt and efficient action. For these the legislation of Congress has made 
full provision by two laws—one entitled an Act “to provide for local defence 
and special service”, approved August 21, 1861; the other entitled “An Act to 
authorize the formation of volunteer companies for local defence”, approved 
October 13, 1862, to which your attention is invoked, and of which, as they are 
brief, copies are appended. Under the former of these, if organizations could be 
effected, with the limitation prescribed in their muster-rolls of service only /at 
home or at specified points of importance/ within the particular State, they would 
be admirably adapted to obtain the desired ends of calling out those best qualified 
for the service, of employing them only when and so long as they might be 
needed, of having them animated with esprit de corps, reliant on each other and 
their selected officers, and of their securing the largest measure of activity and 
efficiency perhaps attainable from other than permanent and trained soldiers. 
After the most active and least needed portion of the reserves were embodied 
under the former law, the latter would allow smaller organizations, with more 
limited range of service, for objects of police and the pressing contingencies of 
neighborhood defence. Could these laws be generally acted on, it is believed as 
full organization of the reserve population would be secured for casual needs as 
would be practicable. These laws, however, contemplate only voluntary action 
and no compulsion or draft can be resorted to to secure organizations under them. 
It may well be doubted whether at this stage of the war, with the engrossing 
duties pressing on the limited population at home and the experience had of the 
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priorities of military service, the spirit of volunteering would be sufficiently eager 
and active to secure the prompt formation of such organizations. The apprehen- 
sion at least of a draft, otherwise unavoidable, would aid powerfully patriotic 
impulses, and by interesting all to encourage and assist such organizations might 
suffice to assure them. The President has therefore determined to make a requi- 
sition on the Governors of the several States to furnish by an appointed time, 
for service within the State, and for the limited period of six months, a number 
of men proportionate to the relative population of each, unless the same can be 
organized previously in such voluntary corps as may render them /subject/ to his 
call for like duty, and it is recommended to you to announce by proclamation 
such requisition, and that unless by a precedent day, the requisite forces can be 
presented by voluntary organizations under the first named law, a draft will be 
made on all the Militia, not engaged in voluntary organizations under that law, 
to furnish the requisite quota. When the need of the country for such additional 
service is fully presented to and realized by the patriotic population of your State, 
and in addition, the question is narrowed to the election between voluntary 
organization of special service within the State, under officers of their own se- 
lection and with the privilege of remaining at home in the pursuit of their or- 
dinary avocations, unless when called for a temporary exigency to /active/ duty 
<in camp or field>, and the continuous service for an appointed time under 
compulsory draft as Militia men, it is confidently believed that the general pref- 
erence will be promptly manifested for the former. In the formation of these 
organizations, it is reasonably to be expected that such portion of the population 
as may have seen service, but have been by detail, discharge or other cause 
released from the Army, will constitute an important element, and that officers 
in like situation will be elected to command, and then there will be afforded the 
untried men a confidence and an encouragement wanting to ordinary Militia. 
Without the general disturbance of a call on the Militia, the organizations nearest 
to the points of attack would always be readily summoned to meet the emergency, 
and the population resident in the cities and their vicinities would, without 
serious interruption to their business or domestic engagments, stand organized 
and prepared to man their intrenchments, and defend, under the most animating 
incitements, their property and homes. 

In pursuance of the views thus imperfectly presented, and to reconcile greater 
concentration to our armies with adequate internal protection to your State, | 
am instructed by the President in his name to make on you a requisition for 
Seven thousand men to be furnished by your State for service therein for the 
period of six months from the first day of August next, unless in the intermediate 
time a volunteer force organized under the law for local defence and special 
service of a least an equal number be mustered and reported as subject to his call 
for service within your State.

Your several communications in regard to recent decisions of Chief Justice 
Pearson in the cases of Irwin [Irvin] & Mitchell,! under the operations of the Act 
of Conscription have been received and duly considered. 

I do most sincerely regret that such a state of things should exist as a serious 
and important difference between the authorities of this State and those of the 
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Confederacy on a matter touching so vitally the efficiency of the army and the 
public defence. I feel however that I have no option left me as to the course I 
must pursue. Without pretending to controvert the arguments which you furnish 
me, and with my high respect for the emenant source from which it is derived, 
I beg leave to say that according to my conception of duty, my powers as an 
Executive officer are absolutely bound by the judicial decisions of the State 
Courts: that it is not competent for me to review them. And in the absence of 
a Court having a Superior and appellate jurisdiction deciding to the contrary, 
that they are and must of necessity be, to me the supreme law of the land. 

There can be no doubt of this, it seems to me, let the argument go as it may. 
Having thus stated the plain path of duty which I am bound to pursue, I desire 
nevertheless to assure you of the great concern, which I feel in the issue, and of 
my earnest wish to assist the War Department in maintaining the efficiency of 
our armies and of avoiding conflict with the local authorities. To this end I shall 
endeavor to get an authoritative decision of the Supreme Court of this State, 
now in session in this city, in regard to the question of jurisdiction involved, and 
whilst declining to admit that the construction of an Executive bureau must take 
precedence of the decisions of the Supreme Judicial Tribunals of a State, in a 
matter touching the liberty of a citizen, I yet would gladly receive any suggestions 
as to the means of avoiding such an alternative and of Settling the difficulty 
temporarily or permanently. 

I shall take an early opportunity of communicating with you again on this 
subject.

If he consents to waive his right to a trial, to which he 
is entitled by law and to suffer a Commission isssued to him by the State of North 
Carolina taken from him in a style, so uncerimonious and so illegal, without 
resistance he will be certainly entitled to exemption from further punishment in 
the guard house and to the benefit of General Order No 82, which permits 
conscripts to choose their regiments 

Such treatment General, believe me, is not calculated to promote the good 
of the service, and renders the articles of War a farce

My Dear Sir. 

On day after tomorrow my son Johnny starts to the army as a private with 
Col. C. M. Avery,! who has promised me that he will if in his power give him 
some position which will be less laborious than that of a private—. I feel certain 
that Johnny cannot stand the labour and fatigue of hard service, he came very 
near dying with rheumatism of the heart while he was at a military school in 
Yorkville S.C, and as you perhaps are aware when he went to Western Va with 
Col. Lee? he had a severe attack of sickness which very nearly proved fatal, his 
mother and I had to go to Valley Mountain after him, I doubt not the examining 
board would have exempted him from the service, but he is so desirous to be in 
the service that I did not feel at liberty to keep him out, particularly as it might 
have caused complaints from persons whose sons are in the army, and who think 
that too many in Johnny’s station are screened from duties that their sons are 
obliged to perform—My object in now writing to you is to request you, if you 
know of any good position, that would suit him, now now [sic] vacant to use 
your influence to get it for him, I do not ask or desire that he shall be screened 
from danger, he himself has too much spirit to wish to avoid any thing of that 
kind, nor does he know that I am writing to you, but my solicitude for an only 
son prompts me to endeavour to shield /him/ from a drudgery, which I feel 
satished his constitution is not able to bear—He was two years at Col. Tew’s’ 
school in Hillsboro, and one year in Yorkville, and persons who are competent 
to judge spoke highly of him as a drill-master—If you can do any thing for him 
it will be very grateful to me—he will be in Raleigh with Col. Avery on Thursday 
or Friday next—* 

When will the committee to investigate the R. Roads be completed? I think 
the affairs of the W. N. C [Western North Carolina] R R ought to be investigated 
so that the report can be made before the Stockholders annual meeting, which 
comes off about the last Thursday in August—.

In witness whereof, Zebulon B. Vance, Governor, Captain General and Com- 
mander-in-Chief hath signed these presents and caused the Great Seal of the 
State to be affixed.

All orders to the Guards at the Depots have been given in order to carry out 
your wishes & that of the C.S Government against the removal of supplies from 
the State by speculators & extortioners. 
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I have directed the Guard to honor all your orders for the removal of stores. 
I hope however that not many will be given, as the commissioners from Lee’s 
Army tell very pitiful tales

Sir, 

Your Excellency’s letter of the 8th. Inst.! has been duly received and respect- 
fully considered. Where there is the unity in the aim of the Governments of the 
State of North Carolina and this Government, that is indicated in your Excel- 
lencys letter, it would seem that there should not be any danger of a collision 
which would strengthen the hands of those who are opposed to both Govern- 
ments. But the Department supposes that your Excellency has not afforded to 
the measures which have been instituted by it, and the regulations it has from 
time to time published, their exact signification. This Department by the terms 
of its commission from Congress “exercises all its functions under “the control 
and direction of the President” and performs such duties in relation to the Army 
as “may be assigned to it” by his authority. The Supreme Court of the United 
States described the War Department under similar statutes as “the regular con- 
stitutional organ of the President for the administration of the military establish- 
ment of the nation: and rules and orders publicly promulgated through the Secty. 
of War must be received as the act of the Executive, and as such, be binding 
upon all within the sphere of his legal and constitutional authority. Such regu- 
lations cannot be questioned or defied because they be thought /unwise/ or mis- 
taken”. 16 Pet. 291.302. A very similar discription is given of another Executive 
Department in 1 Peters C.C.R.P. 466. 

The Conscription Acts of April and Sept. 1862 are addressed in a very par- 
ticular and peculiar manner to the President. Under what is pronounced to be 
an imperious and absolute necessity for providing for the common defence of the 
Confederate States—a necessity that none disputes—he was authorized to call 
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out and place in the military service those between the ages of 18 and 45 years— 
that is the ordinary armsbearing population with some exceptions—“to repel the 
advancing columns of the enemy.” The officers who were to determine <who 
were to be exempt, are desig> who were the class to be called out and those who 
were to be exempt, are designated in these laws and are to act under instructions 
and directions from the executive authority. Appeals from their decisions, in the 
nature of the case, are to be made to the agencies to be employed under the law. 

Now, Sir, if State Judges can interpose to obstruct the administration or ex- 
ecution of these and similar Acts of the C.S., by habeas corpus, injunction or 
other preventive writs, it is very clear that a power similar to the liberum veto 
exercised by the individual members of the Polish Senate, in our Confederacy, 
has been placed in the hands of every State Judge or Justice having the power 
to issue these writs, in so far, as any Confederate administration is involved. 

This was the precise claim of the abolition courts of Wisconsin, which re- 
ceived a solemn rebuke in the opinion of the Sup. Court of the U.S. delivered 
by the illustrious Chief Justice? only five years ago. 

This Department conducts its administration with the earnest desire to avoid 
any thing like collision with mistaken or harmful opinions of State authorities. 
It wishes that the heart of the Confederacy should be engrossed but with a single 
sentiment—the supreme desire to drive the enemy from our soil. It has no dis- 
position to employ power for any other object. But when it finds that its plainest 
measures of legality are obstructed and thereby disorganization of the Army 
threatened, desertion promoted, and deserters rescued from the only authority 
competent to try them, by manifest exercise of undelegated authority, its silence 
or forbearence would be a crime against the country. For this reason it has con- 
sidered it to be proper to bring these measures to your notice. It trusts that the 
Supreme Court of No. Carolina will maintain the reputation and character that 
it has inherited from its Ruffins, Gastons, and Hendersons? and relieve us from 
the painful consequences that this eccentric action has occasioned. 

The District Atto. has been authorized to associate with him either Mr. 
Badger,* Gov. [William A.] Graham or Mr. [George] Davis to aid him in the 
discussion of these questions before that tribunal.

Proclamation by ZBV AG&H:GLB 


By the Governor of North Carolina 
A Proclamation 


Whereas, the President of the Confederate States, by virtue of the authority 
vested in him by the constitution, has made a requisition upon North Carolina 
for Seven Thousand men to serve within the limits of the State, for six months 
from and after the first day of August next: and whereas, it is desirable that if 
possible the troops should be raised by voluntary enlistment, with the right to 
select their own officers: 

Now, therefore, I, Zebulon B. Vance, Governor of North Carolina, do issue 
this my Proclamation, calling on the patriotic citizens of the State to volunteer 
for State defence, and tender their services in companies, battalions and regi- 
ments, on or before the 17th. of July. 

The control and management of the troops raised under this Proclamation 
will be retained by the authorities of the State. 

Orders for the enrollment of the militia, preparatory to a draft, in case it may 
be necessary, will be issued by the Adjutant General 

In witness whereof, Zebulon B. Vance, Captain General and Commander-in- 
Chief hath signed these presents & caused the Great Seal of the State to be 
affixed. 
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Done at Raleigh this 17th. day of June A D. 1863 and in the year of American 
Independence the 87th.

Dear Sir 

Your dispatch of the 25th. Inst.! was handed to me on my way to this place 
and I answered it from Marietta saying that I would write you from Canton in a 
day or two. 

The code of this State gives the governor the power to say what currency 
shall be excluded from the Treasury in the collection of taxes. As collections 
<have> have not yet commenced in this State it has not become necessary for 
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me to give any direction in reference to the receipt of the Confederate Treasury 
notes which cease to be fundable in August. So long as they are bankable in this 
State I can use them in payment and will be willing to receive them, but when 
they cease to be bankable they will no longer pass currently and I shall then 
exclude them. Before the collections commence | expect to have an understand- 
ing with our bankers and know whether they intend to continue to receive and 
pay them out, after they cease to be fundable. My own opinion is that this is the 
proper course for each State to pursue. It cannot be expected that the States will 
receive uncurrent funds in payment of taxes, but they ought not to refuse to 
receive any of the issues of the Confederacy as long as they can use them in their 
own payments without loss. I regretted to see that the Banks in Richmond have 
detemed not to receive this class of bills, as I think it the duty of every bank as 
well as every good citizen to do every thing possible to sustain Confederate credit. 

While I trust no one of the States will ever consent to the divesture of her 
sovreignty, or of the reserved rights without which her sovreignty cannot be 
maintained, I think it the duty of each State, and of the people of all the States, 
to make every other sacrifise necessary to sustain the Government of the Con- 
federate States, and strengthen it against the powerful and unscrupulous enemy 
with which it has to contend. 

I think it matter of regret that the legislation of Congress should have been 
such as to depreciate our portion of the notes issued from the Confederate Treas- 
ury below another portion. This I fear must be the necessary result of the late 
act? to which your telegram has reference. Let the States be careful not to con- 
tribute to this result, but when it can no longer be avoided, and Congress by its 
own act had depreciated one of its own issues below another, the States cannot 
be censured for demanding payment of State taxes in the current notes of the 
Confederate Treasury, and excluding those which are not current.

Fayetteville, June 27, 1863. 
My Dear Sir: 
I was disappointed on seeing the Standard after I left you on Thursday to find 
no allusion to the promised article on the currency. It was a volunteered remark 
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of Mr. H. [William W. Holden], that he was glad to see that the Observer had 
taken a stand in favor of sustaining the currency, & that in next Standard he 
would take the same ground. This was the only allusion, /I think/ in our con- 
versation during my call, to public affairs. There were others in his office. 

I hear from various parts of the State that the Treasurer’s Circular! has pro- 
duced “a panic.” I do hope the Legislature will allay it. And I also most earnestly 
hope that there is no intention, as that wretched State Journal? reports, to meddle 
with the President’s call for troops for local defense; and that there exists no 
reason for any interferences. I trust that our friends will not only manfully sustain 
the cause, but that they will afford no protest for any imputation upon their 
determination to do so. | trust that they are all as much in earnest as 1 know you 
& I are. I am satisfied that they are so. But to silence slander, if possible, we 
should make no points against the Confederate government but such as are 
[unanswerable]. 

As to the currency, | have not met with a man who does not condemn Mr. 
Memminger’s’ course & hope that North Carolina will not second it, as Virginia 
has done. 

When I handed you a letter from Col. Pemberton,* 1 was not aware that he 
desired /a/ speedy answer, or that any such action as he asked for had been taken. 
But he called to see me as soon as I arrived, & said there was great anxiety on 
the subject, no one [knowing] what to be at. And that in other parts of the State 
persons were moving in the way he desired, setting up companies & regiments, 
either with or without authority. Can we give him any assurance that he may go 
ahead? 

I find great difficulty—I do not know indeed that I shall succeed—in keeping 
my son Peter® out of the army. He has no military aspirations, but thinks that it 
is his duty; & further that he will never be willing hereafter to have it said that 
he stood aloof. He is unwilling to avail himself of the exemption handed me by 
Col. [Adj. Gen.] Fowle, accompanied as it is by an opinion that he is not exempted 
by law. Judge Pearson, by the way, is of a different opinion, but that is of no 
consequence, for he would never sue out a habeas corpus. I write you this because 
I do not pretend not to be aware that the Observer is useful to the cause, & 
because I know that if he should leave me its usefulness will necessarily be vastly 
impaired. I would not, however, have the matter further spoken of, or any further 
action taken. Please consider all this confidential.

Sir, 


Some short time since, an application was made to me by Col. Gilmer,! of 
the Engineer Bureau, representing the slow progress made for want of labor to 
the construction of the Piedmont Railroad, and urging the issue of an order to 
the Enrolling Officers of North Carolina to impress fifty per cent of the able- 
bodied free negroes between 18 and 45, to be sent to Greensboro to work on 
that road. At the /same/ time the impression was conveyed to me, that the 
measure was of your suggestion and would meet your approbation. I was very 
reluctant to call out so large a proportion of the free negroes as fifty per cent, as 
recommended by Col. Gilmer, but on conference with him, he satisfied me that 
the needs of the road would demand that proportion. The recommendation was 
also made, that these negroes could be most readily collected by the Enrolling 
Officers, who are generally distributed throughout the State, and the plan was 
accordingly sanctioned. I have learned to-day with some surprise and regret, from 
an endorsement made by your Adjutant General upon a paper sent to Col. Mal- 
lett, that you regard as unwarranted any enrolment of free negroes without your 
previous order. I am not aware of the provisions of any law, either Confederate 
or State, which make special provision in such a case, but I certainly recognize 
the propriety of your concurrence and previous assent to the action which was 
proposed to be taken. As therefore I have acted under an erroneous impression 
in regard to your concurrence, I have now the honor to submit to you an appli- 
cation for your cooperation, or if you prefer, your own order and action to obtain 
the free negro laborers required. I take pleasure in assuring you there was no 
purpose or thought of infringing on your authority or jurisdiction in the matter; 
but the use of the Enrolling Officers in different parts of the State will, as you 
will readily perceive, aid in accomplishing the end, and if desired by you, their 
services will be placed at your disposition.

I have investigated the occurrence of Sunday evening connected with the 
alleged violation of the quarantine by the Steamer Advance and the refusal to 
allow Your Excellency to land.! In every point of view | regret it as most unfor- 
tunate—Technically Lt. Col. Thorburn? was obeying orders which were to carry 
out strictly the ordinances of the Wilmington Commissioners of Navigation, a 
civil board charged with the quarantine—But | learn as indeed he admits that 
under the excitement of opposition to the execution of his orders he was disre- 
spectful in language. 

] regret exceedingly that any disrespect to the Governor should have occurred 
in my command and I present as the Chief Confederate officer here my apology. 

I have relieved Lt. Col. Thorburn of the command of the City which he has 
heretofore exercised and assigned Maj. Sparrow? 10 N.C. Artl. to that position. 

As to the Board of Commissioners this was a case which admitted the exercise 
of sound discretion. In fact if the quarantine was violated, I alone am to blame. 
The Advance arrived here some days previous to the publication of the last 
Quarantine orders and grounded on the Rips before inspection. On ascertaining 
that she was from Bermuda and with a clear bill of health and knowing also that 
she belonged to the State, I at once sent to her my Steamers to lighten her. This 
had been going on for several days and accordingly I gave readily the Steamer 
Flora and permission to your party to visit the Advance—To quarantine the 
Advance after so much previous communication and the breaking out of her 
Cargo was in my opinion useless and unnecessary. In this view I do not approve 
of the action of the Board, but over them I have no control. I much regret that 
circumstances prevented my presence in the City at the time, for as your Excel- 
lency well knows, this most untoward circumstance would not have occurred.

Last week the Steamer “Advance” purchased by this State in Europe arrived 
at Wilmington with cargo of soldiers clothing. | went down to visit her and 
before going on board, I obtained the permission of the Commissioners of Nav- 
igation and the Military authorities (she being below town on a sand bar) in 
compliance with quarrantine regulations. On returning to the Wharf Lt. Col. 
Thorburn, who was in command of the town, refused to permit me to land 
alleging that the regulations were violated. Upon showing him the permission 
of the Commissioner and assuring him of the assent of Genl Whiting and re- 
monstrating with him in person, he replied that he “did not care for Gov. Vance 
nor Gov. Jesus Christ”, that I “should not come off that boat for fifteen days” — 
and accordingly placed a guard on the wharf with orders to shoot any one at- 
tempting to get off. I was so detained until the Chairman of the Board of Com. 
came to my relief, and lost the train to Raleigh—Having thus deliberately, wil- 
fully and without excuse, inflicted a gross insult upon the people of North Caro- 
lina through her Chief Magistrate, in their name I demand his removal from the 
State, and that he be no more placed in command of her troops. If it be deemed 
indispensable that North Carolina soldiers should be commanded by Virginians, 
I should regret to see the old Dominion retain all her gentlemen for her own 
use, and furnish us only her blackguards.

I am fearful I shall not be able to furnish the seven thousand men called for. 
Upon receipt of the Secretary’s /letter/! I immediately issued my proclamation? 
and ordered a general enrollment throughout the State. The returns so far are 
gratifying to our State pride, but sad to contemplate. The average of soldiers and 
detailed men, is about Equal to the voting population, and there are very few 
behind. On learning this I visited the Legislature in secret session and urged 
them to draft the Magistrates and Militia officers—They declined to do so and 
adopted the exemption bill of Congress, which I fear will prevent me from raising 
the whole number required. | will proceed rapidly however to get out as many 
as I can. I have already in Eastern Carolina some eight hundred men, raised for 
local defense, which I wish you to receive as part of the number called for— 
There are also some five or six small companies along the Tennessee border, 
authorized by me to be raised before your requisition for defence of the citizens 
against the swarms of Tories, refugees and deserters who have congregated in the 
mountains and who carry pillage and murder in their path—It will be impossible 
to remove them without ruin to the loyal people—I would be glad if you would 
receive them and permit them to remain—

I wrote you some time ago that the campaign of Lee would prolong the war 
through Lincoln’s administration. It has turned out as I believed it would. 
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God help us. “Vain is the help of man.” We must meet the crisis! with renewed 
faith & firmness. A determined people inhabiting a thinly settled county cannot 
be conquered. A grave blunder has been committed but we must meet the ca- 
lamity involved with faith and courage. The Yankees were whipped on both 
roads of their advance to Richmond & are /now/ hurrying off. I think that every 
available man ought to be sent to save Lee, but I cannot tell what counsels will 
prevail. I think that we have nothing to fear Jin N.C./ except from raiders If the 
people were instructed to block up the roads & fire at the murauders the thing 
would soon stop. An Army of 100,000 men cannot stop a murauding band of 50 
men. In fact, the smaller the party, the easier it can elude capture. 

I spoke to Mr Davis about notifying our people of the contemplated insurrec- 
tion on the first of August. I told him that the negroes would know it & silence 
only kept their masters in ignorance. I hope that you will /inform/ our people 
either publicly or by circulars to the colonels of militia. Humanity shudders at 
what may take place, should our people be unprepared. We have men enough 
at home to dispose of the raiders & the negroes too, if the men were only properly 
organised. 

Genl [James G.] Martin can spare you a battery for the defense of Raleigh if 
you need it

Dear Sir, 

Col Crossan has arrived safely with steamer & cargo. I am much pleased with 
the result of your negotiations and approve most cordially of your whole con- 
duct—You will see by the enclosed papers! that the legislature have also done 
all that was desired. 

I have received full authority from the same source to run the vessel when 
and how I may think best, and | shall therefore keep her going until we get in 
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the bal<l>ance of the purchases Since you left this country, many important 
changes have taken place and the war is evidently nearing its close. The resources 
of our state and the Confederacy have developed in such a degree that we have 
every assurance of being able to clothe our troops with our own goods, and our 
vast amount of captures has given us an abundance of arms. On this account I 
regret Col. McRae’s purchase, and will only <to> continue your purchases of 
clothing by reason of economy. I therefore send you out the bal<I>ance of the 
bonds amounting to one million, but desire you to deposit them only as you need 
money, and to buy only as I may order, as an accident might happen to Crossan 
at any time. I presume from your letter? that you are not bound to take the whole 
loan at once, but may take it up from time to time, depositing bonds as you go. 
On the whole I will say that much being left to your descretion, <that> my 
desire is that you should not keep far ahead of your shipments, either in money 
or supplies; that you should deal cautiously & wait for advices. 

I wrote you? before this, requesting you to purchase a lot of cotton & wool 
cards, and a machine for making them with a good supply of wire. If you have 
not acted upon this already, please buy at once fifty thousand pairs each of woolen 
& cotton cards and a machine & wire, & ship at once to Bermuda. | presume 
that by buying the teeth set in the leather without the wood finishing, this 
number will not be a very large bulk. 

I hope Col. McRae will ship his principal cargo no further than Bermuda, as it 
is not needed at present and the risk need not be incurred. 

Some little bills for State and private account accompany this which I hope 
you will attend to. As Crossans cargo was quite a well assorted one you may 
duplicate it once more without further orders* 

I wrote Col. M. also, but lest he should not receive it I beg of you to see him 
& tell him not to sell the turpentine scrip or bonds. It would be bad policy to 
put ourselves further on the market as borrowers, and his orders are not now 
needed any how—In fact I did not intend for him to go to Europe to compete 
with you—my idea was to procure his supplies in Halifax, as people would cer- 
tainly be struck with the folly of sending two agents to the same market, in part 
for the same object. 

Your family I believe continue well & Mr. [Archibald H.] Arrington is still at 
home with them. The fall of Vicksburg, though creating some despondency has 
not discouraged us, and Gen Lee is compensating us by his invasion of Northern 
territory. On the whole our prospects are better than they were this time last 
year. Our people are adapting themselves to a state of war, our resources are 
developing wonderfully, our army is becoming veteran & invincible, and our 
crop prospects, with the harvest already in, almost exceed belief. You may assure, 
I think, the generous merchants who have befriended a people in their death 
struggle for liberty and independence, that their investment is a safe one. 

Neglect no means of communicating with me.

Yours! by the “Advance” was received and I reply by the same vessel. 

I regret very much /that/ you did not receive my letter’ in time to prevent 
your purchases. The increased product of our manufactories and our captures 
have rendered it entirely unnecessary to make further purchases in that line.’ 
And besides the defeat of our State project for raising troops has made it still 
more unnecessary. Having however purchased, if it be not possible to recant, you 
need ship no further than Bermuda where I desire to store for the present except 
the clothing which I desire deposited with Mr. White’s cargos for Crossan to 
bring in. The enormous freights need not be incurred whilst running a Steamer 
of our own. If you have not sold the Scrip for Turpentine & Rosin, and I hope 
you have not please with-draw it from the market immediately. Having secured 
a loan through Mr White amply sufficient for all possible purposes, it would be 
injurious in the extreme not to say foolish to appear further on the market. 
Should Mr. Saunders [George N. Sanders] feel himself damaged by such a course, 
I pledge myself to indemnify him justly and amply 

You are instructed therefore to close out immediately and return home by the 
first steamer. If you have not sold your bonds, dont sell; if you are about selling 
dont consumate, and if you have sold recant if possible or get off as lightly as 
may be*. For the loan of Mr. White will quite cover the extent of the authority 
given me by the Legislature

I have received nothing from you or Mr. S., since you <left> /went/ out, 
except a pipe though I believe you both took my measure for some clothes which 
I sadly need. Have you sent any thing which has been lost? 

I suppose you continue posted on our affairs. We have lost Vicksburg by 
starvation of the garrison and invaded Pa. defeating the enemy, capturing large 
numbers of prisoners and scaring the Dutch almost into a cocked hat. We listen 
daily for great news. God grant it may be good.

By the Governor of North Carolina 
A Proclamation 


Whereas, for the protection of our people, as far as possible, against the evils 
of speculation, there continues to be necessity to prohibit the exportation of 
certain articles of our products beyond the limits of our State— 

Now, therefore, I, Zebulon B. Vance, Governor of North Carolina do issue 
this Proclamation, continuing the Proclamation of June 8th. in force for thirty 
days from and after the 13th. instant, in regard to Cotton & Woolen Cloth, 
Cotton and Woolen Yarns, Leather and Shoes, subject to such exceptions &c. 
as have been expressed in my proclamations heretofore on the subject of expor- 
tation— 

In witness, whereof, Zebulon B. Vance, Governor, Captain General, and 
Commander in Chief hath signed these presents and caused the great Seal of the 
State to be affixed.

Governor: 

I regret that an accident has so long prevented an answer to your letter of 
March 31st.! in reference to the enrolment of certain state and corporation of- 
ficers in North Carolina. 

But I trust that no serious embarrassment has resulted to you from my delay 
in replying, as the attention of the Chief of the Bureau of Conscription was 
promptly called to the matters discussed in your letter, and the Commandant of 
Conscripts for the State was ordered to defer to you in every case where it could 
be done without positive infraction of law. 

In enforcing the enrolment of conscripts, it has been my desire to comply as 
far as possible with the views & wishes of the Governors of the several States, 
in all cases where there seemed to be any fair doubt as to the intention of Con- 
gress as expressed in the several Acts relating to this subject. But when the law- 
making power has plainly declared its will, the Executive has no discretion & 
must simply enforce the law. 

In cases of individual hardship the President is authorized to interfere with 
an order of special exemption. But with regard to classes of citizens the case is 
different. The Congress has explicitly designated those classes whose continued 
occupations with their ordinary pursuits seemed necessary to the well-being of 
society; and has, at the same time, declared that the danger to the country from 
its armed enemies is so great as to demand the presence of all other citizens, 
within certain ages, in the field. If, after trial, their legislation appears to have 
been without proper regard to the true interests of the community, in forcing 
into the army classes of people whom a wiser policy would have retained at home, 
they will probably remedy the evil at future sessions. Meanwhile, I am not jus- 
tified in interfering with a full execution of their enactments. Such a course would 
not only be an evasion of a fair trial of the wisdom of the laws, but would imperil 
the successful issue of the war by withholding from the army men who have been 
by the competent authority declared subject to military duty. 

The Government has asserted no claim to conscribe the militia officers of the 
States in actual commission; and the Commandants of Conscripts have been so 
instructed. I have also fully recognized the exemption of all State Executive and 
Judicial officers not made liable to ordinary militia duty by the laws of the States 
themselves. 

In the particular case of Constables and Justices of the Peace in North Ca- 
rolina, about whose liability to service there were conflicting opinions, the en- 
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rolling officers were directed to suspend action until conference could be held 
with you, and the laws of the State could be examined. 

I have not considered it within my power, under existing laws, to extend a 
general exemption to the police of the corporate towns. But, in some instances, 
organizations in the character of home guards have been allowed to remain free 
from conscription temporarily, on condition of rendering local military service 
when called on by the Commanding General. It was supposed that many of the 
policemen would become attached to these companies, and thus be enabled to 
attend to their ordinary duties during most of the time. 

As some months have now elapsed since your letter was written, and as the 
officers of this Government have always been instructed to confer freely with 
you & to insist upon a rigid construction of the laws only where it appeared 
necessary, it is hoped that all difficulties have been satisfactorily adjusted.

I have the honor to acknowledge yours of the 6th inst,! in relation to the 
appointment of Major Bradford as Quartermaster in charge of the collection of 
the tax in kind in North Carolina. 

I caused inquiry to be made as to the circumstances of Major Bradford’s ap- 
pointment and have been informed that at the time he received it there was 
urgent need of a competent officer for the tax service in North Carolina; that 
there was no applicant for the office from that State, and that Major Bradford’s 
recommendations were ample as to character and qualifications. 

It is also stated that Major B. although formerly of Norfolk Va. has been for 
some time a resident of North Carolina, and that it was in view of this fact; of 
his capacity; of the absence of any application by a citizen of North Carolina, 
and of the pressing necessity that the appointment should be made without 
delay,—that Major Bradford was commissioned to superintend the collection of 
the tax in kind in your State. 
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After the receipt of your letter which first informed me of the case I have 
conversed with the Secty. of War with a view <to> that not only this but every 
impediment to your successful career should be removed. 

I am aware of the embarassments you may have in carrying out your patriotic 
efforts to aid the Confederate government in this struggle and relying on your 
capacity and energy to overcome them would be very far from willingly allowing 
any additional obstruction to be thrown in your way

My Dear Sir: 


There is a vast deal of feeling, very earnest & bitter, in various parts of the 
State, against the course that the Standard is pursuing. It is regarded by calm & 
prudent men, dreadfully damaging to the cause. And I cannot dissent from the 
general opinion. Can nothing be done? I have been exceedingly [loth] to see you 
or your friends arrayed in open antagonism to that paper, because that would be 
to <would> confirm its hostility, 1 <can> induce it to go greater lengths in the 
course we deprecate. But I am really afraid that unless it can be induced to pause, 
if not to retrace its steps, there will be a necessity for your letting it be known 
on all suitable occasions, & in all proper ways, that you & your friends do not 
only not concur with it but most decidedly condemn its course. 

Some say that he [William W. Holden] ought to be arrested. That is all non- 
sense. That his press should be silenced, [worse] still. But cannot the considerate 
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men of his party be induced to remonstrate effectually with him: at the same time 
the considerate men of the State Journal party—such men as Barringer, /Mor- 
decai/ [Manly], Bragg! (I suppose) &c. &c., might, it seems to me, be induced to 
silence that paper & the [Raleigh] Register, whose vile attacks upon Holden have 
been, as I think, the maine cause of all this trouble, goading him on to ceaseless 
assaults upon the gov’t for its truly scandalous treatment of No. Ca. I should 
hope, if a truce could be arranged with these papers, to see all parties have time 
to come to their senses. 

If things go on as at present, I think we shall not only lose more than all the 
great reputation we have earned in this war, but get into serious trouble at home. 

I feel sure that you will keep your skirts clear of all taint of such a policy as 
the Standard is advocating. 

If you be forced to separate from it, & of course from the [Raleigh] Progress, 
which is but its sister, can you find anybody who is fit to conduct a paper <a> 
in Raleigh that you can resort to? You must have such a paper there. The five 
now there <are> as at present conducted are nuisances. The Standard is the 
only one of the <other> five that was ever otherwise. 

You will of course see the propriety of holding this as strictly confidential. In a 
matter about a press, I ought not to interfere, & would not but for the imminence 
of the peril, & the excuse you gave me by your late application.

Dear Sir: 
A letter has just been received by the Secretary of State from one of the most 
distinguished citizens of your State, containing the following passage: 
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“] have just learned that the Union or Reconstruction party proposes holding 
meetings throughout the State. Trouble is fast brewing here and | fear we shall 
soon have open resistance to the government under the leadership of that reckless 
politician Holden, Editor of the Standard.” 

This is not the first intimation I have received that Holden is engaged in the 
treasonable purpose of exciting the people of North Carolina to resistance against 
their government, and co-operation with the enemy, but I have never received 
any definite statement of facts as to his conduct beyond the assertion that his 
newspaper which I do not read is filled with articles recommending resistance to 
the constituted authorities. 

I know not whether his hostility and that of his accomplices is directed against 
the Confederate Government alone, or embraces that of his State; nor am I aware 
whether he has gone so far as to render him liable to criminal prosecution. 

If however the facts stated in the extract of the letter which I have quoted be 
true, (and the author is entitled to the fullest credit) the case is quite grave 
enough for me to consult with you on the subject, and to solicit from you such 
information and advice as you may be able to give me, for the purpose of such 
joint or separate action as may be proper to defeat designs fraught with great 
danger to our common country.! 

I write you confidentially because there may be error or exaggeration in the 
reports about this man, and I would be unwilling to injure him by giving publicity 
to the charges if there be no foundation for them.

Mr. Bond! is sent as special messenger to your Excellency by order of the Col. 
of Bertie County,’ & I have been requested to write to you, by several of the 
most prominent citizens of the County, who assembled in this place today. In- 
formation has just reached us from several distinct sources, that it /is/ arranged 
to land a negro regiment, or perhaps two regiments, for the purpose of inciting 
& sustaining a servile insurrection in this county & in Hertford. The threatening 
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condition of affairs here has excited my attention <my attention> for several 
weeks past, & I have thought of calling the attention of your Excellency to some 
alarming circumstances, & had, indeed, prepared a letter for that purpose, but 
have delayed sending it, partly, from a fear that my apprehensions might prove 
groundless & your Excellency unecessarily disturbed. But the information re- 
ceived, today, makes the communication containing speculations & merely gen- 
eral views, out of place. 

This morning, a gentleman living on the Roanoke, says, that a messenger 
from Plymouth went to his house & gave him warning, requesting him to send 
the word to W. N. H. Smith by special messenger, & not trust the uncertainty 
of the mails—Shortly after, those who came from Coleraine, from Chowan river, 
brought news that the Yankees landed there, yesterday, & one of them told the 
same story to Mr. Jos. H. Etheridge,’ privately—saying that while he was willing 
to fight for the Union, he disapproved any proceeding of the kind indicated. 
From another portion of the county, distantly seperated from the above points— 
near the mouth of the Cashie, Mr. Thos. Bailey,* reports that the same warning 
was brought to him by a person just from Plymouth. And this afternoon, another 
gentleman from the Roanoke comes in & reports that the same word has been 
brought to him from Plymouth. Yesterday, the Yankees landed at Mr. Wm. Sut- 
ton’s,° on Salmon Creek, burned several of his buildings, destroyed property, & 
carried off his overseer—the only white person on the premises. They held com- 
munication with his negroes, but went off without carrying any of the negroes. 
Yesterday morning, when the only white man on my plantation went out, very 
early, he found the Yankees there in conversation with my negroes. They went 
off without carrying any of them—In the afternoon, they went to Coleraine, & 
held communication with the negroes there, & carried none away. Last night, 
the barn, stables, &c. on the farm of Dr Wilson,° of this village, were burned— 
They were several miles from town. Threats & warnings against other loyal cit- 
izens, have been reported to me, today. All con[cur], in regard to the movement 
of the slaves, that it is to occur between the 2oth. inst. & the 2nd. of August. I 
have carefully weighed the circumstances surrounding these reports, & listened 
to the opinions & suggestions of intelligent gentlemen, today—& I really think, 
the matter ought to claim your prompt attention. | cannot presume to indicate 
any measure to the attention of your Excellency because | know nothing of the 
means at your disposal.

Your note! in reference to the permission asked by me to send M. J. McSween 
to the army of N. Va. as a newspaper correspondent, with Genl Lee’s reply 
refusing the same has been received— 

It seems strange that Genl Lee and yourself should so utterly misconstrue my 
meaning—I had no reference of course to the “official reports” of our army of- 
ficers, as doing injustice to N.C. Troops. They are rarely furnished to the news- 
papers—never except by consent of the War Dept.—I simply desired to correct 
as far as possible, the daily neglect and frequent slanders of a portion of the 
Richmond press, which has its corps of reporters in every department of the 
Army—by sending a similar corps to report for the press of this State—But | 
know that without Genl Lee’s permission, they could not move with the Army 
or have access to any sources of reliable information. The Richmond press allege 
as an excuse for not speaking of N.C. Troops, that there are no correspondents 
from this State to report &c, and this I was in part trying to remedy—I asked 
for the detail of McSween, not for the purpose of giving him an official character, 
but simply because he is an accomplished scholar and in such feeble health, that 
he will soon die or be discharged from service— 

I only desired Sir, in other words that newspaper correspondents from N.C. 
should be allowed to attend an Army, with the same protection, and the same 
access to information as | learn is given to others. But as Genl Lee objects to it 
and has seen proper to think that I object to official reports, which have never 
yet been published, I beg leave to withdraw the request. 

The troops from N.C. can afford to appeal to history: | am confident that they 
have but little to expect /from/ their associates. Just after the battle of Chancel- 
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lorsville notwithstanding N.C. troops furnished one half of all the killed and 
wounded, it was reliably reported throughout this State that Genl Lee had refused 
applications for furloughs, to our wounded soldiers, on the ground that they 
would not return when recovered—If such an endorsement was in fact made 
officially it would of course be credited by the historian, and injustice be done 
to the very men, who won that victory. The Richmond Enquirer in recent article, 
on the authority of its special correspondent charges our defeat at Gettysburg 
upon the cowardice and incapacity of the N.C. troops composing Heth’s division. 

Such things are hard to bear, if true, and if untrue we are denied the right of 
having correspondents in the Army to correct them, and must wait for the pub- 
lication of official reports, which may or may not be published— 

How such things can contribute to the success of the cause I am unable to 
say

Your note! recd. and as the merchants say “contract, [posted]”. I assure you I 
am deeply concerned at the turn things have taken. I asked Mr. Graham, Gov 
Swain & others to talk to Holden but it has done little good—He pretends & 
maybe really is of opinion that 4/sths. of the people are ready for reconstruction 
& says he is only following the people not leading them—This is not true in fact 
he is responsable for half this feeling at least, if it exists; of course the driver sits 
behind the team & yet may be said to follow his horses. 

I had a long talk with him yesterday and requested him to say in his paper 
that he was not my organ in the matter and did not speak my sentiments He 
promised to do so. | think it all important that the people should know my 
sentiments, so [illegible] should there be a split, he may not be committing to him 
any persons under the idea that he was my friend, which I think it likely accounts 
for much of his popularity. 
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I dont see much help for a split I fear it must come, tho’ Holden says he will 
not make it I wish very much you would write to our prominent men to use their 
influence with him. Applications to such men as Barringer & others you name 
I regard as useless—They are incapable of subordinating party prejudices for any 
purpose. I have talked to most of them and the only use they made of my infor- 
mation was to try to array Holden & myself against each other and write to 
Richmond urging Holdens arrest! I have no more faith in their patriotism than 
Holdens—not as much in fact. 

I will write you again from time to time—I don’t think it possible to get an 
Editor who could do any good in the present crisis—

The undersigned respectfully represents to Your Excellency that much of the 
wheat in Caswell is rotten, from the Two months rain, which still continunes, 
the oat crop is a verry short one The corn cannot yeald more than half a crop; 
all the important Items of our crop has faild, except Irish Potatoes, which are 
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verry Good. The old supply of Grain is nearly exhausted, and many persons are 
complaining that they cannot buy with money. I hear threats openly made to 
resort to mob law to obtain Food, and there can be no doubt that civil society 
is in danger of being disturbed if not Broken up. It is but right and proper that 
the Chief Magistrate of our beloved State should be brought acquainted with 
these facts. 

The undersigned now an old Man, a native of the South, and for the last 38 
years a Citizen of Caswell County, who has never in his life had any connexion 
with politics, solelmly beleaves that the time has come for the orthorities of the 
State to take these matters into their serious consideration. The Confederate Tax 
in Kind will produce dissatistion if not oppersition from the people. There seems 
to be no escape for us from these sore troubles but to make peace with the North 
on the best terms we can, and I solemly beleave that three fourths of the people 
of Caswell desire peace now, while we have power enough to assure our consti- 
tutional rights

I write to remind you to send me the affidavits &c., which Judge Ruffin prom- 
ised to send you some time ago, in reference to the allegations against L’t. Col.

I take the liberty to state to you, that Gen’! Edney is again making an effort 
to induce the President to suspend the execution of the Conscript law in this 
Congressional District.! He will probably call upon you: On examining his Pe’t. 
or Memorial, you will notice in it a political complexion, which I could not and 
did not, endorse. I however, gave him a statement, which you can examine and 
which I am quite sure takes a proper view of the matter therein mentioned. I am 
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satisfied that no more men ought to be taken from this section, unless others are 
sent. There seems to be a settled purpose on the part of a large portion of those 
subject to Conscription here, not to go into the regular service. This grows out 
of apprehension of danger to their families and property at home and the general 
gloom and despondency that now over-spreds the Country. These men however, 
I feel sure, would do good Militia Service and police duty. 

| assure you, things are not as they ought to be. A restive spirit is at work and 
may develop itself in an alarming way at any time.—I don’t approve of the idea 
of sending an armed police into this section from the Army. There are those who 
would gladly seize upon an opportunity to article the approaching election by 
means of force. It would be infinitely better, to rely upon an effective “Home 
Guard” organization to preserve order and suppress out-laws and capture desert- 
ers. 

| regret to have to say, that there is little prospect of reconcileing the conflict- 
ing claims among our political friends who want to get to Congress. I fear a feud 
will spring up among them that will be hard to quell. I fear nothing good will 
spring out of the Contemplated Convention at Hendersonville. It would indeed, 
be shameful for this District to send [Samuel L.] Love to Congress. 

If you give Gen’l. Edney any thing for the President, contradict the statement, 
that a large part of our people are disloyal. Such a statement is wholly false and 
slanderous.

In reply to your letter of the 28th ult,' I have the honor to state, that the 
Acts of Congress and the Army Regulations alike prohibit officers of the Quarter 
Master and Commissary departments, either directly or indirectly from being 
concerned in the purchase or sale of articles intended for, making a part of, or 
appertaining to public supplies, or in making any gain for negotiating business 
in their departments. 

The Department cannot doubt that there has been abuse in these Depart- 
ments, but the investigations that have been set [o]n foot have been singularly 
unproductive of results. The cases of conviction have been but few, and in those 
cases the offence proved has fallen far short of the enormities charged on the 
department officers generally. 

Any case of guilt will be the subject of examination whenever it may be 
reported, and any information apparently calling for investigation will be gladly 
examined

I was very glad to learn to day from a gentleman recently arrived here from 
Wilmington of the safe arrival of the S.S. “Ad-Vance” Since her departure from 
England I have shipd. some goods to Bermuda by the “Harkaway” & “Nebula”, 
the latter I fear will not reach there in time for the 2nd. trip of the “Ad-Vance.” 
Messr. Collie & Co. have chartered a schooner for me which will be ready to 
sail on Monday, her cargo is made up of goods, mostly, for the State. She takes 
a few tons for the Confederate Govt. & a few tons for the firm Mr. W. Hargrave 
White represents. | have now ready some 50 or 60 tons more than she can take, 
which I will forward by first vessel up for that port, or if I can arrange to get 
goods enough to fill another small vessel in ten or twelve days will charter an- 
other. | have now however expended more money than I have been able to 
realize on the Sale of the Cotton Bonds I am relying on a bill of lading of a good 
cargo of Cotton, at Bermuda by the “Ad-Vance” which I trust has safely arrived 
there before this. | am extremely anxious to forward now, as much as possible, 
that they may reach home before cold weather commences— 

I feel however, that | am very much crampd. for funds. Our recent. reverses 
has sent the Confederate cotton loan down to a very great discount, & it has 
also had the effect to deter Capitalists from buying the N.C. cotton bonds. The 
whole amount issued is £150000 Sterling but not quite £100000 has yet been 
disposed of. 

The invoices for the goods shipd. by the “Harkaway” & “Nebula” have been 
forwarded to you. I have also directed the invoices of the goods now shipd. to 
be sent forward by the regular Mail to Bermuda Via of Halifax N.S. hope all may 
get Safely to hand

Proclamation by ZBV AG&H:GLB 


By the Governor of North Carolina 
A proclamation. 


Whereas, it appears to me that the necessities of our people still require the 
continuance of the prohibition heretofore extended by proclamation to the ex- 
portation of certain articles from the State— 

Now, therefore, I, Zebulon B. Vance, Governor of North Carolina do issue 
this Proclamation, continuing the Proclamation of July roth., inforce for thirty 
days from and after the 12th. inst. in regard to the exportation of Cotton and 
Woolen Cloth, Cotton and Woolen Yarns, Leather and Shoes, subject to the 
exceptions &c., expressed heretofore— 

In witness whereof Zebulon B. Vance, Governor, Captain-General and Com- 
mander in Chief hath signed these presents & caused the great seal of the State 
to be affixed 
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Done at the city of Raleigh, this roth. day of August A.D. 1863 and in the 
Eighty Eighth year of our Independence.

Dear Sir, 

In the last few days I have had two applications for writs of habeas corpus 
presenting the same question, on the very same state of facts, that was decided 
by me in the matter of Irvin,! & in the matter of Meroney,’ & decided by the 
superior court in the matter of Bryan? & many other cases at June term 1863—* 

lam informed that Left [Lt.] Little the enrolling officer for the district, ordered 
the militia officers to make the arrests, on the ground, that he was instructed by 
the secretary of war not to regard the above decisions unless the party should be 
discharged upon writs of habeas corpus. 

I will take the liberty of suggesting for your consideration, whether these 
instructions should not be made the subject of earnest remonstrance on your part 
to the president of the confederate states, as obviously in violation of the rights 
of citizens of our state, & disrespectful to the judicial department of the state 
government, & certainly not to have been expected, after the solemn decision 
of our supreme court, upon full argument & notice to the president.— 

There is another view of the subject to which in behalf of the supreme court,— 
as chief justice, I feel it to be my duty to call your attention. The militia officers 
under your instructions to obey the orders of the enrolling officers, are required 
to do an act, which is oppressive to our citizens, because altho entitled to ex- 
emption, they are forced to go to the army, or to be at the expense & inconven- 
ience of suing out a writ, (if they have an opportunity to do so)—an act, which 
is unlawful & violates “the peace & dignity of the state,” whereby the militia 
officer is subjected to the payment of the costs of the proceedings under the writ 
of habeas corpus, is subjected to the action of the party for damages, & is liable 
to indictment unless he can be secured, on the ground that the confederate 
government “avers the act” which in the case of a foreign government would be 
casus belli—> & in case of the citizen’s own government presents an anomily in 
the history of a free people. And an act by which, the executive of the State is 
made accessory to what is obviously disrespectful to the judges & courts of the 
state. 

I trust you will pardon the freedom with which I have expressed my senti- 
ments—but really, after reading the correspondence between the secretary of war 
& your excellency, on the subject of the judicial tribunals of the state, | am 
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fearful, that the independence of the judiciary cannot be maintained, unless all 
encroachments are met with firmness, in [limine],.°

I beg to call your attention to the proceedings of many meetings in various 
parts of the state, in favour of peace—Under all the circumstances, I consider 
them ruinous, in the last degree. 

They will cause the army to melt away by desertion, will create, perhaps, 
dissensions & civil war at home, and will defeat any & all efforts for peace, unless 
it be on the basis of absolute submission to our enemies—which is all that has 
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ever been offered us—They will in short serve no purpose whatever, except to 
encourage our enemies, ruin our army, & hasten our subjugation—With these 
views, which | have not time to elaborate, my administration will take ground 
against any such unfortunate & premature movements, and | desire, as far as 
possible, to know how far, | will be sustained by my friends & former supporters— 
With this view I earnestly invite an expression of your opinion & advice, fully, 
freely & confidentially given— 

I am anxious, at the same time, /not/ to be misunderstood as to this important 
issue. 

No living man is more anxious for peace than I am, whenever it can, by any 
possibility, be obtained upon the basis of separation & our independence—I shall 
only oppose those clamours for peace, originating in a desire for reconstruction, 
or which being raised in the hour of our adversity, & in the absence of any 
proposition from the North, can only mean submission & a giving up of the 
contest. 

Please, at your early leisure, give me your opinion & the sentiments of your 
community—

I have now in the Treasury 


in Con. currency $1,650,000 
in certificates for Cont. Bonds 1,289,000 
in fundable N.C. Treas. notes 650,000

and a large amount,—probably half a million of the taxes not yet paid in— 
Besides this, the Confederacy owes this State, according to the report of the 
board of claims, made to the last regular session of this Genl. A., between four 
& five millions of dollars which is now being audited at Richmond, P. H. Win- 
ston jr. being the agent of the State who reports a favorable prospect of getting 
the claim in caution for asking the next Congress for an appropriation to pay it. 

This plethora of the Treasury has arisen from sources not foreseen by the 
Genl. A. at its regular session, which authorises the issue of Treasury notes, (not 
fundable till 1866, now worth 50 per cent more than Confederate Currency), to 
the amount of $3,000,000, and treasury notes not fundable to the amount of 
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$1,500,000. On the rst. of January last the issue of these Treasury notes secured 
to furnish the best and most reliable means of meeting the drafts on the Treasury, 
then greatly exceeding its available means. As it takes many months to get the 
necessary engraving & printing done, and it was very difficult to get suitable 
paper, | made a contract at once for the preparation of these notes, now nearly 
completed. I have issued only an inconsiderable amount of them, and am now 
issuing only the fractional parts of a dollar and in sufficient number of the larger 
denominations to pay the counties in possession of the enemy the appropriation 
for the support of the families of indigent soldiers. This will require less than 
$100,000. 

The Confederate notes & certificates for bonds are greatly in excess of the 
probable wants of the Treasury. Of the probable demands your excellency how- 
ever has much better means of judging than I have, as all of them of very con- 
siderable importance arise from the expeditures of the State for clothing our 
troops & other military expenditures. As to the amount of drafts on State ac- 
counts State Treasurer knows nothing, either as to the amount, or the time when 
they will be presented, but I presume they are not likely to exceed, for the next 
8 months, the amount drawn for the last 8 months. If the supply of clothing from 
Europe continues to succeed payment will be made for the same in cotton, much 
of which the State has on hand, and the Treasury will be re-imbursed from the 
Con. Govt., the goods being estimated at their value in Confederate currency, 
whereby the present redundancy of money will be greatly augmented. 

It becomes necessary to inquire how this money can be used to the best 
advantage of the State. 

I think no part of it can be used to pay the debts of the State. An act of the 
last regular session of the Genl. A. directs me out of the money due from the 
Con. Govt., when collected, to pay the 8 per cent bonds of the State, which are 
payable at the pleasure of the State, unless the holders will exchange them for 
our 6 per cent bonds, running 30 years. Not a holder of the 8 per cent bonds 
will receive payment in the present currency. | fear they will not exchange bonds. 
So none of the bonded debt can be paid. 

The State owed about $3,000,000, on the 1 Jan. last, to the Banks by way of 
temporary loan. They loaned nearly all this sum to the State, they say, in their 
own currency, which they cannot pay with Con. currency. It would be suicide 
to accept payment in the present currency, and dishonest in the State to insist 
on paying it in currency worth about 1/4 th. part as much as the money they 
furnished us. Most of this debt I have paid in our 30 year bonds, under the act 
authorising me, out of the deferred debt due the State from Con Govt. or by the 
sale of our State bonds, to pay this debt to the Banks. As our State bonds, when 
the act passed, were worth about par in Con. currency, I offered them to the 
Banks at par. Most of them accepted them with great reluctance. Those which 
have declined to receive the bonds, would not receive currency. So no part of 
the money in the Treasury can be used to pay the debts of the State. 
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It is true we have a large amount in certificates for 7 per cent. Con. bonds, 
but this investment was not made for the interest but as a means of exchanging 
the old for the new issues of Con. notes. | suppose no one, in any contingency, 
unless he be a man whose ardor silences his reason, expects the debts of the 
Confederacy can ever be paid in full. I would deem it inexpedient to say this to 
the public, yet every day’s observation shows this is the universal opinion. Its 
present value does not arise from any expectation of its redemption, but from 
the belief of the holder that he can buy with it something desirable, at some 
extravagant price—and still more from a consciousness that patriotism forces us 
to sustain it as a currency. 

In view of all these things I think the best we can do, will be to invest a large 
part of it in the purchase of cotton as quick as possible, to be put up in the 
interior, in the care of men every where to be found, who would take care to 
protect from the weather. Whether this can be done, under existing legislation, 
I do not know—but if not, I think the responsibility should be assumed until the 
meeting of the Genl. A. 

I have written this long letter to you shawdowing out my views, because you 
are always surrounded by such a crowd and such press of business, that I can find 
no chance to have an interview without danger of annoying you. When you shall 
have read it, I shall be glad to have an interview with you at such time as may 
suit you.

Ramseur in communicating the above particulars informed me that it 
was Harneys last request that the flag should be “presented in his name to the 
President”. 
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The wish of the dying hero has been complied with. The flag is in my pos- 
session and will be treasured by me as an honorable memento of the valor and 
patriotic devotion which the soldiers of North Carolina have displayed on many 
hard fought fields. 

I have thought it due to the lamented officer, with whose family I have not 
the advantage of being acquainted, to communicate these circumstances to you 
as the Chief Magistrate of his State, and to express through you to his State, his 
comrades and his family the sincere sympathy I feel with them for the loss of 
one so worthy of their admiration and esteem. 

Such deeds illustrate a people’s history, justify a people’s pride, and sustain a 
country’s hope.

My dear Sir, 

Your letter of the 15th. is recd., and I take the first moment allowed me by 
pressing business to reply. 

I feel no hesitation or delicacy whatever in giving you my opinions fully & 
freely in regard to our present condition, believing it /to be/ the right of the 
people to demand and the duty of their servants to grant such information at 
any time. 

You ask my opinion more especially “as to the best means of obtaining a 
speedy, lasting just & honorable peace”. National disputes can of course only be 
settled by negotiations or by war, by reason or by brute force. The former method 
requires the assent & concordance of both parties, and either party refusing to 
negotiate can force the other into hostilities, or an absolute abandonment of all 
its pretensions. This | conceive was precisely our case in the beginning of our 
troubles. The claim of the Southern states to withdraw from the union and form 
a separate government for themselves was deemed so inadmissible by the Federal 
government that no proposition whatever to negotiate would be listened to. 
Commissioners from the seceding states were even refused an audience of the 
Federal authorities. War therefore, or a total abandonment of all claim to the 
tight of separation was the only alternative—Declining to yield this right / 
(whether, <this right> revolutionary or constitutional it matters not now/ the 
States then <out> /seceded/ prepared for war and the President of the United 
States called for volunteers to crush them into submission. North Carolina re- 
fused to furnish her quota of troops to murder her Southern brethren, <went 
out of> /severed the tie that bound her to/ the union by the unanimous voice 
of the peoples’ delegates & solemnly pledged her blood & treasure to the common 
course of Southern independence. This was the issue plain & unmistakeable, 
then—the terms of the North were, lay down your arms & submit; <the terms> 
/those/ of the South—let us alone. The whole world understood it. Is it not the 
same today? If changed at all it is only that the North now demands more— 
submission and emancipation of our slaves, constituting one half the entire wealth 
of our country. There is therefore no escape from the conclusion, that should 
the North cry peace, it would indicate an intention to yield <the> /its/ claims 
<of the South>, and should the South cry peace it would imply submission to 
the North. Are we ready for this? Have the stout hearts of our soldiers and the 
patient sufferings of /our/ people already reached that valley of humileation which 
good old Bunyan located but one stage from the valley of the Shadow of Death? 
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God knows my dear Sir, that I would gladly lay down my life to restore peace 
to my country on terms of honour and safety, and would prefer the distinction 
to all the honors a grateful people could heap upon me. But as the matter now 
stands and has stood from the beginning, I can only look upon propositions of 
peace coming from us, no matter how pure and patriotic the motive which in- 
duces them, as involving national dishonor, ruin and disgrace. | can well appre- 
ciate the feeling of those who say they desire to talk and fight at the same time 
<illegible> /erroneous/ as | conceive it to be under all the circumstances. I can 
sympathise deeply with their sufferings under the desolating scourge of civil war 
waged with such bloody & vindictive cruelty, and do not wonder at their seeking 
for relief. But how /how any one can think there <illegible> is now/ any prospect 
for an honorable peace by negotiations <can now be sure>, I am at a loss to 
know. But recently Vice President Stevens was sent to seek an interview with 
the <Conf> Federal authorities to see if some more human method of con- 
ducting the war could not be devised. Even this mission of mercy & civilization 
was treated with <scorn> /indifference/ and he was sent back without a chance 
to consult the proper authorities. How much better would another embassy fare, 
on a mission still more important? 

Suppose the state should be unanimous in the determination to make prop- 
ositions to our enemies, how could it be done? <Where, when> /To whom,/ 
and what should we propose? Why sir the whole thing is <perfectly absurd> / 
out of the question/, except upon the supposition that we desire to submit <or 
reconstruct>. Then indeed the way would be easy and obvious; <[In truth] | 
have no doubt but that this is the intention of the knowing and> /and there may 
be/ a designing few, who desire to take advantage of the suffering and patriotic 
many to lead them into this enevitable ruin with hopes of peace. I trust in God 
my countrymen may not be led blindfold to their destruction. What would be 
the result of submission? To say nothing of the question of honor, it implies with 
absolute certainty the abolition of slavery and the turning loose of four million 
blacks in our midst; the confiscation of our property, the hanging of enough of 
our principal citizens to sate the Northern appetite for slaughter, the imposition 
of inordinate tariffs and a public debt greater than that of any nation on earth— 
In short the fate of the conquered, with the fierce and vindictive passions en- 
gendered by civil strife goading on our conquerors, is what we should expect. 

Reconstruction if possible, would be little better; but it is a physical and moral 
imposibility. As soon would I think of resurrecting the bones of our gallant 
soldiers scattered from Gettysburg to New Orleans and invest them with living 
flesh, as to undertake <reconstructing> /the task of restoring/ <an> /the/ union 
Jas it once was/ founded on mutual good will and sustained by a constitution 
limiting the powers and defining the rights of each member. That mutual good 
will has /now/ given way to fierce hatred and bloody hostility, and th<at>e / 
old/ constitution torn into a thousand shreds and laughed at as waste papers. You 
might indeed reconstruct the territory of the old union, but the soul, the living 
principal of accord and nationality will not be there. And this too would for a

time give our afflicted country peace, <after a fashion> /such as it would be/. 
Our slaves have peace, and could we but humble ourselves to their lowly con- 
dition we might enjoy it—The prisoner has peace in his dungeon, and if his soul 
be sufficiently ignoble may learn to hear complacently the rattle of his chains. 
Such I feel assured, is not the peace the brave and high minded people of N.C. 
want—With whom would we again enter into this national wedlock, and take 
upon ourselves these ties of /unity &/ common fellowship? With men who have 
slaughtered our sons & brothers in battle, murdered our citizens in cold blood, 
burnt our homes into cinders, stolen our property and inflicted upon our mothers 
/sisters/ and daughters the crowning outrage of humanity, and now send against 
us our own slaves armed and ready to surfeit their savage natures in brutality and 
murder! These people we are to receive again as brothers, red handed, reeking 
with the slaughter of our people and the desolation of our country, and sit as 
quietly down together in all peace and amity as one great and happy family! To 
them we are expected to say, welcome thou slayer of my son, thou <gallant> 
murderer of my father, <most> /thou/ <noble> /thou thief of my goods/ incen- 
diary /of my home/, <beloved> /thou/ ravisher of my daughter, <most incor- 
tuptible thief>; right welcome to this heart you have made lonely, to this home 
you have made desolate and to this shelter which I have built upon the ashes of 
<my> /the/ <magnificent> /comfortable/ mansion you /have/ burned!! Can 
any true son of North Carolina be found whose crawling, creeping soul would so 
grovel in the dirt of degradation and /so/ lick the vile dust from the boot of a 
master? May God pity him /if there be/! Why is this idea even talked of? Have 
recent reverses cowed our people and broken their spirits, after but little over 
two years of war? Sir, our only hope for national honor, for happiness, for peace 
itself lies in a cordial undaunted & vigorous prosecution of the war until our 
enemies offer us peace. It is often said that peace can never be made by fighting — 
that you must /at last/ negotiate <last>. In one particular this is true; negotia- 
tions arrange the terms of peace, but a man has often to be well <drubbed> / 
beaten/ before he will even talk with you, and certainly nothing so soon inclines 
nations to negotiate <than> /as/ an obstinate resistance, which shows them the 
hopelessness of subduing their enemies. The State of North Carolina by a solemn 
ordinance of her convention formally and forever dissolved her connection with 
the old government, intered into a compact with the new, and pledged her blood 
and treasure to the support of the common cause—In accordance with this sol- 
emn pledge, as sacred and binding as ever was entered into by any people upon 
earth, the best and bravest of her sons rushed to arms and for near thirty months 
have met the /almost/ overwhelming numbers of the foe and driven him back 
upon a hundred fields of slaughter, with a gallantry and devotion which have 
excited the admiration of the world—<Our> /The/ equally glorious <country> 
women /of our country/ have woven and spun, held the plough and wielded the 
axe, and even tottering age and prattling childhood have shouldered the burthens 
of strong men—All to make good our National faith and to secure our inde- 
pendence from a yoke too grievous to be borne. And now with the battle half 
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won, must all this energy, this bravery, noble devotion and patriotic self sacrifise 
be thrown away? Shall timid souls <be> frightened by reverses or <traitorous> 
[restless men/ moved by <conscription> /dissatisfaction under the necessary bur- 
dens of war/ <to> drive our people to despair and crucify afresh the spirits of 
our heroic dead,’ and put their noble souls to open shame? God of his infinite 
mercy forbid! 

I say the battle is half won & why? Because Sir the North gives unmistakable 
signs that she finds it quite as difficult to keep up the strife as we. The blood 
which flows through the streets of her cities, the bold and defiant tone of her 
press and politicians towards Lincolns administration, the thousands of Federal 
bayonetts gleaming throughout the land to enforce conscription and “preserve 
order”, as they significantly term it<,>—all show that they are having their own 
troubles also. There is nothing in our circumstances which should induce the 
least sanguine to despair, and I still maintain the confident opinion that the 
North never /can/ conquer us, never, never, while our people are harmonious to 
resist—Our great danger and our only one <consists in the fear> /is/ that the 
spirit of the people may give way—We have yet five hundred thousand <acres> 
square miles of territory on which to fight & subsist, an area more magnificent 
than that of any Kingdom or empire of the old world except Russia; we have yet 
upon our muster rolls sufficient men were deserters and absentees returned to 
duty<,>—to drive back every envading enemy, like chaff before the wind. The 
State of North Carolina alone has twice /as many/ men /in the field/ <than> / 
as/ <ever> Washington /ever/ commanded against the power of the Brittish, 
and Napoleon never led a nobler army to battle than that of Northern Virginia. 
Four hundred thousand men within but little over two years, under seven differ- 
ent commanders have been hurled against the city of Richmond—and yet she 
stands A fortress formed for freedom’s hands. They have indeed penetrated the 
Mississippi by means of their immense naval supremacy, but they have made no 
advance any where over fifty miles from their gun boats & water communications, 
and they never can, if we make such resistance as is in our power. In the darkest 
days of the old revolution, the Brittish had possession not only of Charleston but 
of every seaport on our coast /and every state capital/; they marched triumphantly 
through the interior of Georgia both Carolinas and Virginia driving our broken 
and flying forces before them—Yet for seven long years <they> /our forefathers/ 
<took> /bore stout/ hearts /in their bosoms/, fought on and scorned the idea of 
reconstructing with the Brittish empire whose monarch they had abjured with 
much less unanimity than we displayed in dissolving our connection with the 
United States. I do not think it necessary to speak extravagantly or to cite des- 
perate examples from history to show that we must /in the end/ succeed—lIt is 
<my> /the/ sober and <logical> /deliberate/ conviction /of my mind/—“The 
last man and the last dollar” is a foolish phrase, more often used by men, who 
will not, if they can help it, make the first nor the millionth man, and /who will/ 
give the last dollar only when forced to do it. No one proposes, at least I do not, 
to obtain <liberty> /independence/ by the extermination of our citizens or sol- 
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diers. I believe it entirely possible with much less loss of life than heretofore even, 
owing to their greater immunity /of our troops/ from disease, & their practised 
steadiness and skill in battle. 

If therefore it be the aim-of our people to secure a lasting peace on the basis 
of Southern Independence (which I will not suffer myself to doubt for a moment) 
we may opinion there could be no better means devised to defeat its own objects 
and bring us to utter ruin, than the movement now going on. There could be no 
objection to the people instructing their representatives in Congress, to look out 
dilligently for any opening toward negotiations, and God knows I hold myself 
always ready to seize upon any tangible terms to stay the effusion of blood, and 
should permit no matter of punctillios or pride to stand in the way of rest to my 
wearried Country—But these unorganized movements of the people will not 
incline our enemies to listen to reason, but will on the contrary (as I learn in 
fact they are) be gladly seized upon as evidence that our State <has> /is/ giving 
up and desires to return to the Federal union, blood stained and corrupt as it is. 
It will encourage desertion in the army, as the soldier<s> will think with some 
reason, that it is not worth his while to shed his blood if the people at home will 
not sustain him. 

There is still another great consideration which fills me with alarm, and I 
mention it briefly, though I fear | have already written more than your /patience/ 
will quietly <submit to> /endure/. 

We should feel thankful to God, that in the midst of all our troubles we have 
so far been exempted from internal dissensions <at home>. Our people have 
harmonized wonderfully, and have shed only the blood of their common enemy. 
In the war of the Revolution our ancesters were not so blessed —Whig and tory 
fought each other on the field, and hung, burnt and destroyed, <each other as> 
/neighbor against neighbor<s>—I fear and believe this will yet be our fate 
should any considerable party in favour of reconstruction be formed in the 
State—The conservative spirit of the country would be drowned in fierce hatred 
of contending factions, smarting under mutual injuries and burning for revenge. 
Test oaths, sedition laws, and military despotism would reign supreme; <and> 
Habeas Corpus would be suspended and an infamous & hellish brood of informers 
and witnesses would cover the land, thirsting for the blood of our wisest and best, 
as traitors, when an accusation would be equivalent to proof. All these horrors, 
compared to which [a] regular war of twenty years would be preferable are almost 
certain to ensue should this unfortunate division of our people be consummated. 

To the men who opposed my elevation as Governor of N.C. I can scarcely 
have a right to appeal, except in so far as a public officer honestly endeavoring 
to do his duty in a period of trial and trouble has a claim to the respect of all 
who believe him conscientious. But my dear Sir, to you and to the thousands of 
my fellow citizens who with such unanimity, called me from my humble position 
in the army to preside over the destinies of this great State, I shall confidently 
appeal to prevent these great calamities. The Conservative party Sir, was born 
as I conceive, of the necessities of the times, and was intended to check the will 
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and destructive spirit of revolution; to preserve the land from madly rushing into 
evils greater than those from /which/ it was endeavoring to escape; to maintain 
the rights and liberties of the citizen and the prerogatives of our judicial tribu- 
nals—the only hope of freedom in times of passion & of violence—Surely it was 
a noble purpose—Shall we forget it, and unintentionally or otherwise inaugurate 
a still more terrible state of things? Shall we cover our names with a natural 
suspicion of bad faith and disloyalty, and subject our State to the scornful im- 
putations of our Southern Sisters? Shall we in other words deprive ourselves of 
the power to do good, and elevate our opponents over our friends by proving 
their accusations true? Such I believe will be the result if we look not wisely at 
the course of events. 

If our <our> impatient but <truly> suffering people would only have more 
trusting faith, write cheerfully to their sons in the army, hold meetings, all over 
the country, to devise means for the assistance of the poor and to induce the 
<poor> tired and disheartened deserters to return to their colors, and sin no 
more, and <to> resolve to fight and suffer yet awhile longer, trusting the issue 
with God, in His own good time our deliverance will come— 

Such are my impressions of our public duty, hastily given—You or any one 
else may see them.

Governor: 
I am officially advised by the Commandant of Conscripts for this State, that 
in the Districts of Pickens, Greenville and Spartanburg there are banded together 
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large numbers of Deserters and evaders of Conscription, who are armed and 
resolute in their purpose to resist all attempts to bring them to subordination. 
My advices are also that this disloyalty and disaffection is equally, if not more 
extended in those Counties of your State lying adjacent to the Districts named: 
and that those persons have across the line concerted means of communication 
/looking to their common protection/ 

This condition of affairs calls for prompt measures: and in view of the necessity 
which rests upon the Commanding General of this Department to direct all his 
resources and energies to meet the advances of the external enemy, I have felt 
it my duty to assume the correction, so far as may be in my power, of an evil 
which internally so seriously threatens our cause. 

I have therefore ordered to those Districts a company of Mounted Men of 
State troops, well armed, who will scour those Districts and rid them of the 
presence of these lawless persons. This company will be sustained in their efforts 
by such other forces as the necessities of the case may from time to time require. 

I foresee however, that their prescence and efforts may, to a great extent, serve 
but to drive these persons beyond the line where they will fraternize in more 
formidable numbers and where they may quietly remain until the withdrawal of 
my forces shall permit them again to return to this State. This reduces the ne- 
cessity that I should earnestly solicit of you concert of action, and the initiation 
of like measures in your Counties, with the view to simultaneous and concerted 
action. In the course of ten days the company which I have ordered forward will 
be on the ground. 

May | ask to this matter your earliest attention and that I may be advised how 
far and in what manner your cooperation can be had. The greatest secresy and 
promptness seem to me desirable.

Your reply! to my letter? to the Governor on the subject of shipping cotton 
by the “Advance” was duly received, <and was duly received>—and was in the 
main satisfactory but really His Excellency will not divide five bales with us & 
the Atlantic Road I hope. Five is a very small quantity, and we need very large 
supplies while the “Atlantic” has a good claim to some accomodation of the 
sort—I put our request down very low to allow them to come in above or below 
us not with us in five Bales—suppose we say ten Bales and then divide pro rata 
as to length of Road, and number of trains employed—I would prefer that— 
However we are obliged for any favours of the kind. Yet remember the state owns 
$400,000, in this road out of $1500,000 & I hope the importance of our Road 
as to the interests of the state either in peace or war is not underrated. 

I will in this connection say if you /will/ excuse the “connection” —that we 
have an Engine recently purchased of the York River and Richmond Rail Road, 
built in Richmond before the war now thouroughly rebuilt here and in good 
order that will go on the road in two weeks or less that 1 propose to honor with 
the name of “Governor Vance”— Hoping his Excellency will not object to it 
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and that the Engine may do the company as good service and [as] the Governor

Yours! per the “Advance” was duly recd.—I regretted to learn that you were 
pressed for funds, but hope the remittance of bonds which I made by the steamer 
in July has enabled you to take up more of the loan and that you are now relieved. 
I do not desire to touch the proceeds of our cotton shipments if it can be avoided, 
except for the ships expenses. I desire you will deposit it to the credit of the State 
in Bank of England. As the war progresses and our currency continues to depre- 
ciate, it may be of great advantage to the state— 

The blockade running is becoming more and more perilous, & should Charles- 
ton fall soon the business will be about closed—In /view/ of this danger, you are 
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instructed to make no more purchases of goods for the present—The amount 
received and now at Bermuda—with home supplies—will keep our troops well 
agoing for twelve months and of course it is not desirable to have goods on hand 
which we can not ship--The only remaining article | am anxious about is the 
cotton & wool cards—I was sorry to learn—that you had not purchased them. 
Please make every effort to get them & send them in—Perhaps you had better 
purchase them through agents in New York—they are better & cheaper than 
the English. The card clothing I suppose you have bought—with it for our fac- 
tories and plenty of cards for our housewives our people would be greatly relieved 
in the way of clothing and prices would greatly diminish—I can not impress too 
strongly upon you the importance of these articles to our people. I hope before 
this you have done something toward securing a supply— 

I am exceedingly anxious for Col. McRae to return home—and if any business 
detains him, please take charge of it so that he may return. I would give almost 
half the amount to get his turpentine & rosin bonds out of the market— 

1 do not know whether to send the remainder of the bonds to you by this 
steamer or not—I have them ready, but you made no allusion to them in your 
last letter. If I send them, will advise you. 

I must refer you to the papers for news—Since my last, reverses have befallen 
us, as was to have been expected; and we look for still others. But rest assured it 
will all come right—and don’t believe more than one half the Federals say about 
our condition.

Sir: 

At the request of C. F. Macdonald, Esq., acting 3d. Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, I visited Gettysburg on the 29th. ultimo, in order to make special inquiry 
with regard to the remains of Lieut. John Caldwell—a service requested in your 
note of 25th. July last,! addressed to Mr. Zevely.’ 
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I discovered, at the outset of my mission, that much had been done in fur- 
therance of the object desired, by Mr. S. G. Frey, a young man of intelligence 
and activity, who has been commissioned by Governors Seymour and Curtin? to 
mark the graves of New York and Pennsylvania soldiers killed in the battles near 
Gettysburg. Mr. Frey was born and reared in the vicinity of the battle-field, and 
is familiar with every portion thereof; was present during most of the battle, and 
has been almost constantly upon the field in the performance of his duties since 
the 3d. of July. Beyond consulting and questioning the authorities to whom he 
referred me, my task was comparatively easy; and but little information could be 
gained from other sources, although I visited the General Hospital at Gettysburg, 
and conversed with many North Carolina soldiers, with a view to making my 
report as satisfactory as possible. 

I do not think it necessary at this time to detail the various means adopted 
to make my information perfect as to the precise spot of the burial of Lieut. 
Caldwell’s remains. But I am confident that the grave has been found, and is 
now marked in such a manner as to enable a future removal of the body. Briefly, 
a wounded soldier of the same company stated that Lieut. Caldwell fell by his 
side at a certain spot, near a rock of peculiar shape, and was buried within a few 
feet of the same place. Mr. Frey’s familiarity with the field enabled him to find 
the place described, where he discovered a board indicating that 1 second lieu- 
tenant, 2 sergeants, and 21 privates of the Confederate army were buried. Upon 
further inquiry among the camps and hospitals, a Union soldier who assisted in 
burying the bodies was found, who stated that the soldiers were mostly if not all 
from North Carolina; he was not positive with reference to the lieutenant, and 
could give no other information than that he seemed quite a young man. He 
further stated that no other Confederate officer was buried in that vicinity. Upon 
consulting a map of the battle-field, I found the position immediately west of this 
spot to have been occupied by A. P. Hill’s Corps; and on inquiry of informed 
persons I ascertained that a charge upon the Federal works was made on the 3d. 
July by P<r>enders division, the spot in question being in a direct line from the 
position where the charge was ordered and began. The grave is about 75 yards 
from the Federal line. 

Upon the whole, a stronger case of circumstantial evidence cannot be well 
conceived. 

I must not omit to state that assurance would have been made doubly sure by 
opening the grave, but the provost marshal, for sanitary reasons, absolutely pro- 
hibits such opening, in any case, prior to the 1st. of October next. Feeling that 
for the satisfaction of the friends of the deceased, all practical proof of identity 
should be given, I have made arrangements to have the grave opened for that 
purpose after the 1st. of October—the further result of which will be commu- 
nicated if desired. That result, however, I can predict with confidence. 

I would suggest that provision be made for taking up the remains after the 
date above given, placing the same in a burial case, and having the same interred 
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in some quiet place until such time as a removal can be made as proposed. The 
cost for this service, I was informed, would be about $45. 

I beg leave to state that I have incurred, in making the investigation herein 
detailed, an expense of $16.50, which may be remitted to my address at any time 
suitable to your own convenience.

I am glad to have it in my power to acknowledge the receipt, a few days since, 
of your communication of the roth of July last! together with other documents, 
all of which were indeed highly satisfactory. | am informed by letter yesterday 
that a package of Six Hundred Thousand dollars of the State Bonds has safely 
arrived in Liverpool, tomorrow I will dispatch a special messenger for it 

I have placed an order with a manufacturer here, for a quantity of cotton & 
wool cards, and at once will attend to the purchase of a machine for making 
them, together with the necessary wire &c and as soon as ready will have them 
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shipd. to Bermuda. The letter of which you speak, having before ordered cards, 
has not been received. 

I am really gratified to know that the resources of our State are being so 
developed as to give us the prospect of being able to clothe our own troops | 
have made some progress in purchasing Cloth, Blankets & Shoes, since | last 
wrote you, and have chartered and sent off another schooner with about 300 
tons of cargo entirely for the State. She saild. from London on the 31st. of August, 
/thus/ making two cargoes last month, the former of which I before advised you, 
sailed on the 13th. both of which I hope may reached Bermuda in safety, and in 
good time. I have now some goods ready for shipment, and a considerable quan- 
tity in the houses of manufacturers, the orders having been given sometime pre- 
vious to the receipt of your letter, in my desire to get the goods forward as rapidly 
as possible so as not to delay the running of the Ad-Vance, & also that they 
might get home in good time to have them <ready> made up and ready by 
winter for the troops. I did not confine myself strictly to color. The color used 
in the Confederate Army can only be obtained, to any extent, by giving out the 
orders to the manufacturers, which would have greatly delayed the shipments. I 
therefore went into the market & bought out of stock such goods as I could find 
& that I thought would answer the purpose. I hope they may give satisfaction. I 
will ship what is now ready & those to come in from the manufacturers, as soon 
as practicable, and await further orders from you. I will endeavor to get up a 
statement, and enclose (if I can do so in time for this mail) of all my purchases 
to this time that you may see exactly what I have done what goods have been 
shipd. what still here and what now in the hands of the manufacturers and at 
sametime showing what amount of cotton bonds have been disposed of 

If you have not sent out the balance of the Bonds, say $400000, I do not 
think it will be necessary for you to do so the $600000, which has arrived I feel 
assured will be fully as much as can be used, indeed I do not think they will all 
be required, the bonds are only deposited as collateral, as sales are made of the 
cotton bonds 

Col. McRae had left this country for home before your letters reachd. me. I 
found his agent and communicated to him your wishes, and at sametime gave 
him your letter? for Col. McRae The negotiations for the Naval Store bonds the 
Col. had succeeded in making before leaving, and the orders for the goods his 
agent told me had all been placed, consequently your instructions came too late 
to arrest his opperations here 

I will attend to the private memorandum sent, and also to that for the insti- 
tution for the Deaf & Dumb & Blind. 

I hope Col. Crossan may ever escape capture and succeeds in getting all of 
my purchases safely home. 

I have letters from my family of about the same date as yours with the gratifying 
intelligence that all were then well.

Sir, 

Genl. Whiting, in several late communications, expresses grave apprehensions 
of the safety of Wilmington, and urges earnestly the necessity of having more 
troops at that point. He is, as you are aware, in command of the Department of 
North Carolina, and might summon the aid of the forces within it to that city, 
but he is unwilling to remove any of them from the long line of defence over 
which they are scattered, without some arrangement made to substitute them. I 
regret to confess, that with the formidable columns of the enemy threatening at 
so many vital points, the resources of the Department do not allow the with- 
drawal from our armies, on the command from other quarters, of the force that 
will be necessary to meet Genl. Whiting’s requirements. Under these circum- 
stances, remembering the confident expectation entertained by you when I had 
the privilege of seeing you here,' that you would be enabled speedily to command 
from ten to twenty thousand troops, either Militia or for State defence, I venture 
to inquire if it would not be in your power with them to undertake the defence 
of the Railroad line from Weldon to Wilmington, or at least so much of it as is 
protected by the forces under Genl. Martin, so as to allow them to be thrown at 
once to Wilmington. I may add, this inquiry is at the suggestion of the President 
himself, and if it be in your power to afford such protection to the Railroad line, 
I write in urging that <the> application of your State forces.

Dear Sir 

Just previous to my departure from Raleigh, I had a long interview with Gov. 
Vance, relative to your further purchases of goods for the State, & if in my 
judgment, you could not have them here in such time, as not to involve the 
delay of the Steamer, he wished you to make no further purchases. The fall of 
Vicksburg and Port Hudson together with the falling back of Generals Lee, John- 
ston and Bragg, has so encouraged the enemy, that they will redouble their efforts 
for the speedy reduction of Charleston—They have already secured a footing 
upon Morris’ Island, from which they cannot be dislodged, and I greatly fear, 
that before you could receive the Bonds, purchase the goods, and have them 
delivered here, that Charleston will have fallen, and Wilmington either taken 
or so closely blockaded, as to render our efforts for running in the goods, ex- 
ceedingly doubtful, if not altogether ineffectual. We are here now without a 
pound of goods for the State—I shall upon my arrival advise the Governor to 
dispose of the vessel to the Confederacy, as the number of vessels engaged in 
blockade running has produced such a competition as will enable the Governor 
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to run the goods in cheaper than we can with this vessel. The goods you have 
already purchased will be sufficient for the immediate want of our troops. The 
Governor prefers that you will realize only £150.000 by sale of the State Cotton 
Bonds, retaining the balance of the Bonds in your hands to be disposed of as he 
may instruct—Unless your purchases shall have exceeded this amount, in which 
event, he of course expects you to sell a sufficient amount to cover all your 
purchases. 
You will be kept regularly advised of the Governors wishes

Your letter! by the “Advance” was duly received informing me that you had 
succeeded in selling the bonds &c, and had shipped twelve hundred rifles and 
ammunition to suit. | regret that you sold the bonds at all, as after Mr. White 
had succeeded so well with his loan, it was altogether unnecessary and besides I 
find it exceedingly difficult to get and keep the turpentine, and it will be attended 
with considerable loss to the State—But let it go— 

The arrival of the arms was very opportune for arming the militia. The re- 
mainder of your purchases, what, you did not say, you will ship to Bermuda and 
return home as soon as possible. The State ought not to maintain two agents 
abroad for the same purpose— 

I learn you are in difficulty with Sanders,’ but can get no particulars and 
therefore can give no instructions, trusting to you to see that the State suffers 
no damage by him. You have a copy of my contract with him—You will also 
remember that I advanced him $5000 in State Bonds before starting, and I be- 
lieve so far, he has not complied with his agreement in any one particular—I 
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expect him to be held to it strictly. 
I refer you to my letter of this date? to Mr. White for further information.

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Proclamation by ZBV AGH:GLB 
Sept 7, 1863 


By THE GOVERNOR OF NortH CAROLINA 
A PROCLAMATION 


Whereas, a number of public meetings have recently been held in various por- 
tions of the State, in some of which threats have been made of combined resis- 
tance to the execution of the laws of Congress, in regard to conscription and the 
collection of taxes, thereby endangering the public peace and tranquillity as well 
as the common cause of independence, which we have so solemnly engaged to 
defend: And, whereas, it is my sworn duty to see all the laws of the land faithfully 
executed, and quiet and order maintained within our borders 

Now, therefore I Zebulon B. Vance, Governor of the State of North Carolina, 
do issue this my proclamation, commanding all such persons to renounce such 
evil intentions and warning them to beware of the criminal and fatal conse- 
quences of carrying such threats into execution—The inalienable and invaluable 
right of the people to assemble together and consult for the common good, 
together with its necessary concomitants, the freedom of speech and the press, 
are secured to you, my countrymen by the most sacred compacts. They shall 
never find a disturber in me. Yet you will remember that the same instruments 
which guarantee these great rights, also limit you to the exercise of them, within 
the bounds of law, and impose upon me the solemn duty of seeing that these 
bounds be not transgressed. The Constitution of the Confederate States and all 
laws passed, in pursuance thereof, are the supreme law of the land: resistance to 
them by combination is treason, and without combination, is a high crime against 
the laws of your country. Let no one be deceived. So long as these laws remain 
upon the Statute book, they shall be executed. Surely my countrymen, you would 
not seek to cure the evils of one revolution by plunging the country into another. 
You will not knowingly, to the present desolating war with the common enemy, 
add the horrors of internal strife and entire subversion of war and civil authority! 
You must not forget the enviable character which you have always maintained, 
as a sober, conservative and law abiding people, nor would I have you to forget 
the plain, easy and constitutional method of redressing your grievances. Meet and 
denounce any existing laws if you think proper—you have that right—and in- 
struct your representatives in Congress, or the State Legislature, as the case may 
be, to repeal them—Your own chosen servants made those obnoxious laws, they 
can repeal them, if such are your instructions. If you regard them as unconsti- 
tutional, our Supreme Court sits ready to decide upon all cases properly brought 
before it. Its decisions are final in the State of North Carolina, and shall be 
executed while the power remains in your Executive to enforce any law. There 
is no grievance to redress and no proposition to be made, but can be most ben- 
eficially effected in the way our fathers marked out by the ballot box, and the 
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other constitutionally appointed means. In times of great public sensibility like 
the present, any departure from this legal channel is revolutionary & dangerous, 
and tends to the division and detraction of our people. 

It is my great desire, and, I hope, that of all good citizens, that our people 
should remain united, befall us what may. Should we triumph in the great struggle 
for independence let no feelings of revenge, no bitterness mar the rejoicing of 
that glorious day. Should we fall, & come short of that great object for which 
we have struggled so long and bled so freely, let not our strifes and domestic 
feuds add to the bitterness of defeat. Attempts suddenly to change the existing 
order of things would only result in bloodshed and ruin—I therefore implore you, 
my countrymen, of all shades of political opinion, to abstain from assembling 
together for the purpose of denouncing each other, whether at home or in the 
Army, and to avoid seeking any remedy for the evils of the times, by other than 
legal means & through the properly constituted authorities. We are embarked in 
the holiest of all causes which can stir the hearts of patriots—the cause of liberty 
& independence. We are committed to it by every tie that can bind an honorable 
people. Multitudes of our bravest and best have already sealed it with their blood, 
whilst others, giving up all earthly possessions, are either languishing in dungeons 
or are homeless wanderers through the land, and all have felt, in a greater or less 
degree, the iron hand of war. A great and glorious nation is struggling to be born 
and wondering kingdoms & distant empires are stilled with listening hope & 
admiration watching this greatest of human events. Let them not, I pray you, be 
shocked with the spectacle of domestic Strife and petty, malignent feuds. Let not 
our enemy be rejoiced to behold our strong arms and stronger devotion which 
have often made him tremble, turned against ourselves. Let us rather show that 
the God of Liberty is in His Holy Temple—the hearts of freemen—and bid all 
the petty bickerings of earth keep silence before him. 

Instead of engaging in this unholy and unpatriotic strife and threatening to 
resist the laws of the land and endangering the peace of society, let us prepare 
diligently and with hopeful hearts for the hardships and sufferings of the coming 
winter. Heaven has blessed us with abundant crops, but thousands of the poor 
are unable to purchase. Let us begin in time and use every effort to provide for 
them and secure them against suffering—And let us exert ourselves to the utmost 
to return to duty the many brave but misguided men who have left their country’s 
flag in the hour of danger, and God will yet bless us and our children, and our 
children’s children will thank us for not despairing of the Republic in its darkest 
hours of disaster, and still more, for adhering to and preserving, amid the fiery 
trials of war, conservative sentiments and the rights and civil liberties of the 
young Confederacy 

In witness whereof Zebulon B. Vance our Governor, Captain General and 
Commander in Chief, hath signed these presents and caused the Great Seal /of 
the State/ to be affixed

I am rather surprised [torn] men who [torn] peace are /not/ made to say what 
kind of a peace “Under which King” &c Instead of letting them off with these 
Kansas-Nebraska terms, an “honorable peace” Gc, you ought it seems to me, 
make Holden say what he was for & how he proposed to get it. In this way the 
issue could be forced upon him before he had the public mind read You could 
thus draw his fire—At present his peace, to use a old witicism, is like “the Peace 
of God which passeth understanding”— Dont let him deceive you—he is for 
reconstruction out & out—Write me often

My Dear Sir: 


Yours of the 7th! at hand this afternoon. We are very much pleased with your 
Proclamation’—it is admirable in style and temper in matter & measure. I like 
it so well that I would have liked “more” of it. If I had not unfortunately been 
kept away by a false alarm, I have no doubt that I should have give for you true 
full argument of the subject. Still, | have great confidence in Gov. Graham’s 
judgment—Mr. [George E.] Badger was want to say that his was the soundest 
judgment in No. Ca. 

Your account of the failure of Gov. Graham to influence Holden made me 
hesitate to take a step for which | had prepared myself—no less than to send a 
long letter to Holden. I was induced to do this by some statements of Rev. Dr. 
Smith? of Va. who told me of a long conversation he had with H. I suppose you 
know its particulars: How a friend of the Dr. had been in Lincolnton counselling 
with the Northern peace men, & how he found them dispirited & the Lincolnites 
encouraged by the Standard. He got Holden to agree that if he could be satisfied 
of all this he would change his course. | think he told him enough to satisfy him. 
Yet he persists. It occurred to <me> /us/ that if he were hesitating, a personal 
appeal from me might turn the scale. So I wrote him, prefacing with the reason 
for it that Dr. S. told me he (H) had spoken in terms of warm respect for me & 
the Observer. I told him that until recently, not he, but his advisers, had been 
the cause of the doubts of the loyalty of No. Ca—North & South. That I had 
not doubted the sincerity of his devotion to the Confederacy & its cause; but 
that his recent course had enabled his enemies to say: I told you so! He is disloyal, 
&c. I reminded him of the effects—the Washington meeting & the disclosures 
of Dr. S.—the national results. That his course had brought N.C. to the verge of 
civil war. That I knew he had reason to complain, for himself & for the state, 
but the bitterness & particularly of his complaints had [turned] the minds of the 
people, made them lukewarm, and even ready to say they might as was well be 
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under Lincoln. That his meetings had caused desertions, as | had evidence; had 
produced a feeling of defiance of the laws, &c., & had arrayed our people almost 
in deadly strife. 

He could put an end to all this. And he ought to do it. If he did not, awful 
would be his responsibility. The Obs. had given him an opportunity to do it; but 
the statements of Dr. S. presented a far more [unjust] one. He could not [intently] 
change his course—that would injure him <; but> & fail of effect. But a frank 
and bold statement of the existence of [treason] would change the whole face of 
affairs, settle everything, & place him on higher ground than he had ever occu- 
pied. The Obs. would stand by him against all enemies, if such there should be, 
& I didn’t think that the Standard & the Obs. together, in a good cause, could 
be beaten. 

I told him that in advising him to take this course, I was relinquishing more 
of honor & e[m]dearment than the Obs. had ever brought me before. That we 
were daily receiving the very highest compliments from the best & greatest men 
in the State, & floods of subscribers, nearly all from his region of country, to 
which, as a news-paper, we had no access. Let the Standard change its course, & 
all this stopped at once. The Standard would regain its accustomed circulation 
& influence. Compliments & subscribers were pleasant, but they could not com- 
pare with the peace of the State & the success of the cause. 

I have inflicted on you this rather full outline in deference to Peter’s [Peter 
M. Hale] opinion, who thinks that you ought to know, in confidence, of such a 
thing. I sent the letter this evening, thinking, upon the whole, that if it did no 
good it could do no harm. Of course it ought not to be spoken of, no matter 
what his course may be. 

It is late & my eyes can’t bear much night work.

This afternoon in despite of your orders to Maj. Peirce a large number of 
infuriated Soldiers from /an/ Alabama brigade (I did not learn whose) entered 
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the city and spread terror in their path by threatening murder and conflagration. 
I rod with all speed to the depot and got a Col. Scruggs to march a detachment 
into town and restrain them before they had done any damage. They even threat- 
ened my life if I interfered with them. This thing is becoming intolerable. For 
sixty hours I have travel<l>ed up and down making speeches alternately to 
citizens and soldiers without rest or sleep almost, engaged in the humiliating task 
of trying to defend the laws and peace of the State against our own bayonets. Sir 
the means of stopping these outrages, I leave to you, it can be easily done, if the 
officers will but try. If not done I shall feel it a duty, which I owe to the dignity 
and self respect of the first state in the Confederacy in point of numbers and 
good conduct of her Soldiers and in all the natural resources of war, to issue my 
proclamation recalling her troops from the field to the defence of their own 
homes: already threats are loudly proclaimed of burning the bridges and destroy- 
ing the Roads leading by this place. The indignation is not confined to the friends 
and follows of the N.C. Standard, but its becoming general and widespread as 
the insults to the State are becoming known. The matter is worth looking after 
I do assure you. And I hope for the sake of the common cause of law and of 
decency, it will be done

My Dear Sir 

You have received by telegraph before this, information of the riots occurring 
in this city. It will enable you to see what a mine I have been standing [on] and 
what a delicate and embarrassing situation mine is. | am now trembling to see 
its effects upon the country, though I am greatly in hopes that the mob of citizens 
which destroyed the office of the state Journal will act as a counter irritant and 
help to allay excitement, the damage being equal to both parties. 

But Sir the country is in a dangerous excitement and it will require the utmost 
Skill and tact to guide it through safely and honorably. I beg, again to impress 
you with the importance of Sustaining me in every Essential particular and of 
heeding my suggestions about men and things in North Carolina, concerning 
which I spoke to you in Richmond.! 
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The Soldiers who orginated the mob, belonged to Benning s brigade and were 
led by their officers, several of whom | saw in the crowd, but heard none of their 
names except a Maj. Shepherd.’ I have also reason to believe it was done with 
the knowledge and consent of Gen. Benning as he remarked to a gentleman an 
hour or two previous, that his men had threatened it. During its continuance he 
could not be found, a messenger sent by me to his supposed quarters at the Depot 
was refused admission to him and although he had ample opportunity after the 
occurrence, to have seen or written to me disclaiming this outrage upon the 
honor and peace of North Carolina, he did not do so. As it is my intention to 
enforce the laws rigidly against all citizens who participated in the second mob, 
So I feel it my duty to demand that punishment may be inflicted on the officers 
who assisted or countenanced the first. Should this not be done, I shall feel it 
my duty to demand the persons of these officers of the State of Georgia, to answer 
the demands of justice. 

I feel very sad in the contemplation of these outrages. The distance is quite 
short to either anarchy or despotism, when armed Soldiers led by their officers 
can with impunity outrage the laws of a State. A few more such exhibitions will 
bring the North Carolina troops home to the defence of their own state and her 
institutions. I pray you to see that it does not occur again. Should any newspaper 
in this state commit treason I would have its Editor arrested and tried by the laws 
which many of us yet respect. | thank you for your prompt orders, by telegraph 
to Maj. Peirce, concerning the passage of the troops through this city. They are 
now being Enforced, and peace can be preserved if they are rigidly obeyed.

Yours recd. this morning. | thank you for your kind opinion of my procla- 
mation, and am glad you wrote to Holden—poor fellow, his time has at length 
come to realize the truth of the maxim, that “those who sow the wind must reap 
the whirlwind”— You have heard before this of the demolition of his office by 
the Soldiers, of the destruction of Spellmans! by the citizens &c. The excitement 
continues; troops pass every few hours and excited mobs of them rush through 
the streets and threaten to burn hang & destroy—For forty eight hours I have 
[been] traveling up and down, making speeches & trying to restrain both citizens 
& soldiers until | am almost worn out—not being well anyhow. I got the Presi- 
dent to send orders here that no troops should enter the city, but it is of no avail, 
their officers secretly encouraging it. I have just telegraphed the President again 
to adopt more effectual means of restraining the soldiers, & have written him 
privately that if these great outrages upon the peace & dignity of the State were 
not promptly checked I would issue my proclamation recalling the N C troops 
to the protection of their own State—that I felt Raleigh was entitled to as much 
protection & respect as the abolitionists of Pa. Did I act rashly? I fear so, though 
I feel the outrage deeply, & I know it can be prevented. They threatened my life 
freely today, having heard that I rebuked the Georgians severely night before 
last. | am likely to suffer the usual fate of a reasonable man in the midst of 
unreasonable ones, and be crushed to powder between the two. Both sides are 
already denouncing me for doing too much & too little, as the one or the other 
wanted help Holden fled to my house for safety & is now in the country hiding 
like a guilty thing & old Syms? implored me to save his office with shaking knees, 
forgetting that his last edition in the State was a scurrilous fling at me. Did you 
/see/ the Bulletins? attack upon me? Founded upon a lying dispatch from this 
place. I asked no help from Davis except to govern his troops & help me sustain 
his own miserable maladministration in N.C. Britton* is a very contemptable 
puppy. I know him of old. 
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I fear very much the reaction in N.C. against the cause—God give us grace 
& strength to meet it & keep things right. I know the people will [madly] sym- 
pathise with Holden. I would feel deeply for him myself if not disgusted with his 
cowardice. I dread the arrival of more trains Regard this as confidential—

The letter of Gov. Vance of N. Carolina of Aug. 20th. with regard to the 
causes of dissatisfaction among the N.C. troops in this army with your indorse- 
ment has been received. I regret exceedingly the jealousies, heartburnings and 
other evil consequences resulting from the crude misstatements of newspaper 
correspondents who have necessarily a very limited acquaintance with the facts 
about which they write and who magnify the deeds of troops from their own 
States at the expense of others. But I can see no remedy for this. Men seem to 
prefer sowing discord to inculcating harmony. In the reports of the officers, justice 
is done the brave soldiers of North Carolina whose heroism and devotion have 
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illustrated the name of their State on every battlefield in which <in which> the 
Army of Northern Virginia has been engaged. But the publication of these reports 
during the progress of the war would give the enemy information which it is 
desirable to withhold. With regard to a correspondent for the press from North 
Carolina the way is open to him as to those from other States. I cannot however 
in my judgment, consistently with the good of the public service detail a soldier 
from the Army for this purpose. I believe it would be much better to have no 
correspondent of the press with the Army. 

In the appointment of officers I do not think there is any ground for complaint. 
The attempt has been as far as possible to have all the regiments from the same 
State brigaded together under officers from their own States or old Army officers. 
The cavalry regiments from N.C. have been placed in a brigade to be commanded 
by Genl. Baker.! In a mixed brigade of Virginia & N.C. regiments I some time 
ago removed a Virginia brigadier on the representations of Govr. Vance and 
placed over the brigade an old Army officer from Maryland.’ Shortly after the 
battle of Chancellorsville two Brigadiers from N.C. were promoted Major Gen- 
erals in this Army, their former positions being filled at once by promotions from 
that State. Of one of these, the noble Pender the casualties of battle, alas, de- 
prived us and the other Genl. [Matt W.] Ransom has been called to take charge 
of an important military Department, succeeding another distinguished North 
Carolinian Genl. Hill of the Army of N. Va. promoted and sent to the Depart- 
ment of the West. Another the lamented Pettigrew whose brigade under his 
skillful leadership emulated the deeds of veterans in the battles of Gettysburg fell 
on the banks of the Potomac. He has been succeeded by the promotion of an 
officer from the same State.’ Genl. Iverson of Ga. has been transferred from the 
N.C. brigade which he commanded to a Louisiana brigade and his place filled 
by the promotion of a North Carolinian.* You will perceive from this statement 
how far I have succeeded in arranging the brigades from N.C. in conforming to 
the rule spoken of above, and that though the accidents of war and the wants of 
the service in other departments have deprived this Army of the services of many 
accomplished North Carolinians, they have been replaced almost entirely by 
promotions from that State. I need not say that I will with pleasure aid Gov. 
Vance in removing every reasonable cause of complaint on the part of men who 
have fought so gallantly and done so much for the cause of our Country. And I 
hope that he will do all in his power to cultivate a spirit of harmony, and to 
bring to punishment the disaffected who use these causes of discontent to further 
their treasonable designs.

Dr. Sir— 

The State Salt works in this vicinity, produced during the month of Augt, 
about 5000 bush salt—. About 4500 bush were distributed to the counties, and 
the remainder exchanged for corn, fodder, bacon &c. which could not otherwise 
be obtained—That to the counties was billed at $6. per 50 lbs —That exchanged 
yielded about the market price say $15 to $18.— 

The production fell considerably short of previous months, on acct of the 
suspension of River Side Works, which have heretofore been producing from 
1000 to 1200 bush. per month. These works were suspended because of a most 
malignant fever which prevailed amongst the hands & which made all sick. & 
killed many—They are now in operation again, & I hope will continue so the 
balance of the season—The works on the coast have been for some weeks, and 
still continue, much crippled, for want of hands, over half the men employed 
being sick. The consequence is that the supply of cut wood is becoming short, 
& I fear the production of salt will, in the course of a few weeks, be materially 
interfered with on that account—The men continue to get sick—& the sick 
ones recover slowly. I am compelled to let these men go home to recruit, as there 
is no hospital connected with the works, and no accomodations of any sort for 
sick men— 

The time is not far off when it will again be necessary, to advance the price 
of salt—on account of the increasing distance to haul wood (now five miles) and 
advanced prices of corn, bacon &c.—It shall be put off though as long as possi- 


ble—.

J met with hardly a man but was willing it should stay 
down, if the Journal was down with it. 

Holden has been weakened by the blow, or I am vastly mistaken—He complains 
I hear, that you hit him whilst he is down and unable to reply and is trying to 
prejudice some of our friends against you on that account. I think you had best 
avoid this, and say nothing about him by name, until he gets up. When I last 
talked to him he seemed kindly disposed. | will see him again tomorrow.

My dear Sir 

The occupation of East Tennessee by the enemy, and the great assemblage of 
tories and deserters in the mountains of the border, renders Western N. Carolina 
with all its supplies of beef and pork, open to the invasion of the federals and 
tories—It is inhabited however by quite a warlike militia, who are calling upon 
me to arm and organize them for a fight. I am doing so to the utmost of my 
ability but shall not be able to accomplish much without your assistance— 

I have the honor therefore, to request that you will constitute that mountain 
country a District and assign a competent Brigadier to the command, with a 
battery or so, and a very few regular troops the various passes could be easily held 
with the help of some two thousand Home Guards, whom I can order to his 
support. If you have no suitable officer to be spared for such a purpose, I would 
recommend that Col. C. M. Avery of the 33d. N.C.T. or Col. Stephen Lee of 
the 16th. N.C.T. be made Brigadier and assigned to that duty. They are both 
residents of that section, acquainted with the country & people. The first named 
would in my opinion, be the best appointment, being younger, more active and 
better adapted to the management of militia and the people generally. 

I cannot furnish arms to them without leaving unarmed the Home Guards on 
the Eastern border of the State, and so I beg you, if possible, to spare me a 
thousand or fifteen hundred muskets.

Dear Zeb, 

Yours of the roth. inst.! is received And crowded as I know you are with 
business of more importance than than [sic] the reading of my long epistles, | 
have concluded to write you again with the view of setting myself right in one 
or two particulars and I may not anoy you soon again until you get more time 
In the first place you are a little mistaken if you take me to be one of your old 
friends that have lost confidence [in] you. There is no man in the State in whom 
I have more confidence than yourself, (Wrong as I believe you are on the Peace 
question.) It is the first and only important question that we ever differed upon 
and I may be wrong myself, but if so am honestly wrong Therefore /I/ am willing 
to accord the same to you. I have never doubted your integrity of purpose nor 
doubted but what /you/ was doing, and would continue to do, what you thought 
was best for the State and its citizens. Nor do I believe there is a man in the 
state of your age whose sagasity as a statesman is superiour to your own. Yet as 
you are human like unto other men, | think you might once in your life be wrong. 
I have always found old man Hale, (Editor of Fayetteville Observer) always right 
before, and if I could conscienciously surrender my own judgement to that of 
other mens, I would like to do so on this occasion with such examples before 
me. Mr Graham you know is a great favorite with me. But I have always thought 
if he lacked any thing it was that of moral courage, though I do not know how 
he stands on this occasion. I like moral courage that kind that enables a man to 
do what he thinks is right regardless of public sentiment at the time. Individual 
or personal courage as known by the world I care nothing for it nor claim none 
of it myself Moral courage to do right regardless of friend or foe is what I like & 
am proud to see you possess a good share of it. I would not change your views 
on the question of peace if I could for you must judge for yourself and be respon- 
sible for your own course But what I have been trying to do was to inform our 
rulers of a few things they appear to be ignorant of. Among which is that the 
whole people (who are not in high office) are tired of this unfortunate war, and 
want it stopped in some way secondly, I have seen for months and am astonished 
that every body else has not seen unmistakeable signs that the poor people gen- 
erally who have done a full share of the fighting were makeing up their minds 
to quit this war. They will either desert to the enemy or will mutinize and demand 
an equal distribution of property in the confederacy. Our rulers are blind to their 
own danger. These things were hinted at in an article in the Times [Henderson- 
ville] sometime ago on the mobs of New York? prophecying they would be reen- 
acted here. In that article I prophecyed that they would likely be put down there 
then & the participaters be put in the service, Only to mutinize next time with 
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their arms, and wreak vengeance on the heads of Abolitionists Now mark the 
prediction I now make: If this war is attempted to be carried through another 
year, between the present contending parties as they now stand, If both armies 
does not mutinize and turn the arms against the originators in both sections. But 
the prospect now is for Jefferson [Davis] to sell us out to France or attempt it at 
least. But the other European powers will hardly allow a thing of that kind, even 
if we do not object to it ourselves; Whenever other Nations touch this thing it 
will be apt to take a new shape. But sufficient for the day is the evil thereof 

I had forgot to say to you that I should regret very much for you to resign your 
office. Mr Mebane? is no doubt a good man and perhaps an older man than your/ 
self/. Yet, the people Elected you Governor and the great mass of them do no 
dou/bt/ desire you, /to/ hold the office to the end of the term. You nor no other 
mortal man can hope to please us all, few of us can please ourselves therefore | 
hope you will hold on and continue to do the best you can for us all. But my 
dear Sir if you could be in these mountains and mix up with the common poor 
people and see their real wants and distresses in almost every imaginable shape 
and form, their destitution of clotheing and food; bearfooted and nearly naked, 
with very little prospect (if any) of their being able to procure any. Then add 
their other troubles of loss of husbands & sons, with others in the army or deserted 
(which is worse) adding new troubles to all of us, You would /not/ be surprised 
at good men desireing peace on almost any terms that would save liberty and life 
to those of us left. Then we have been considerably alarmed at the prospect of 
a Federal raid for several days. But that is somewhat relieved by hearing that Gen 
Brag has routed the Federals in East Tennessee but we are a little afraid the news 
is too good to be all true yet we hope to hear the whole truth soon. And if my 
advice would be worth anything I would beg that the nearest rout be taken to 
bring about a peace. Would it not be a good time to offer them some honorable 
and liberal terms for a peace it might stiffen the back of the peace men North. 
Besides they might be inclined to want to make some terms that would save their 
friends in East Tennessee. Though I must confess that I greatly fear that Lincoln 
& Davis will never agree on terms of peace My only hope was that the people 
North & South would be able to reach the question through the ballot Box 
independent of of [sic] the Presidents. But you intimate that there is no hopes in 
that direction. Then what can we do. Fighting will never bring us a peace short 
of absolute subjection, which is the last thing I wanted, hence my great desire 
for a compromise I have nothing to do with those peace meetings except serveing 
as a delegate to the convention to nominate a candidate for Congress. We ad- 
journed to meet again next Monday. I shall attend but will not be surprised if 
some of us are arrested. There is a kinky headed scoundrel who lives in Ashville 
and draws his wages, from the state, who has from the commencement of this 
war been trying to [hiss] every mob and detatched solder sent to the Country on 
me from the commencement of this war to this day. Not that he believes what 
he says about me but to gratify his malice [from] and old grudge. He is a bad man 
at heart and my desi[re is] that he would let me alone. I do not want to commit 
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a wrong knowingly nor do I want to be harrassed as some men has been by these 
little military upstarts to gratify the malice of a bad man if he is in high life. I 
would to God that all men could pass for their real worth and not for what they 
ask for themselves Some of our citizens heretofore thought to be among our best 
citizens have left their homes to avoid the executions of the threats of those 
detached soldiers some of them no doubt gone to Tennessee. A. H. Jones* of 
Hendersonville like myself had been scribbleing in the times. his life was threat- 
ened he dodged off and it is said went to Tenn. sent his nephiew back for his 
money His wife sent it consealed near two thousand dollars they captured the 
boy took his money and sent a company to capture Jones when he was to meet 
his nephiew. It will be quite a disappointment to Dock [A. H. Jones] to meet an 
armed guard in search of his body instead of his nephiew with his money. If they 
get him I guess they will hang him as our people are ripe for hanging somebody. 
I am sory for Dock and his family. he is a son of old George Jones of Hominy 
and his wife is a daughter of Wm. Brittain Esq. of Mills River with a large and 
interesting family of children one a grown daughter a maniac. I have no idea 
how far he has committed himself. Though he always was opposed to the war 
and was very near being Elected to the last legislature without being a candidate. 
Loftess® I suppose has gone through also. I should dread to see Loftess return [in 
power] with a raid he would more than revenge all his wrongs on the heads of 
his enemies. These persecutions and retaliations are all wrong and should 
checked if possible. I must close. If there is any possible chance for our people 
to get thread or cards do let them have them and for Gods sake do what you can 
to bring about a peace soon as possible. If we could get an armistice and parly | 
think we might hope for peace sometime.

Dear Sir, 

I beg leave again to call your attention to the deplorable condition of Western 
N. Carolina. Gen R. B. Vance has arrived there and has not a single man with 
which to defend this country! I have ordered the militia to report to him, but 
have arms only for about the tenth man. 

Can you possibly send a few troops there? One of our small regiments, as the 
16th., and a squadron of Cavalry would be sufficient—No organized invasion is 
feared, but the mountains are full of tories and deserters who are burning and 
destroying almost at pleasure. In addition to the damage doing in this way, they 
are develloping all the latest tory sentiments in that country. In the County of 
Madison which borders on Tennesse, eighty six out of ninety conscripts have 
gone to the enemy. In view of all this I beg you to order all the conscripts west 
of the Blue Ridge to report to Gen. Vance for home service. In this way much 
good can be done, and men got into service who might otherwise become out- 
laws. 

There is already a squadron of cavalry in Western N.Ca under Gen Hoke— 
if that cannot be sent my brother, I suggest they be taken from the 2d. N.C. 
Cavalry. 

Capt. Rogers will give you verbally any further information you may desire—

I have just received your letter of 26th.! I cant see why it is you have received 
no reports from me as I have forwarded them from each point—and have within 
a day or so written you—I am succeeding well and in a short time hope to 
complete this country—I found it necessary to accomplish anything to have 
troops in Yadkin, Forsyth, Surry, a portion of Davie & Iredell, Alexander, Wilkes 
and Allegany all at the same time and as Col Faison only has eight companies 
was obliged to order Maj Graham to this section? 

Shortly I will send the whole of 56th. Regmt. to Randolph and the adjoining 
counties. It was not for strength that I brought forward Graham but to have 
troops enough to deploy over the whole country—The deserters have not made 
the slightest resistance but dispersed, each one taking care of himself 

With the force I have to do any good one section at a time will have to be 
disposed of. We have sent off and have still /on hands/ to send about five hundred 
including those who enlisted in 21st. N C Regmt.—I sent off a number of de- 
serters immediately to the Army with officers sent here to collect them. I was 
ordered by Genl. Lee to recruit my command as much as possible and have 
received many as the 21st. Regmt. is composed of men from the counties in 
which I am on duty—I have sent about twenty recruits to one company of 
Whistons’ Bntt—I have taken civil action against a great many citizens—Judge 
Blailey]* gave me the necessary advice I was greatly surprised at the extent to 
which this trouble had grown and am sure that court could not have been held 
here if these “Bonds” had not been dispersed—I neglected to state that I have 
sent cavalry into Ashe— 

This duty is a hard one and these fellows are hard to catch but I assure you 
no labour will be spared in a speedy accomplishment of the work—From the 
tone of your letter I should judge that you are not at all pleased with what I have 
done—

Your letter of the 26th. ult.! was not read until last night Edwards & Baily? 
were the only two of the persons you name, in whose favor writs had issued. 
They were brought before me several days, before your communication came to 
hand— 

The sheriff for cause of their imprisonment, besides the order of Col [John W.] 
McElroy; produced a warrant of commitment signed by their justices of the peace, 
& set forth that owing to the condition of things in Yancey, he had been afraid 
to go into that county to notify either Col McElroy or the committing magistrates 

As the matter had been passed on by justices of the peace & no witnesses were 
in attendance, I felt it to be my duty to prepare the case, to be heard at Morgan- 
ton, the following week— 

I make it a rule when the warrant of commitment is made by one having 
jurisdiction not to dispose of the case unless the prosecuter, if there be one or the 
committing magistrate, has been notified—If however the matter had stood upon 
the order of Col. McElroy alone, I should have felt it to my duty to discharge 
the prisoners forthwith—for when the imprisonment is against law & in violation 
of the constitution, the party must be discharged without going into the evi- 
dence— 

I know that you & all other good citizens of the state, feel assured, that I will 
at all times, discharge the duties of my office, to the best of my judgment—For 
this reason, I understand, that by the expression “I protest against their being 
tried here, without due notification of Col McElroy” you mean only to suggest 
the propriety of of a postponement—otherwise I should have felt called on, to 
demand, on what ground, The Governor, or anyone else, has a right to attempt 
by “protest” or in any other way, to interfere with the independent action of a 
judge in the discharge of his official duties?— 

But | repeat, I have no idea you intended it in that sense, & believe you only 
meant to make a suggestion “amicus curiae’?—But as the expression admits of 
another meaning, it was proper to advert to it in manner I have done, as the 
communication seems to be in an official style.

Your letter asking if you had properly construed my instructions to you, con- 
tained in my letter of the 12th. of March 1863,' in regard to taking the negoti- 
ation of the naval store bonds out of the hands of Mr Sanders has been received. 

I enclose herewith a copy of that letter and also one written you on the roth. 
July? which taken together can leave no mistake as to my meaning. I did intend 
for you to relieve Mr Sanders of the negotiation of these bonds, but as you will 
perceive, did not design to deprive him of any just and reasonable compensation, 
which might be due him in the premises. When entering into the contract with 
him, my principle inducement was the representations of Mr. S. that all the 
negotiations of bonds, purchases of goods etc. was to be made at Halifax, run 
through in sloops of slight cost &c. I had no idea of sending another agent to 
Europe, having already one there in whom I had full confidence, and knowing 
that it could not but hinder his negotiations and injure the credit of the State 
to have naval agents in the same market, higgling for the sale of our paper. Instead 
of repairing to Halifax however Mr Saunders and yourself made directly for Eu- 
rope and commenced operations side by side with Mr White, my first agent. Not 
liking to blast the whole project entirely and order you back home, after the 
journey out had been accomplished, though I claim that I would have been 
justifiable in annulling the whole contract, | concluded that, being a citizen of 
the State, alive to her interests and honor, you would be more likely to preserve 
both than a stranger, as was Mr. Sanders, tempted perhaps by the profits of a 
large contract, and that I would therefore trust the matter in your hands alone. 
My letter of the 12th. March was accordingly written with this view. These 
explanations would have been set forth therein but that I supposed you could to 
a great extent divine them and not knowing how Mr. S. was proceeding I thought 
it unjust to express any suspicion of him which might prove groundless—For 
proof that I did not intend also to do him pecuniary injustice I refer to my letter 
of July roth., I [in] which I clothed you with an almost unlimited power to 
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indemnify him—The honorable and loyal State of North Carolina will yet do 
that, to the full demand of justice

I herewith return the letter of Governor Vance asking for the building of a 
telegraph line from Raleigh to Fayetteville, N.C.; and also send you a copy of a 
report on the subject by Dr. Morris the agent for the Military Telegraph Lines. 
From this you will see the cost of the building of the line, it is estimated, would 
be $29,890. It would require in addition about $300 per month to operate the 
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line. The receipts from Military Telegraph lines have so far been merely nominal, 
and hence it has been found necessary to limit the building of them to such lines 
as were in the judgment of the Military authorities indispensably necessary to 
the success of /our/ military operations. 

While it is apparent that the line proposed would be useful, I am not prepared, 
with the information before me, to conclude that the building of it is such a 
military necessity as to render the heavy expenditure which it would involve 
proper by this Department. On similar grounds I had some time ago to decline 
to order the building of a line from Magnolia to Fayetteville, N.C., which was 
recommended by Major General Whiting. 

I am informed by Dr. Morris that if the Governor should desire to have the 
line constructed under the authority of the State, the Southern Telegraph Co., 
of which he is President can furnish the requisite materials

of being particeps criminis to the murder of two of my militia, might be turned 
loose— 

This | was anxious to prevent for various reasons, and not knowing what else 
to do, I addressed you that letter, not dreaming that I was trenching upon the 
prerogatives of the judiciary—I think therefore that reflection might have in- 
duced you to have omitted the latter part of your letter entirely— 

I know that the Judiciary is exceedingly and properly jealous of the encroach- 
ments of executive authority, but as human nature is frail and the times are sadly 
out of joint, I can only beg you to have patience with a coordinate branch of 
the government, which like yourself is trying to discharge the duties of his office 
to the best of his judgment— 

I feel, without vanity, that I might safely point you to my uncouthly self as a 
model of a patient officer—First it is declared incompetent for me to use my 
militia to arrest deserters and to execute the laws of Congress: next, when the 
militia have been absorbed by conscription, and the exemption Bill, the military 
given me in place of the militia? is decided out of my hands by the same process: 
and lastly, the Chief Justice of the State goes outside of the case to pronounce a 
portion of my order against law, which was not called in question by the case! 
And yet I have been patient under it all, & shall submit to it quietly without 
even by implication, impeaching the motives of the Judge, rendering the decision

Sir, 

Last month the Steamer belonging to this State lost one trip for want of coal— 
the Confederate Govt. Agents at Wilmington delivering it to blockade runners 
in preference to my vessel and assuming to control the coal mines, so that no 
one else can get any without their consent. Thinking this time that I would have 
coals in waiting for my steamer, which is due tomorrow, I sent my agent to the 
mine and after much difficulty got one hundred tons, which was sent down to 
Wilmington, and when there, was immediately seized by some one, and put on 
board the “Cornubia”, in defiance of the fact that it belonged to this State 

Now I ask your interference in this matter—The mine from which the coal 
was taken, belonged to aliens, was seized by the Confederacy as confiscated prop- 
erty and their agents put in charge of it. As you must be aware, no title can 
accrue to the Confederacy in this manner, for real estate within the borders of 
a Soverign State. The title to this property is therefore clearly in the State of 
North Carolina: and whilst I am perfectly willing that the Confederacy should 
continue to use this mine as heretofore, | am not willing, neither do I intend to 
be stood aside in this manner. I must have coals when the State requires them, 
in preference to blockade runners or any body else— 

Please therefore to give orders to this effect, or I shall be compelled to order 
the Attorney General to begin such legal proceedings as may be necessary, and 
to order coal enough for my purposes to be seized— 

The loss of one trip of the Steamer alone is of consequence sufficient to justify 
this action, and her cargoes are of quite as much importance to the Confederacy 
as to the State

Dear Sir 

The letters of Genl. Benning and Lt. Col. Shepherd! of the 2d. Geo. Regt. in 
reference to the mob in this city are received. They are satisfactory so far as their 
denial of their own participation is concerned, though I cannot but think Gen. 
B is mistaken in supposing that there were any number of N.C. troops in the 
riot. 

In my letter? to the President I said that Gen. Benning remarked to Col. [John 
D.] Whitford, Transportation Agent here, some hours previous to the mob that 
he should not be surprised if his men did tear down the “Standard” Office, as he 
had heard it threatened and that during the prevalence of violence, I sent for 
him, and he could not be found, and that my messenger sent for him, was driven 
away from the depot by the soldiers. This raised a suspicion in my mind that he 
might have connived at the conduct of his men, which was heightened by the 
fact that he offered no apology or regret, verbally or otherwise to me, for this 
great insult to the authority and laws of a Sovereign State, which I thought and 
still think he might and should have done. Of course I accept his denial of any 
knowledge of the transaction, as true. 

As to Lt. Col. Shepherd, (whom the men, in the darkness called “Major”) I 
suppose I must have fallen into a very great mistake, concerning him. If he is 
the officer upon whom I called at the Hotel, and who went with me to the scene 
of violence, then I owe him a great many thanks for his assistance, instead of an 
accusation of guilt. Some how, I got it into my head that the officer who assisted 
me was a Lt. Col. Harris, and upon arriving at the Standard Office, I heard soldiers 
calling for “Major Shepherd”, but did not know it was the officer with me. The 
mistake was a very natural one, owing to the confusion and darkness, and I regret 
that I did Lt. Col. Shepherd injustice. His was the only name I heard called, and 
I did not ask any man for his name. There were several company officers in the 
crowd, as I judged by their swords, and by hearing men call out frequently, 
“Captain”, “Lieutenant”, &c. 

This you will see was the substance of my complaint to the President. I wished 
no punishment inflicted upon the private soldiers, but if they really were led on 
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and encouraged by officers, it would be highly proper and politic that they should 
be punished.

In order successfully to get out the vast amount of provisions said to be in the 
country east of the Chowan, Col. Hinton assures me it will be absolutly necessary 
to station a battery of artillery at Colerain or thereabouts, to protect our boats, 
in crossing above. Will you please to make the needed exertions to get this done? 
I address you instead of Gen. Pickett! because your thorough knowledge of the 
country and its resources will enable you to endorse the importance of the 
scheme. I hope it will meet your approbations & secure your early attention.

Some attempts are making here to injure you on account of the non-appear- 
ance of Gov Graham’s letter. It was pretty generally known that he had written 
it, and they say it was against you and hence you declined to publish. Not know- 
ing what it contained I cant advise as to the best course, but if it meets the war 
question promptly and fully I rather think it best to publish it, tho’ it does hit 
hard some of the fire eaters which | judge is the case. 

Our friends here think you ought to say a good word for Fuller! for Congress, 
and as he is all right on the war question, pardon me for thinking so too. As a 
matter of pure policy, you should do nothing to cut yourself off from the old 
Conservative Whigs—they are largely in the majority now and to loose yr influ- 
ence with them is to loose yr [power] to do good—I have found a dead set making 
in certain quarters, to forestall yr influence by making the impression that you 
are not a “conservative” &c, and cite as an evidence that you support Mr. 
[Thomas S.] Ashe against Christian,? and will not support Fuller a war Whig, 
though opposed by an able bodied Secessionist who has never been in the war. 
Of course, I & all your friends here know how it is with you in that contest, but 
I think it due to good policy that you should say a word for Fuller, that is if as I 
suppose yr feelings are for him. The Secessionists have no right to complain, and 
in fact need yr help too much to dare to complain if they wanted to. Think of 
it. While anxious to bury party strife and subordinate everything to the common 
good I have endeavored always to let my party friends know that “my heart was 
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in the Highlands.” Doubtless however, you are better acquainted with the “Sit- 
uation” in yr district than I am, and can reject the faulty points of my advice, & 
I trust will give it no more weight than it deserves. 

I receive continued evidence of a better state of feeling in the State. [John A.] 
Gilmer & [Burgess S.] Gaither will both go thro’ with next to no opposition tho’ 
I fear for Mr Ashe—Deserters are pouring thro’ in hundreds, really, to their colors. 
About ten per day report to me at my office & beg me for a letter to their officers 
asking pardon for their offence—Near 2000 have returned this month, by far the 
greater part voluntarily—God spred the good work! 

No accident or misfortune befalling me, I am now in condition to ensure 
clothing for our troops to January 1865, shoes & blankets excepted—Our cargoes 
were not well assorted & sufficient of these articles were not brought in before. 
18000 /prs/ shoes & boots, a quantity of leather & 17,500 blankets are at Bermuda 
& expected by steamer next week, God pros[per]ing her. I also expect a large 
supply of cotton cards—But man proposes, God disposes— 

We have bad news from the west—The Yankees & tories are making I fear a 
serious advance from Tennessee upon Asheville. My brother who is in command 
of the Mountain district, has no troops but the Home Guards—He sent Maj. J W 
Woodfin with 240 mounted militia against them, they fought at Warm Springs 
and Maj. W—was killed & driven back—two privates killed & six wounded—the 
enemys loss unknown our men were ambushed. I have sent such help as I could 
today & shall go up myself tomorrow I think. Oh if Rosecrans’ would be driven 
back!

Inst. “via” Bermuda, 
and as he entrusts in me his power of attorney, the duty will devolve on me of 
informing you, during his absence, of everything that goes on here in which your 
State is concerned—Mr. White takes with him complete accounts of all the 
business that has been done through my firm for North Carolina account; and | 
cannot but think that the statement he will show you will prove very satisfactory 
in every particular— 

For Mr. white individually I must say that one better adapted for the most 
difficult and arduous duty he has to perform it would be impossible to find— 
During the many months when, under most trying circumstances, he had to lie 
by idle at the request of Mr. Mason, in case the North Carolina loan might in 
any way damage that of the “Confederate States”, he won the respect of all who 
knew him by the sound sense, the patriotic devotedness, & self denial he then 
displayed; and when it was at last deemed safe to make a move Mr. Whites careful 
prudence, & sterling honesty gained more supporters to the Cause, and more 
subscribers to the Cotton Warrants, than at one time any of us believed to be 
possible—‘I don’t know anything about North Carolina but I believe Mr White 
to be an honest man, so put me down for £10” was the remark made to me by 
more than one here, whose instinctive faith thus opened his pocket, and it would 
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be difficult to overestimate the good effect produced in this way on the minds of 
business men in this quarter—Mr. white is many hundred miles away from me 
now—We will not meet again for many a day—if ever—but I could not let him 
return home after all he has gone through, and accomplished, without saying to 
you, and through you to his friends at home, how sincerely we appreciate his

Sir 

I have the pleasure to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 3rd. Septr.! 
on the 26th. Inst. together with the $400000, of State Bonds, this with the 
$600000 making the whole amt. which had been desired to be forwarded. I find 
now, I could have gotten on without them, and will not use them, will place the 
whole for safe keeping in the Manchester and county Bank. 

I wrote you about the first of the present month with statement of purchases 
made and what had been shipd. &c. Since then I have made another shipment 
of quite a large amount the invoice will go forward by this days mail, there are 
still a good many goods which had been orderd. from manufactores before your 
letters reach me desiring that I should not make further purchases for the present, 
these when ready will be forwarded with as little delay as possible. I have given 
out orders for cotton & wool cards and now have ready for shipment 25 or 30000 
pairs, desiring that they should be forwarded without loss of time & finding no 
vessel up for Bermuda, I had them sent to Liverpool to go out via Halifax, but 
regret to say that the steamer was filld. up before they got there, they will be sent 
out by the first vessel up for Bermuda, either from London or Liverpool & other 
shipments will be made as they are ready The machines for making cards I find 
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can be bought for about £20, each, in place of one, I have orderd. five with the 
wire &c. necessary to keep them going for a year. One man can attend to Io or 
12 of the machines in operation, as well as to one. They will be ready for shipment 
in about 2 weeks. 

I notice your wishes with regard to the proceeds of the sale of the cotton, but 
having been able to dispose of only about £100,000 of the cotton bonds, and my 
expenditures having amounted to about £150000, it will require both cargos of 
cotton to pay the debt I have thus incured for the State. 

The first cargo of cotton has just been sold & part of it has brought the highest 
price that the same quality has yet been sold for, the price ranged as to quality 
and condition from 2/. to 2/5</> pr pound, the whole averaging about 2/3d. 

I have my business at present so arranged that I can leave what is unfinished 
in the hands of Messrs. Collie & Co. and return at least for a time, to North 
Carolina. The unfinished orders in the hands of Manufactores will be attended 
to by them & the goods inspected, packd. & shipd. A steamer will leave London 
about the 2oth. of Novr. on which I expect to go out. I have proposals from Mr. 
Alexr. Collie for the State to join him in the purchase of steamers, which | desire 
to lay before you for your consideration. | have consented on behalf of the State 
to the agreement subject however to your approval in the meantime | forward 
with this copy of agreement letters, &c. which will explain themselves. Col. 
McRae I suppose reachd. home a few days after the date of your letter

Dear Sir; 


I hasten to correct an error in your letter of the 15th., inst.,! to the Hon. 
James A Seddon Secretary of War, published in the Standard of the 27th. inst., 
with the correspondence relative to the riots in the City of Raleigh, in September 
last. 

You say “in my letter to the President I said that Gen. Benning remarked to 
Col. Whitford, Transportation Agent here, some hours previous to the mob, that 


314 NOVEMBER 1863 


he should not be surprised if his men did tear down the Standard office as he 
had heard it threatened”. Doubtless you derived this information from some one, 
as there were many reports circulating in the streets of the city, the day after the 
out break, of the complicity of Gen. Benning and other officers of his command; 
but you are mistaken in supposing it came from me that a word was ever said to 
me on the subject by Gen. Benning or by any officer or soldier of his Brigade 
before the outrage was perpetrated. If I had the slightest intimation such an act 
was contemplated, for “some hours” or for any time, previous to its occurance, 
and not have made it known to you or have taken some steps to aid in suppressing 
it, | would justly deserve the censure of all good & law abiding citizens of the 
State. For, whatever our opinion may be as to the course of individuals, whether 
tight or wrong, we must all see that unless we uphold & sustain the laws of the 
Country “we can have no security for personal liberty, property or even exis- 
tence”. Perhaps, if I were to see you, I could call to your recollection several 
incidents that would convince you that Gen. Benning did not make the state- 
ments, ascribed to him, to me. But I deem it useless to pursue the matter further 
as, I know, you are more anxious to do justice to Gen. Benning & his officers 
than you are to condemn them.

I reced by the last mail your communication of the 26th. ult.! in which you 
express a desire to get a decision of the Supreme Court, on the question of your 
power to order out the “home guards” to arrest deserters, & state that a case has 
been prepared & sent to Judge Battle presenting the question decided by me “in 
the matter of Austin” — By the same mail I recd a communication’ from Judge 
Battle in reference to the case sent to him in which he expresses a wish to have 
the assistance of Judge Manly & myself at the hearing—I also notice an article 
in the Standard of the 27th. ult. which I presume is intended as an exposition 
of your views based on a supposed distinction between a decision of the Supreme 
Court & the decision of a single judge in vacation 
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You are mistaken in supposing that by getting up a case presenting the same 
question as in the matter of Austin? to be heard before judge Battle with the 
assistance of the other two judges, you can obtain a decision of the Supreme Court 
on the question—The three judges only constitute a court by meeting in term 
time—Under the Habeas Corpus Act Rev Code jurisdiction of such questions is 
given to a single judge “in the vacation time” without appeal—It follows that 
his decision in a matter properly constituted before him, is conclusive of the 
question & settles the law untill it is brought up to the Supreme Court by 
certiorari & reversed or is overruled by a decision of the Supreme Court in some 
other case—Its binding obligation as an authority is not affected in points of law, 
by the circumstances that he decides the question unaided—or has the assistance 
of the [brother] opinion & reasoning of other judges or is aided by having the 
benefit of a full consultation with some or all of the other judges both of the 
Supreme & Superior Courts, for in either case it is the act of a single judge, who 
is constituted a superior judicial tribunal with full jurisdiction over the question 
involved in the case before him—& there is no appeal or any provision made 
for having the assistance of the other judges— 

It is also a mistake to suppose that by the Constitution, The Supreme Court, 
is made a coordinate branch of the government. The judiciary is the coordinate 
branch of the government, and the decision of any judicial tribunal acting within 
the jurisdiction conferred by law, of superior jurisdiction & without appeal, is 
entitled to the consideration due to a coordinate branch of the government, 
untill it is overruled by a higher judicial tribunal, which I infer is your reason for 
wishing to get a decision of the Supreme Court. Allow me to refer you to my 
reply to Judge Battle® for a more full exposition of my views on this subject— 

To these two errors (as I conceive them to be) & a supposed “publick neces- 
sity,” must be ascribed the part that the principle decided in the matter of Austin 
has been disregarded and the judiciary as a coordinate branch of the government 
lies prostrate—God knows that I would do any thing in my power to restore it 
to the position assigned to it in the Constitution.—But after earnest reflection, 
I am satified, the plan you have adopted cannot have that effect—Should I upon 
the invitation of Judge Battle <& yourself> attend in Raleigh to assist him at 
the hearing of the case, got up for the purpose; I could not consistently with my 
sense of duty aid him in the labor of reversing the decision “in the matter of 
Austin” —I could only enter my protest against his doing so. 

Upon that preliminary question I give him all the aid I can in my reply to his 
communication. 

You remark, “The case was sent to Judge Battle because you supposed the 
decision “in the matter of Austin” would prevent me from doing more than to 
discharge the man” In other words you suppose I would feel myself bound by 
that decision as an authority, that is true: but Judge Battle or any other judge is 
as much bound by it as I am, untill it be overruled by the Supreme Court & a 
decision of the court cannot be obtained until its next term /As it seemed fit to 
the legislature to constitute a “single judge”—a superior judicial tribunal with 
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full jurisdiction to determine such cases without appeal, & with no provision for 
a convocation of the other judges, no one (as it seems to me) can rightfully deny 
to his decision the right due to “an adjudicated case” or in any manner weaken 
its effect to settle the law. —/—

Sir: 

Your letter of the rst. Inst.! is just received—in which you ask my opinion as 
to the effect of Chief Justice Pearsons opinion in Austin’s case. You ask. “Does 
the opinion of a single Judge in such a case bind the Executive, the other judges 
and settle the law of the land as an “adjudicated case” by the Supreme Court or 
does it simply operate in the individual case” 

I shall not attempt a review of Chief Justice Pearsons opinion in Austin’s case, 
but it strikes me that the Legislature intended and the language of the act creating 
and organizing the “Home Guard” admits of such a construction as to justify you 
in calling out this organization to arrest deserters. The State is invaded by the 
enemies of the Confederate Government and if arresting deserters and returning 
them to their commands will aid in repelling this invasion, is not the authority 
given so to do? 

The act does not prescribe the particular duty the “Home Guard” is to perform, 
nor the particular manner in which their duties are to be performed, but in general 
terms, that the organization shall be used to repel invasion &c. of the State & 
as contradistinguished from the Confederate States; in other words limiting their 
field of action to the State. The particular duty to be performed as well as the 
manner in detail is left to your Excellency as Governor of the State and Com- 
mander in Chief of her Army whether Molitia or Home Guard. 

Under our Habeas Corpus act jurisdiction is given to a single judge without 
appeal, in cases properly constituted before him and is final in the individual 
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cases until reversed by the Supreme Court, and it is immaterial whether the 
decision is made by a member of the Supreme Court or by one of the Circuit 
Judges as a decision of a Judge of either court is of equal authority in law as a 
decision of a Judge of the other. 

Then is this dicision, whether made by a Supreme or Circuit Judge, binding 
upon the other Judges? and does it settle the law of the land as an adjudicated 
case? 

My opinion upon these points is entirely in accordance with what I understand 
to be the opinion of all the Judges at least as far as gathered from their course of 
conduct, previous to the last term of the Supreme Court. Mitchells case? and 
many others, I am informed, involving an identical question, presented in Irvin’s 
case was decided prior to the opinion in Irvin’s case, and the parties were held 
to service whereas Irvin was discharged. Now if the opinion of a single judge 
binds the other judges, and the Executive and settles the law of the land until 
the case is reversed by the Supreme Court or overruled by the Supreme Court 
by the dicision of another case involving the same principles, the dicision in 
Irvin’s case was made without authority /and against law/ and he was improperly 
discharged. This I cannot conclude as Irvin’s case was heard by the very learned 
and able jurist Chief Justice Pearson 

It is important to have uniformity in the decisions of our Judges; especially 
where the liberties of the citizens are involved, and as we have a precedent in 
Genl Martins, the judges of the Supreme Court I suppose upon invitation will 
meet and express an opinion which I have no doubt will be followed, emenating 
as it will from the members of the Supreme Court. Certainly no case of greater 
importance to the Citizen or Country has ever arisen for this unusual method of 
procedure.

Dr. Sir, 

Yrs! is received—in fact has been on hand some time waiting my return from 
the mountains. 

I was pained to observe that some parts of my letter,” to which yours is a reply, 
have displeased you in some way. I assure you I regret it. My great anxiety to see 
your paper preserve its influence, and therefore its usefulness, with yr old party 
friends, caused me to advise you to support Fuller. I am free to confess however, 
that yr reasons for not coming out for him are amply sufficient, and I am satisfied 
you were right. I see and hear every day attempts made to destroy yr influence by 
placing you among the original Secessionists, and my policy was for you to avoid 
that if possible—You will notice recent articles in the Standard written with this 
intention—plainly, which show that its editor has [torn] war against you. I had 
hoped that /by/ the advice of Gov Graham & others, with the warning of the 
mob, <that> Holdens tone would be changed, and that he could be made useful 
to the cause. With this view, and after consultation with Gov Graham, I not 
only refrained from quarreling with him myself, but exerted myself to prevent a 
rupture between you & him. My opinion of the man has not changed “within 
the last month or two”, but I very much fear the results of his insidious policy 
towards the Observer, and hence my great anxiety to warn you. But it seems you 
mistook the intent of my letter and took it for granted that I had changed my 
opinion of him and wanted to lecture you about policy &c. I assure you of yr 
great mistake in both respects. You are my senior [by] many years of active ex- 
perience, and the advice I offered was given with great deference, and with an 
eye single to the good of the Cause which so much depends upon the paper 
which you conduct. There is the most perfect unity of sentiment between you 
& me in regard to the conduct of the war, and in view of the great importance 
of its continuance I have heretofore given you freely and frankly my whole mind. 
So far from desiring to give offense, I hoped that the very [prudence] with which 
I wrote would convince you of my sincerity and regard. 

In regard to Gov. Grahams letter, I learn that he had himself told two other 
friends here of his having written it—Jim Taylor? among the number—which of 
course gave it publicity. The matter will die out now I suppose, and nothing more 
need be said. I never supposed the letter was against you, [torn] In my recent visit 
to the mountains I found an astonishing amount of disloyalty in the counties 
bordering on Tennessee. A regiment of 800 of the enemy, at the Warm Springs 
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was at least 2/3 N.C. Tories! I blush to say it, but it is true. Several men who 
recently figured in “peace meetings” have gone off and taken arms with the 
enemy—Great God, what a disgrace to N. Carolina! They are more merciless 
and thieving than were the regular Yankees; an old & respec[table] citizen, Mr. 
Garrett, near Warm-Springs was basely murdered by them, several more carried 
off, and every portable thing in their reach stolen. 

The Home Guards come out promptly and have done good service under 
Gen. McElroy.

Sir/ 
On or about the 25th day of October last I received from W. W. Woodell a 
member of the Home Guard of the County of Wake, a petition for a writ of 
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Habeas Corpus—A letter from your private secretary accompanied the petition, 
stating that, as the facts set forth therein raised the same question in relation to 
the power of the Governor of the State to call out the Home Guard for the 
purpose of arresting deserters and conscripts, which had recently been decided 
by Chief Justice Pearson in Austin’s case, it was your wish to have the decision 
reviewed by all the Judges of the Supreme Court—With that view I was requested 
to grant the writ, make it returnable before me at Raleigh, and invite the other 
Judges to meet me there and assist in the hearing—I think it was also contem- 
plated that the case should be fully argued by the Attorney General on the part 
of the State as well as by the counsel, G. H. [George W.] Haywood Esq, for the 
petitioner— 

In compliance with your request I wrote to the Chief Justice and desired him 
to name a day when it would be convenient for him to attend; and I also wrote 
to request the attendance of Judge Manly when the day should be fixed upon— 

A few days ago I received a reply! from Judge Pearson in which he states that 
he had had a letter? from you also on the same subject, and that he had written 
to you that he declined to attend the contemplated meeting. In his letter to me 
he fully explains the reasons for the course which he has thought proper to adopt, 
and | have sent it to your private secretary for your inspection— 

As the question decided by Judge Pearson in Austin’s case cannot now be 
reviewed by a hearing before all the Judges of the Supreme Court, I beg leave to 
suggest that the hearing of Woodell’s case by myself alone, or by myself and Judge 
Manly, would not settle that question and, therefore, it would be better to have 
the application for the /writ/ withdrawn upon the release of the petitioners—It 
is true, as Judge Pearson says, that if all the three Judges of the Supreme Court 
were to meet, they could not constitute a court, and of course one or two of them 
alone could not—Under these circumstances it is manifest that a decision of the 
question, having the effect of settling it cannot now be made, until the meeting 
of the Supreme Court—Is not this a strong argument in favour of having the 
winter term of that court restored?

Dear Sir, 


Yours of the 2d. inst.' and also yours of same date to Judge Battle,’ in reply 
to my invitation to assist him in the hearing of Woodell’s case, have both been 
received. 

Whilst regretting exceedingly that you cannot consent to comply with my 
request, there are some things in yr. letter to me which call for a more specific 
reply at my hands. 

You say I am mistaken in supposing that I can get a decision of the Supreme 
Court in the manner proposed by making a case before Judge Battle, and inviting 
the other Judges to sit with him. I did not suppose I could, though my language 
implied as much perhaps. I have been so long from the bar that I am not always 
particular to speak, technically correctly, but I did suppose that I could get the 
opinions of the Judges of the Supreme Court, which by consent of the parties might 
have the effect of a decision. This was done in the case of the Adjutant General 
and | suppose, to relieve me of a great public responsibility, could be done again. 
You say also that the principle decided in the “Matter of Austin” has been 
disregarded “and the judiciary as a co-ordinate branch of the Government lies 
prostrate.” This is rather a serious accusation, and should be made with a qual- 
ification. Your decision released Austin from the performance of Home Guard 
duty under my order and General Order No. 9 A & I. Genls. Office, dated May 
16th. 1863, orders the militia officers to call out their commands to protect all 
men so discharged. Whether your decision does more, is the question. If it “settles 
the law” and has the same binding effect as an “adjudicated case” upon Judicial 
and Executive Officers, then your accusation would be true. But by the private 
opinions of the other Judges, the Attorney General and many of the most emi- 
nent lawyers of the State, whom I have consulted, I am forced to the conclusion 
that such a decision was doubtful to say the least of it. | am free to admit that 
even in a case of doubt and involving a difference of opinion among the Judges 
and the bar, under ordinary circumstances it were both safest and best to abide 
by the decision, as avoiding even a suspicion of disregarding an “adjudicated 
case” on the part of an Executive Officer. 

But in this case, where the consequences were bound to be of so serious a 
character, when the withdrawal of the Home Guards from this Service would 
have been accepted as an invitation to desertion from the Army, and a license 
to the outrages perpetrated by those absconding soldiers, | felt clear that it was 
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my duty to give to law and order and the Confederate cause the benefit of the 
doubt. I felt too that you would not have been perfectly alone in your position, 
since your had made a decision in Irwin’s [Irvin’s] case, reversing the decision 
made by Judge [Robert B.] Gilliam in Mitchell’s case previously, and concurring 
with two others made by Judges Heath & French? previous to yours involving 
the same principle, neither of which were referred to or cited as authority in 
Austin’s case, and not withstanding all these considerations, appreciating fully 
the delicacy of my position, and trusting that others would also, I endeavored to 
solve the difficulty by the friendly aid of the Judges of the Supreme Court, to 
whose opinion I proposed to submit cheerfully. You are aware how I have been 
thwarted in that wish, since you not only decline to assist in the hearing of the 
case prepared, but say that if present you could only protest against Judge Battle 
doing so and charge that his doing so would be surrendering the lawful power of 
the Judiciary to the pressure of the times. 

I do not feel myself competent to combat the soundness of your reasoning in 
Austin’s case, and in fact feel that I have no right to do so, if I were able. My 
conviction has always been that an Executive officer, should only enquire if the 
law be so decided & if so, he should obey it. But it is certainly both his right and 
his duty to know if there has been a decision in fact, an adjudicated case, such as 
constitutes the law of the land and determine all other like cases. Where there 
is an admitted doubt of this fact, I do not think an Executive officer can be fairly 
charged with prostrating the Judiciary by disregarding its decisions. I yield to no 
living man in respect for the courts of my country. I have labored faithfully to 
protect them from intrusion by military despotism whether threatened from 
within or without and to avoid coming to the conclusion that the restriction of 
any of their rights and powers was necessary to the successful prosecution of the 
war for independence. 

Thus far my labors in both respects have been satisfactory to myself at least. 
I believe they will be so to my countryman

I regret not seeing you, this morning, when I called to pay my respects. 

The Hon: Secretary of the Navy has asked me, by telegraph, whether some- 
thing might not be done to arrest the depredations of the enemy upon vessels 
trading to this port. 

The draft of the iron-clad “N Carolina” is too great to cross the bar, and her 
sister ship, the “Raleigh” is incomplete: I have therefore no means for the purpose 
mentioned, at my disposal, but 

The “Advance” which is the fleetest and best adapted of any vessel in port, 
is, | am told, nearly ready for sea. With your sanction, | will attach a torpedo to 
her stern, put a gun, officers & crew on board, and endeavour to inflict some 
injury upon the foe. It will delay the departure of the “Advance” but a few days, 
and | trust to return her uninjured. 

As such a movement requires the utmost secrecy I respectfully ask the destruc- 
tion of this note and a written reply, however brief.

Dr. Sir— 

In reply to your letter of the 26th. ult.! expressing a wish to have the question 
of your authority to order out the “home guard” to arrest deserters & conscripts; 
decided by the supreme court; I informed you it could not be done by the plan 
you proposed—I presume no further action was taken in the case you had pre- 
pared seeing no mention of it in the newspapers 

I think the habeas corpus act should be amended so as to allow an appeal & 
make it the duty of the chief justice when notified thereof, to call a special term 
of the court to hear it— 
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This would relieve the judges in vacation from great responsibility & tend “to 
settle the law”. I suggest for your consideration the propriety of calling the at- 
tention of the Legislature to the subject & of laying before them your letter & 
my reply’—Judge Battles letter’—my reply* so as to show the necessity for some 
remedy, & that it was beyond the reach of the executive & judicial departments 
of the government. I send a copy of Judge B’s letter: he will furnish you with my 
reply. | presume you retained a copy of yours to me.

Derr Sir; 

You will see by the enclosed letter from the Sec’y of War that he has referred 
the matter of conscription beyond the Chowan to my descretion. 

Whilst I freely appreciate the isolated and unprotected situation of the people 
of those counties, and am desirous to allow them every possible kindness, I am 
yet assured that there <are> /is/ quite a large per cent of the population which 
could well be in the army, to the great benefit of the service & without serious 
injury to their families. You will therefore excuse from conscription all men, 
heads of families, whose wives and children are absolutely and entirely dependent 
upon their labor for a support where there is not some male of the family beyond 
the age of conscription competent to take care of them. These facts you may 
verify by affedavit of the parties or other evidence satisfactory to your self. This 
exemption will not extend to any person engaged in speculation, or illicit traffic 
with the enemy.

As to trades, professions &c you will of course be governed by the exemption 
laws. The officers of the Militia will not be exempted as such, that organization 
being unable there to comply with calls made upon them from these Head quar- 
ters— 

You can make at your discretion, details to all such men as will undertake to 
drive out pork for the State or Confederacy. 

Trusting that may be able to compel all to do there duty without inflicting 
distress or suffering on the helpless—I am

I owe you an apology for having allowed your letter of the 26th. Ultmo,! 
handed me some days since, respecting the effort made to enlist Troops east of 
the Chowan river, amid the press of other matters to escape my attention 

I understand the embarassments presented by the condition of the people in 
the Counties east of the Chowan, for similar ones have been experienced in 
various Districts of this State, which without being in the actual occupancy of 
the enemy are at all times open to their control. It is an embarassing question 
in such cases to determine whether to exercise any authority over those districts 
and by exacting from the people manifestation of the Loyalty which fully pos- 
sesses the very great majority, exposes them and their property to the insolence 
and ravages of the enemy, or to have them in apparent subjection to await the 
events of the war. I am inclined to think your Judgement suggests the best prac- 
ticable course which is to draw forth as far as possible the younger & more 
disconnected men for service and such means and productions as can be con- 
veniently obtained, but to leave heads of families undisturbed and such supplies 
as are necessary for the comfortable maintenance of the weak and dependant. 
The course therefore adopted by you has the concurrence of my opinion and 
while of course I can release no obligation the law has imposed nor relinquish 
the rights should more favorable circumstances be secured by the ascendancy of 
our arms of exacting both the service & contributions the law demands. You 
may expect such sanction as my authority warrants.

My dear Sir, 


I am very much obliged to you indeed for a sight of the article of “M”, criti- 
cizing my action in regard to Judge Pearsons decision in the “matter of Austin”. 
As its tone is kindly and seems to be rather the rebuke of a friend than the assault 
of an enemy, I have no objection of your publishing it, though if really a well 
meaning friend is its author I think he should have reproved his brother in private 
rather than /before/ the whole congregation—especially for the first offence. Pro- 
vided you publish it, I would be obliged if you would state, in any form you think 
best the substance of my answer, that ones friends may see at least I have sinned 
by good advice and “for cause”. 

In the first place, the decision in the matter of Austin has been respected by 
me. It discharged Austin, and my standing order to commanders of Militia, was 
to resist by force all atttempts to rearrest any man who had been so discharged. 
Well: did it do more than discharge Austin? Did it discharge all men falling 
within its scope and settle the law of the land as an “adjudicated case”? Now I 
have laid it down as a tule for my guidance, that an Executive officer has no 
right to controvert the soundness of a decision—he has but to obey it—else he 
usurps other functions than his own. But he certainly has a right to ask has there 
been a decision, and what is its extent? Under the peculiar circumstances of 
Austins case—alluded to by Judge P. himself—I thought it my duty and did make 
this enquiry. The first person I enquired of was the proper one to give me legal 
<office> /advice/—the Attorney General. He assured me confidently and un- 
hesitatingly that the decision only discharged Austin and did not settle the law 
of the land. This was official, and can be publicly spoken of. My next application 
was to Mr. Phillips, the Auditor, who gave me the same advice, towit, that I was 
not bound by it as the law of the land. Then Gov. Graham, Judge Ruffin, Mr 
E. G. Reade, Mr. Donnel and various others of emmence in the profession were 
applied to for advice and all concurred in the same opinion. And finally I was 
informed that both the other Judges of the Supreme Court, though not able to 
attend with Judge Pearson at the hearing of Austins case, had written him giving 
<both> their opinions against him in the decision itself, and afterwards as to 
its binding effect! 

But to relieve myself of any possible blame in the matter, I got up a special 
case before Judge Battle presenting the same points, and invited the other Judges 
to sit with him, and agreed to treat their opinions as the decision of the Supreme 
Court. Manly agreed but Pearson refused to attend and protested against Judge 
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Battle giving his opinion in the case at all! Though assured that Battle would 
decide against Pearson & that Manly would concur I yet forbore to press them 
to overrule Judge P., withdrew the case, and have referred the matter to the 
Legislature, treating him (Judge P.) with more forbearance & consideration than 
he meted out to me. 

2d. The Legislature did contemplate using the Home Guards for the arrest of 
deserters, and your correspondent [is wonderfully] out as to the facts & their 
chronological order. The Secy of War never issued any order or made any agree- 
ment with me whatever about the militia between 40 & 45—The Presidents call 
for these men, and the State exemption bill—which exhausted the Militia— 
took place during the session of the Legislature, and that body was perfectly aware 
that I had no Militia and gave me the home guard in lieu of it—The exigency 
which your correspondent supposes to have arisen long afterwards, existed and 
was made known to that body before before [sic] its adjournment—My contest 
with Mr. Seddon was principally, for the reason that his officers did not want to 
release the man “Irvin” after the Judge had discharged him—I did not claim that 
Irvins case should rule all others, until confirmed by the courts—As to the con- 
versation with the “Major” I deny it, positively—I never could with my proper 
senses, have said any such thing. I did think at one time of ordering out the 
Guard in those counties were there were most deserters and sending them to 
Kinston to watch the enemy whilst the regular soldiers went into their counties 
to arrest deserters, though I abandoned the idea. The “Major” may have heard 
something of this kind if he heard anything— 

The reason why the other judges did not meet Judge P. in Raleigh as they 
inform me, was because they did not receive due notice—And yet he in a letter 
to me, claims that if they had met him, he would have only asked their aid but 
would not have been bound by any opinion of theirs, the whole responsibility of 
the decision being upon him, which legally is correct— 

I write in great haste and imperfectly present my justification, but hope you 
get it substantially. I have made no “insidious attack” upon Judge Pearson though 
he has been neither kind or courteous to me in many things. I claim now to be 
as good a friend to civil liberty and legal rights as your correspondent and a better 
one than Judge Pearson, inasmuch as I have not only labored earnestly to main- 
tain & uphold the courts of my State but have also done what was possible to 
resist that mighty aggression which is endeavoring to sweep away civil rights, 
home, government & everything; a matter certainly well to be remembered 
though neither Coke or Blackstone are volumenous about it. If you see proper 
you may forward this to your correspondent.

P.S. My room being piled with company last night, I could not finish this for the 
return mail as you desired. I desire to add this morning that which escaped me 
last night, that those decisions by Heath, Gilliam & French were made prior to 
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Judge Pearsons decision in Irvins case which were entirely disregarded—not even 
noticed by him in that case—If he refuses to be bound himself by a decision of 
equal authority with his own, he should not complain at my doing the same 
thing. And it only affords an argument against him to say that he did not know 
of the prior decisions: there was no way that they could be known, as they were 
not of record—except by publication in the newspapers which is unofficial—No 
greater absurdity or more dangerous usurpation of power can well be imagined 
than to say that the law of the land may be settled in a decision not of record, 
and the mere mention of which as a matter of news depends on the pleasure of 
the Judge It is a trap for the citizen—

Whereas it becomes a Christian People under all circumstances to acknowledge 
the superintending care and sovereignty of Almighty God and especially to con- 
fess our transgressions and humble ourselves before His chastening hand in sea- 
sons of affliction and calamity: 

Now, therefore I, Zebulon B. Vance Governor of the State of North Carolina 
moved by these considerations, as also by the request of the General Assembly 
and to concur in the action of other Sourthern States, do issue this my procla- 
mation, setting apart, Thursday—the roth. day of December next as a day of 
Fasting, Humiliation and Prayer; earnestly requesting its sincere observance by 
all the good people of the State, that all worldly employments be suspended and 
that all Ministers and Clergy men of whatsever denomination will open their 
churches, and assembling their congregation make earnest and fervent suppli- 
cation unto God, that He will stay His wrath, which has been heavy upon us, 
and especially, that He may in His wisdom open the way for the speedy resto- 
ration of peace to our desolated land, on such terms as will best promote His 
glory and both the spiritual and temporal welfare of His creatures. 

In testimony whereof, I, Zebulon B. Vance Governor, Captain General and 
Commander in Chief both set my hand and caused the great seal of the State to 
be affixed.

These estimates are based upon the existing engagements of the State, and 
only make the necessary provision for executing the laws already in force. Should 
the General Assembly see proper to widen the operations of the State, such 
further sums will be required as may be necessary to execute its will. 
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The large appropriations for the support of the Clothing Department is re- 
turned to the State by the monthly sales of clothing to the Confederate Gov- 
ernment, these sales being made at the actual cost of the articles to the State. 
The receipts from this source are not carried to the immediate credit of this 
Department, but have heretofore been paid directly into the Treasury; hence the 
amount here set down as an apparent, not an actual expenditure. It is designed 
that the Clothing Department be self-sustaining, the receipts from the sales being 
equal to the disbursements on that account. 

It may be here added also, that the demands for the pay of troops may be 
diminished by their transfer to the entire control of the Confederate Govern- 
ment; and that, under the Act of Congress of May ist, 1863, all payments already 
made for their support will be refundable to the State upon making the proper 
demand.

The Hon. Secretary of the Navy has sent me copies of your letter to him of 
the 28th. ult.! and of one to your Excellency from Mr. Elliott. In order to preserve 
harmony between yourself, the representative of the majesty of a soverign State 
and the head of one of the Departments of the Confederate Government. 

I deem it my duty to submit the following statement. 

The gunboat “Albemarle” was removed from Edward’s Ferry to Halifax, by 
direction of Mr. Mallory a precautionary measure taken in consequence of a letter 
from the Military Commander of the District, a copy of which is herewith en- 
closed, marked A,? Mr. Elliott had been paid by installments; had received more 
than the contract would have justified upon a survey, and the boat was the sole 
property of the Government. 

After repeated invitations to resume the work and three weeks had elapsed 
without his doing so, the matter was laid before the Navy Department and the 
vessel taken out of his hands. The workmen in the interim, employed by the 
Government, had lost no time, but put up their huts and workshops and re- 
commenced work upon the boat. The principal delay was the want of laborers 
and caulkers, the application for them by Lieut. Johnston, the officer in charge 
having been refused. 

On the 27th. ult. Mr. Mallory sent a telegram to me, a copy of which, and 
my reply, marked respectively B and C’ are enclosed. They will satisfy you what 
was the ruling motive with the Government and myself. Your Excellency is 
misinformed as to the use applied by the Navy Department. 

I have sent 435,000 lbs. of old rails to Atlanta and 125,000 lbs. to Richmond 
and have received and am receiving the plates rolled therefrom. Not one plate 
has been applied to any other purpose than the Naval Defences of this State, 
which was the agreement with your Excellency. Every order I have received from 
the Navy Department evinces its anxiety for the completion of the gunboats in 
North Carolina and to that Department I am responsible. 

Your Excellency has done me great /injustice/ but self respect prevents the 
tending an unsought explanation. It is in my power, by written evidence with 
names and dates, to disprove every assertion made by Mr. Elliott. His platitudes 
about exalted patriotism and personal sacrifice are worse than trash—for they 
are untrue. When on the roth. Febry. 1862 Elizabeth City, his place of residence, 
if not his native place, was attacked by the enemy, he fled and I remained to 
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defend it. As to personal sacrifices, | can only say that his bills against the Gov- 
ernment indicate a keen regard to individual interest.

Sir, 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 28th. ulto,! 
enclosing a statement of Mr. Gilbert Elliott, an earlier reply to which has been 
procluded by the necessity of making the enquiries rendered proper thereby. 
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Mr. Elliott, the contractor to build the “Albemarle”, complains that Flag 
Officer Lynch took the vessel from him by force, and removed it to Halifax “for 
the ostensible purpose of completion”. . . . “Since the removal no work has been 
done upon her”. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the “ostensible”, was the real design of Flag 
Officer Lynch, to complete the vessel in the shortest time. This, of course, could 
have been done best where she was, if permitted by the enemy; but clothed with 
the responsibility of her completion, he made diligent and faithful enquiry, and 
was convinced that she would be destroyed, if not removed, there being no 
adequate force to protect her, and upon this point I learn that he consulted with 
the military commander. He may have been mistaken as to the danger to be 
apprehended from the enemy, but he acted upon such information as was before 
him. 

In presenting this statement to your Excellency, upon which he expected your 
consideration and action, Mr. Elliott should have added certain facts, without 
which a correct judgement could not be arrived at. For example, he might have 
said that, in removing the vessel to Halifax for greater security, Flag Officer Lynch 
did not regard her as out of the hands of Mr. Elliott, but on the contrary expected 
him to complete her—, but that Mr. Elliott not only otherwise disposed of his 
caulkers, (who were negroes in his service) but made a return of the detailed men 
working with him on the boat, to the Commanding Officer whose application 
for their return to duty in the army was presented by the Adjutant and Inspector 
General of the Army to this Department, (see Flag Officer Lynch’s letter of Nov. 
11th. 1863 herewith enclosed, marked A’), though he had no right whatever to 
terminate their detail. Second, that on the 2nd. of November Mr. Elliott himself 
served written notices as “contractor &c.” (copies of which are herewith en- 
closed, marked B. & C.3) to sixteen of these men to return to the army and 
conscript camp. Third, that when he offered, as he alleges, to complete the vessel, 
his offer was coupled with the condition that he should receive $25,000 for so 
doing, with the further condition that the expense of drilling the armour should 
be paid by the Government;—. Whereas he had contracted to complete the 
vessel including the drilling for $40,000, $30,000 of which he had already re- 
ceived. 

His offer was regarded as a notice that he would not complete the vessel for 
$10,000, but would do so for $25,000. 

Fourth, He should have stated that additional expense upon the vessel /be- 
came necessary/ from the inefficient manner of constructing it, the Chief Naval 
Constructor having examined it, and reported “that this vessel is a very rough 
and inferior piece of work in labor and material, she is not properly fastened”. 

Your remark that “the iron furnished by the state under the express promise 
of both himself (Capt. Lynch) and you has been applied to other purposes” 
requires correction. The total amount of rail road iron received at the Rolling 
mills up to the 30th. ulto from North Carolina—and much of which cannot be 
rolled for want [of] coal, is 192 tons. If this were rolled into armour plates it 
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would produce 144 tons only to be sent back to North Carolina—; whereas 336 
1/2 tons of rolled plates, requiring 420 tons to make them have been ordered 
back there (and are delayed only by want of transportation) 86 1/2 tons of which 
have already reached there—. 

It is proper also to add that in addition to this iron nearly 700 tons of addi- 
tional armour plates and fastening, requiring 875 tons of iron to make them have 
been taken from other sources and been sent to North Carolina for the ships at 
Wilmington. 

Your Excellency will doubtless remember from my correspondence with you 
directly, and through Flag Officer Lynch, on the subject, my frequent and earnest 
efforts to obtain rail road iron in North Carolina to build iron clad vessels within 
the state, which efforts were fruitless up to a comparatively recent date;—so 
recent that much of the iron obtained it has been found impossible as yet to roll. 
I enclose copy of a letter from Martin & Elliott, written on January last, in which 
they state that you have given them assurance of enabling them to obtain rail 
road iron for a floating battery on the Roanoke, and the construction of which 
was induced by their representation and belief that they could get the iron to 
cover it, and had them countermand the order. 

In reference to your remark that Flag Officer Lynch has placed iron plates “on 
the boat ‘Neuse’ without her machinery and in face of the fact that it will all 
have to come off before the machinery does go in”, I beg leave to say, and only 
because it is stated as an evidence of Flag Officer Lynch’s ignorance and inca- 
pacity, that no such proceeding will be necessary;—that the only special prepa- 
ration necessary will be for the proper adjustment of the shaft and propeller, and 
that this will require but ordinary skill and labor. 

I have, in view of your endorsement of Mr. Elliott’s statements, deemed it due 
to Your Excellency and to this Department to state these facts, no less than to 
Flag Officer Lynch, who has always stood high as an intelligent, faithful, zealous 
and energetic officer, and who has, in his efforts to build and equip vessels in 
North Carolina, had to encounter difficulties and [illegible] not generally under- 
stood. 

Upon receiving your letter and learning the course which the contractor had 
pursued, I sent the Chief Naval Constructor, Mr. Porter,* to Halifax with orders 
to adopt the best means available for the earliest completion of the vessel and 
he has acted accordingly.

I have enlisted within and near the enemies lines in Eastern N.C. some twenty 
three hundred troops, raised for Local defences. Finding it impractical to properly 
manage them, I applied to the Legislature to turn them over to the Confederacy, 
which was declined. Being very anxious to make so large a body of men available 
for the defence of the Roanoke country, so valuable to us, I have consented to 
a plan of Col. Clarke’s! for continuing and disciplining them. 

If you will give him his own Regt. the 24th N.C.T. as a nucleus, I will place 
these State troops under his control, and give him every possible assistance in 
raising more. There are still many men within the lines who could be got by this 
arrangement. 

As you will perceive this involves the necessity of conferring additional rank 
upon Col. Clarke. I beg leave to say particularly, that I regard him as eminently 
fitted for this proposed service; and generally that Col. Clarke is deserving of this 
promotion on account of his long and faithful services from the beginning of the 
war. 

I have had the honor to recommend him to the Department before, having 
seen him on the field of battle. 
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Trusting that you may deem it proper to comply with this suggestion for the 
defense of the Roanoke Country

It is not my purpose now to give instances and call for punishment of the of- 
fenders—that I do to their commanding officers, but to ask if some order or 
regulation cannot be made for the government of troops on detached service, 
the severe and unflinching execution of which might not check this stealing, 
pilfering, burning and sometimes murderous conduct. | give you my word that 
in North Carolina it has become a grievance, intolerable, damnable and not to 
be borne! If God Almighty had yet in store another plague—worse than all 
others, which he intended to have let loose on the Egyptians in case Pharoah 
still hardened his heart, I am sure it must have been a regiment or so of half- 
armed, half disciplined Confederate Cavalry! Had they been turned loose among 
Pharoah’s subjects, with or without an impressment law, he would have become 
so sensible of the anger of God that he never would have followed the Children 
of Israel to the Red Sea, No Sir not an inch!!. Cannot officers be reduced to the 
ranks for permitting this? Can not a few men be shot for perpetrating these 
outrages as an example? Unless something can be done, | shall be compelled in 
some sections to call out my Militia and levy actual war against them.

Would it be within your power to suppress the practice among soldiers of 
selling their clothing etc.? 

I have recently /been/ much outraged to see fine English shoes, jackets and 
flannel shirts, which I had imported at so much risk for the comfort of our brave 
men, on the persons of citizens and negroes. 

The Quartermasters too come frequently with requisitions for 800 to 1000 
men to the regiment and draw for this number, when perhaps not over half is 
required for the troops actually in the field. The effect frequently is, when our 
supplies are short, that the first who apply get a double supply, others get none; 
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the extra amount taken to the field is an incumbrance, lost on the first hasty 
retreat or constitutes a dangerous temptation to the honesty of the parties in 
charge. In every respect it is desirable that their requisitions should come in 
approved only according to their actual present and not prospective wants. Con- 
fident, General, that you will fully appreciate the difficulties under which the 
Home Department labors in procuring supplies, constantly increasing with our 
diminished resources, and calculating on your assistance.

Your last two letters have remained unanswered for the reason that I have 
been confined to my /room/ for nearly a week past, partly from severe cold and 
partly because of a large tumor which I had cut from my neck. Six months ago 
you would have learned of my illness through the newspapers. 

I did not know of young Dockery’s! sentiments or I should not have appd. 
him to the office he holds—I should regret to revoke it now, but can always do 
so should it become necessary. Most of the appts. in the Home Guards were made 
before I was well aware of the spread of a feeling of reconstruction and I was not 
sufficiently careful in this respect—Still | dont know of many of that stamp in 
office, unless they develope yet which is probable. Harrison,’ Col. of the rgt. in 
this County has come out full fledged & I hear of only one or two others. They 
can be [stripped] at any time should their opinions get in the way of their charge 
of duty as they hold their commissions at my pleasure. 

What do you think of Holdens articles on Lincoln’s message? He objects, but 
as you will see, not very bitterly. The Progress man becames a greater Ass every 
day. What would you say to Congress app’g Commrs. to treat for peace? Would 
it do any good North or South? Their terms would not be heard of course, and 
it might help to put down the clamor here. 

Many of our friends here think it the only way to save N.C. and I confess I 
have been somewhat moved by their arguments, but am fearful to yielding my 
position on such without good advice. Mr. Graham was much depressed whilst 
here on the subject, for though we suppressed the revolution in the Caucas, yet 
there was much dissatifaction among men of whom you would have thought 
better things. Dont think me faint-hearted—I have been sick and quite gloomy. 
I am going to Wilkes County to make a speech as soon as invited preparations 
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for which are now going on, then I shall go to the army if the enemy permits, 
and will speak wherever /& whenever/ it may be thought prudent— 
Please answer my question above

My Dear Sir 

You may recollect a long conversation which I had with you at Raleigh in 
March last,! when I thought that I was about to return to England, & we spoke 
about a loan, to be effected in London for the State of N. Carolina. The interest 
of this war was such that I was unable to tear myself away from this country; but, 
as | am now on the point of returning to England, I cannot leave the C. S. 
without troubling you with these few lines. In regard to the conversation which 
passed between us in March, I am glad to have observed that your Agents in 
England have been successful in carrying out your views and it is not on this 
subject that I am anxious to speak to you. 

I hear with great concern that there is in your State considerable dissaffection 
towards the Confed. Government; that there are many Unionists & some dis- 
position to offer peace to the North on the basis of independent State action. I 
hope & believe that this disaffection is considerably exaggerated; but I cannot, 
as having long been a close & tolerably impartial observer of this struggle, omit 
to send to you a few words of warning, entreating you, by all means in your 
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power, to repress, & at any rate to defer any such demonstration of N. Carolina 
public opinion as her independent action, reaching out after peace, would imply. 
For a hundred reasons, which are too lengthy to send to you in writing, I am 
positive that if the present attitude of the South is maintained for 6 months longer, 
the war is over. On the other hand, any such rupture in the front of the Con- 
federacy as the splitting off from it of N. Carolina, would prolong the war indef- 
initely, would produce an [imminse] reaction of European & English opinion & 
would neutralise the representations as to the impossibility of subjugating the 
South, which I am about to advocate warmly & to impress upon members of 
Parliament, when I return to England. 

This letter is written with the sole object of entreating you to do what I believe 
your own character & make will urge you to do: Viz. Entreat your people to have 
patience & long suffering for yet a few months more. It is impossible to over 
estimate the importance to the C. S. of keeping an undivided front for 6 months 
more. There is no State on this continent which has more to gain by emanci- 
pation from Yankee vassalage than North Carolina, with her magnificent raw 
material, & with her absence of manufactures. In a very few months that inde- 
pendence which is already more than three fourths gained, will be an accom- 
plished fact. 

It would be a great satisfaction & encouragement to me, before my return to 
England, if you would favor me with a few lines enlightening me as to the true 
condition of your State. I need hardly say that I shall regard your letter as entirely 
confidential. 

With my hearty good wishes for your speedy & plenary independence

Some eight months since this State loaned to the Confederate Govt. some 
eighteen hundred bales of Cotton upon the request of Maj. [John W.] Cameron. 
Q. M. at Wilmington to load Confederate Steamers. The Cotton was to be re- 
placed or paid for at my option. Some time /since/ I applied for the Cotton to 
be replaced—the demand was replied to by a Capt. Archer of Genl. Whiting’s 
staff, alleging that he had bought the Cotton and cooly offering me 20 cents per 
lb. and transportation, just what it cost the State sixteen months since. It was 
bought to meet a prospective debt abroad, which I am called upon to pay in part, 
and I cannot replace it for less than 80 cents per pound in South Western Ga. 
and, as the Government has monopolized the rail roads, | cannot in fact get the 
cotton at all to load my Steamer. In this dilema I can but appeal to you, to return 
my Cotton. Justice and fair dealing requires this, to say nothing of the importance 
of keeping the Steamers running with all possible despatch whilst Wilmington 
remains open.

Governor: 

On yesterday, I had an interview with the President, and submitted to him 
your letter! to the Secretary of War. He spoke in the kindest terms of you, and 
approved of the plan for organizing the forces, and expressed his willingness to 
carry it out; but he wishes you to give him more definite information relative to 
the organization of the forces. He is in doubt whether they are militia or not. If 
they are militia he can not appoint a commanding officer for them. It is your 
prerogative. You say in your letter “I have enlisted, within and near the enemy’s 
lines, in Eastern N.C. some twenty three hundred men raised for local defence. 
Finding it impracticable to properly manage them, I applied to the Legislature 
to turn them over to the Confederacy.” 

No light on the subject could be obtained from the War Department, and the 
President cannot understand the necessity of your applying to the Legislature for 
authority to turn them over to the Confederacy. If they were raised under the 
act of Congress for local defence there will be no difficulty in retaining them for 
that purpose, as is the case with quite a large number of troops in other states; 
but the muster rolls should be filed in the War Office. This, as I understand it, 


is necessary to protect the men from conscription. 
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It is very necessary that something should be done immediately, as it is very 
clear to me that, when active operations are resumed in the spring, if not sooner, 
every man now defending this section will be withdrawn, and I am fully con- 
vinced that Butler? intends to occupy the country as soon as he can, and we have 
once been admonished <from> /by/ the highest authority to “take care of our- 
selves” and we should prepare to do so in time. I receive very cheering accounts 
as to the number of men I can raise to augment the forces.

Before the subject of Austin’s case is dropped between us, I desire to say in 
reply to yours of the 7th. inst.,! that (once for all) I did not expect to get a 
“decision of the Supreme Court” which should “settle the law” by yourself and 
Judge Manley sitting with Judge Battle in the case proposed; nor did I expect it 
moreover to have any greater legal weight, as I knew it would still be only Judge 
Battle’s decision. If I have failed to make myself so understood, I have been 
unfortunate. I did expect to “mend the matter” by agreeing to treat the decision 
so rendered as “authority” whether it was or not, and to withdraw my order to 
the Home Guards if the Judges of the Supreme Court so advised me. I presume 
that in desiring to have a consultation of all the Judges in Woodelll]s case,? I was 
actuated by that great respect and moral weight which their opinions would and 
always do inspire, which induced you to ask Judges Battle and Manley to sit with 
you in Austin’s case, though well knowing it could only be your own decision 
after all. And I did hope, that as it was customary for the Judges to assist each 
other with counsel and advice as was contemplated by yourself in the case referred 
to, certainly in a case involving so much embarassment to the Executive of the 
State, and so grave a public responsibility as imparing the efficiency of the 
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Army—a probability suggested by your own opinion in the case, they (the Judges) 
would not hesitate to extend to him their counsel and advice also! But it seems 
I was mistaken; legal objections bristle at every point, and for offering to defer 
respectfully and absolutely to the mere intimation of the Judges (if they would 
be good enough to give it.) I am laid open to the charge of prostrating the 
Judiciary! and I am expected to be bound by the decisions of eleven different 
Judges though they decline to be bound themselves by the decisions of each 
other! 

You say that you had not heard of the decisions of Judge Gilliam, Heath & 
French alluded to in my last. It is quite reasonable that you did not, and I submit 
most respectfully, that, that is the best reason imaginable why they did not bind. 
How could you have heard of them? They are not of record; they neither were 
nor could be officially reported, certainly the law does not lay a trap for the 
citizen and leave him to find it out after he has sinned. No other Judge besides 
yourself has had his decision published in a newspaper even. So in the case you 
cite of “Whitehart’’* of Salem. I never heard of it until I read your letter, Never, 
How could I hear of it? Was it published? If so in what paper? Perhaps the 
Fayetteville Observer, I dont subscribe for that paper, but if I did what an- 
nouncement has been made to the public that they must search its columns in 
order to find the law of the land? Is it the organ of the Chief Justice in vacation? 

In regard to 3d. part of your letter, relating to a decision of the Supreme Court 
in the matter of [J. C.] “Bryan” & “Ritter,”> I have only to say that I ordered 
the militia, generally, to assist in arresting deserters and conscripts, meaning of 
course only such as were liable to conscription and unless each militia officer was 
a lawyer and had power to try each case as it came up, I dont see how they could 
avoid assisting the enrolling officer to seize the wrong man sometimes, though I 
am sure there has been no intention on my part or on theirs to do so. In such 
cases there are questions both of law and fact, and as the Supreme Court did not 
decide that every man claiming the benefit of the exemptions act between the 
age of 18 & 35 should be entitled to it, but those who showed themselves by proof, 
to be entitled to it, it necessarily follows that somebody must judge of this claim. 
Who shall it be? The Act of Congress provides that the Secretary of War or his 
officers must judge in the first place; the State laws require our Judges to do it 
until one or the other does decide—or whatever other authority be competent— 
I cant see how the facts, which are to place him within the scope of the law can 
be so known to the officer as to put him in the wrong. If I could frame an order 
which would remove even this argumentative appearance, of aiding a Confed- 
erate officer in a manner which is contrary to the decision of the Supreme Court, 
I would gladly do so. 

But before I make this letter too long, I desire to say that I was glad to see 
the concluding portion of your letter wherein you express the hope that “each 
one of us may discharge the duties of his position without any unkind feeling 
toward each other,” I feel none myself, and trust you do not. I hope and believe 
that I am actuated by as ardent a love of civil liberty and civil rights as any man 
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living; and such a love is scarcely separable from respect and esteem for those 
whom the law has entrusted with the protection of those rights, with this feeling, 
I withdrew Woodels case from before Judge Battle, at his suggestion, though had 
I insisted, | am assured he would not only have decided it, assisted by Judge 
Manly, but decided it differently from yourself. I referred the whole matter to the 
Legislature and although they amended the law, there was no power in them to 
decide the issue between you and me and I am still left to bear the imputation 
of prostrating the Judiciary of my country with all who are so uncharitable as to 
believe it. I submit that you did not treat me with equal forbearance and consid- 
eration, surrounded as I was and am with a thousand difficulties, embarassments 
and dangers, new to the Executive Office and which none of my predecessors 
have felt. I thought I had a right to expect much from the kindness and for- 
bearance of my superiors in years and legal learning. Perhaps I counted too much 
upon this, and have failed essentially and unpardonably in my duty. I know and 
all who criticize should remember, the almost unsurmountable difficulties of my 
position. I know that it is almost impossible to bend every energy of the State 
to the support of the military power which is struggling for national indepen- 
dence, and to maintain intact all the rights and majesty of the civil law, without 
offending both. Yet I told the people of North Carolina this when they unsoli- 
cited, called me to this position, and I intend to keep this promise or perish in 
the attempt.

I have the honor herewith to transmit to you, certain Resolutions of the 
General Assembly of this State passed at the recent extra session,' upon the 
subject of illegal impressments and the scarcity of provisions, to which I invite 
your early attention. 

There is great reason to believe, that the supply of provisions is very limited 
and I earnestly request that the Government will impress as small quantities as 
possible within our borders. 

Impressing agents in many instances, act in such manner as to create great 
dissastisfaction among our people, and I sincerely hope that you will look to their 
conduct and issue such instructions as will protect citizens from illegal and unjust 
annoyance. These agents sometimes assume the right to judge of the quantity 
which the citizen needs for the use of his family and impress what they regard as 
the surplus, thus leaving him without an adequate supply. This crying evil and 
injustice should be corrected without delay. 

Many military officers also in violation of the laws of Congress, assume the 
right of impressment. 

This evil cannot longer be tolerated and | invoke your aid in its suppression 
with sentiments of great respect.

The recent action of the 
Federal House of Representatives, though meaning very little, has greatly excited 
the public hope that the Northern mind is looking towards peace. | am promised 
by all men who advocate this course, that if fair terms are rejected it will tend 
greatly to strengthen and intensify the war feeling and will rally all classes to a 
more cordial support of the government. And although our position is well 
known, as demanding only to be let alone yet it seems to me that for the sake 
of humanity, without having any weak or improper motives attributed to us, we 
might with propriety constantly tender negotiations. 

In doing so we would keep conspicuously before the world a disclaimer of our 
responsibility for the great slaughter of our race and convince the humblest of 
our citizens, who sometimes forget the actual situation, that the government is 
tender of their lives and happiness and would not prolong their sufferings un- 
necessarily one moment. Though Statesmen might regard this as useless, the 
people will not, and I think our cause will be strengthened thereby. | have not 
suggested the method of these negotiations or their terms, the effort to obtain 
peace is the principal matter. Allow me to beg your earnest consideration of this 
suggestion.

| learn that large distillaries are in operation at Charlotte & Salisbury in this 
State, making spirits of the tithe grain by order of the War Dept. Upon appli- 
cation to the office of Maj. Badham, Chief Collector of Tithe for this State, I 
learn that he has orders to deliver 30,000 bushels of grain to the distilleries for 
this purpose. 

In addition to the many and weighty reasons which could be urged against 
the abstraction of this much bread from the Army or the poor, I beg to inform 
you that the laws of this State positively forbid the distillation of any kind of 
grain within its borders under heavy penalties. It will therefore be my duty to 
interpose the arm of civil law to prevent and punish this violation hereof, unless 
you will order it to cease. 

It seems to me if spirits are so absolutely requisite to the Medical Department, 
that grain sufficient might be found in remote and plentiful districts, and leave 
for the use of the people every grain which is accessible. Be this as it may, | am 
sure you will agree with me in saying that no person can under authority of the 
Confederate Government violate State laws with impunity.
